Sia— Having  juaL  learned  that  1  have  been  elected  to  the  office  oT 
Lieutenant  Governor,  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  propose  to 
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attend,  immediately,  in  the  senate  chatnbn  to  take  the  necessary  oaths 
of  office  and  to  enter  upon  the  disehar^  ot  its  duties.

His  Honor  the  Lieutenant  Governor  appeared  in  the  Senate,  was  du- 
ly qualiiicd  and  took  the  chair  as  President  of  the  Senate  ;  and  there- 
upon addreawd  the  Senate  aa  foUowa : 

Gentlemen  of  thk  Senate: 

In  entering  upon  the  duty  of  pretiidiug  officer,  it  has  occurred  to 
me  that  it  ought  be  proper,  and  perhaps  expected,  that  I  should  auhmit 
a  few  remarks  au^gested  by  the  occasion,  and  give  some  intimation  of 
the  course  which  it  will  be  my  design  to  pursue.  Respect  (or  you  seema 
to  require  this.  That  provision  in  the  constitution,  which  makes  the 
JLieutenant  Governor  the  President  of  the  iSenate,  obviously  demands  it. 

All  lei^islative  bodiejs  iu  this  country,  with  perhaps,  the  exception  of 
the  Senate  of  the  Unitetl  States  and  that  of  the  state  of  New  York,  en- 
joy  the  ri^ht  o!  selecting  from  their  own  number  a  preaidinic  officer. 

This  has  been  supposed  wisely  calculated  to  promote  harmcnj 
and  ensare  efficient  action.  Whether  these  important  ends  may  not  be 
equally  attained  under  our  oririjnization,  is  yrt  to  he  proved,  and  I  am 
aware  must,  in  a  good  degree,  depend  upoji  the  manner  in  which  the 
duties  of  the  chair  are  discharged.  I  cannot  but  sensibly  feel  the  deli* 
eaey  of  my  situation,  admonished  aa  I  am,  by  the  preaence  of  gentle- 
men older  and  far  more  experienced,  that  were  you  lel\  to  the  fre^om 
of  a  direct  choice,  nnd  were  I  also  a  member  of  your  body,  you  would 
make     ditlerent  selection. 

It  will  be  my  earnest  desire  and  constant  endeavoi ,  so  U>  conduct  as 
to  leave  you  no  reason  to  regret  that  the  usual  privile^^  is  withheld  from 
you.  But  the  wiadom  or  the  weakneas,  exhibited  in  thia  peculiar  feature 
of  our  eonatitution  it  ia  not  my  design  to  diacuss.  It  woukl  be  uaeleaa 
for  any  of  us  to  do  so,  for  a  bare  statement  of  tlie  question  would  re- 
mind us  that  such  is  the  organic  law  of  the  state,  which  we  may  not 
disregard  and  cannot  alter. 

Tlie  station  of  presiding  officer  of  a  legialative  bodi^  requires  a  scope 
and  diversity  of  talent  which  lew  will  have  the  temerity  to  claim.  The 
inatances  oi  entire  success  are  rare,  indeed,  except  where  much  wia- 
dom nnd  industry  have  been  united  witli  long  experience.  Patience 
and  promptitude,  candor  and  zeal,  decision  and  forhearance,  energy 
and  coolness,  must  alternately,  aud  at  the  critical  moment,  be  exhibited 
by  one,  who  seeks  the  approbation  of  his  lellow  citizens  in  this  difficult 
end  important  etation.  But,  gentlemen,  whilat  I  painfiilly  feel  the  em- 
barrassment ariainj^  fVom  a  very  limited  experience  in  the  business  of 
legislation,  1  seek  m  vain  for  precedent  or  example  in  the  peculiar  duties 
or  tlie  ollice  in  this  state.  I  cannot  but  flatter  myself  that  an  honest 
endeavor,  on  my  part,  will  insure  your  cordial  co-operation,  furnishing 
all  the  aids  of  your  wisdom,  experience  and  forbearance. 

I  am  also  well  aware  that  the  inceasant  labor  and  untiring  vigilance 
lequiied  from  the  preaiding  ol&er  of  a  large  and  promiscuoua  aaaeni- 
)lage,  made  up  of^persons  of  opposite  characters  and  representinga  VI- 
.■iety  of  opposite  interests,  will  not  be  expected  here  v.'herr  the  number 
is  comparatively  small  and  each  one  possessing  a  character  lor  wisdom 
and  expeijence. 
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A  fiequeot  resort  to  the  rales  for  tht  preservation  oforder,  aodiffieiilt 
and  ao  ibYidioua  in  their  application,  1  am  aitie  will  aeldom  become  na- 
eeaiaiy. 

The  provisions  ol  the  constitution  and  the  rules  which  you  may 
adopt,  lor  regulating  tlie  action  of  the  Senate,  it  will  be  my  duty  to 
support  and  maintam.  This  I  ahall  endeavor  to  do  in  a  measure  con*' 
Mtent  with  pariiamentary  practice,  with  respect  for  you  indtvidtia  ily, 
and  an  ardent  desire  to  promote  the  interestti  of  our  common  constitu- 
ent-^. Further  than  this,  for  the  pre^t^vation  of  order  and  for  facilita- 
tiDff  ilic  operations  of  business,  I  shall  manly  rely  upon  a  liecomijifr 
selirespect,  a  love  of  regularity  and  decorum,  and  an  ambition  to  be 
useful,  which,  I  con6dently  trust  will  be  uniibrmly  exhibited  by  eveiy 
sHmtor. 

The  circumstances,  gentlemen,  under  which  we  meet,  though  near 
and  peculiar,  demand  our  mutual  congratulations.  The  political  desid** 
eratum,  iontr  nnd  anxiously  sought  by  the  wisest  men  of  our  state,  is, 
at  lent^th,  obtained.  The  Senate  of  Vermont,  possessing  co-ordinate 
legislative  powers,  by  the  free  and  bpontaneoud  action  of  the  people,  lisa 
hecn  inatitituted  and  you  are  delegated  by  the  freemen  of  your  respective 
eonntieatu  make  the  first  essay  at  legislation,  ds  senators.  On  you  is 
devolved  a  more  than  usual  weight  of  responsibility.  The  friends  of 
the  amendment  of  the  constitution  have,  doubtless,  been  somewhat  un- 
reasonable iu  their  anticipations  of  benefits,  which  they  promised,  and 
will  not  very  patiently  submit  to  disappointment,  while  those,  attached 
to  the  ancient  order  ol  things,  will  abate  nothing  of  the  advantages, 
wiijch  Imve  been  deecribed  aa  the  necessary  result ;  hence,  you  will  see 
the  neoeasity  of  great  prudencey  of  much  wisdom  and  untiring  indua- 
try,  to  meet  their  high-wrought  expectatiniis. 

But  as  it  is  now  a  settled  axiorn  of  ]juliiic;il  (  t onomy,  that  the  inter- 
ests of  a  people  are  best  secured  by  a  division  ol  the  legislature  into 
two  independent  bodies  of  co-equal  powers,  so  we  may  rest  assured 
that  the  experiment,  which  haa  unilbnnly  succeeded  elsewhere,  wiU 
not  ia\  here,  for  we  are  not  at  liberty  to  suspect  that  the  people  of  tUs 
state,  having  the  light  of  cxprrience,  ivill  not  reason  and  jiul«>e  as  cor- 
rectly ns  nny  other.  Wc  may  by  our  action  hasten,  or  retard  their  de- 
cision ;  but  ultimately  a  mubt.  be  pronounced,  and  we  may  not  doubt 
that  it  will  be  in  accordance  with  tne  opinion  of  enlightened  ciuzens  of 
other  atatea. 

Much  of  the  success  uf  the  Senate  will  depend  upon  an  auapielout 

be^ning. 

The  first  and  probably  most  important  duty,  which  will  demand  your 
attention,  is  to  provide  a  code  of  rules.  Without  these,  it  is  dithcult 
even  to  commence  your  ordinary  legislative  duties.  Rules  should  be  ao 
eooatructed  aa  to  leaye  aa  lew  occaaiona  aa  nossible  (or  the  existence  of 
diaeretion  in  the  President;  should  he  apeeinc  and  minute  so  as  to  fUr* 
nish  a  plain  direction  in  every  case  of  importance  and  carefully  gtuupd 
the  respective  rights  of  the  majority  and  minority  on  every  question. 

It  seems  to  be  very  obvious  that  a  body,  which  does  not  choose  its 
presiding  officer,  cannot  wilii  propriety  assign  to  him  tlie  power  of  ap- 
pointing its  committees  and  officers. 

In  a  large  body  mostly  strangers  to  each  other,  these  appointmenta 
woidd  consume  oonaiderable  time  and  might  prove  a  source  of  irrita- 
tion. Not  so  in  a  Kmnll  one  like  thi^.  These  rkrtions  cnn  he  made  in  a 
brief  space  ot  time,  and  tlie  President  saved  a  most  embarrassing  and 
sometimes  odious  exercise  of  power. 
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Expedkats  for  regulating  the  freedam  of  debate  in  a  body  so  amall 
at  thie,  can  hardly  beoome  neoesBaiy,  and  aa  a  consequence,  many  em- 
barrassing questions .  rrnv.ving  otttof  the  constnictton  and  application 
40f  rules  provijitig  Ibr  thciii  !n;iy  he  avoided. 

I  cannot  but  suggest  the  propriety  of  so  Iramiiig  your  rulea  that  we 
may  never  have  to  contend  with  the  subtleties  and  perplexities  of  the 
prcVicnia,  and  some  other  privilefled  queationa. 

These  seem  to  have  originated  in  parliament,  with  a  view  of  avoid* 
ing  the  evi!  ronscquences  of  some  stubborn  and  unbending  regulationa 
previously  incorporated  in  the  rules  of  prorpcdings. 

There  may  be  much  learning  and  ingenuity  in  these  questions,  but  a 
plain  common  sense  legislature  is  equally  removed  from  any  necessity 
for  auch  proceedings  and  the  abtliCy  at  once  to  comprehend  them. 

In  consequence  ol*  the  relations  created  by  the  constitution  between 
the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives  ii  wil!  be  necessary  thnt 
your  early  attention  should  be  given  to  the  consrniction  of  a  system  of 
pint  rules  of  both  houses.  These  will  be  indispensable  to  the  proper 
disciiarge  of  various  and  iniportauL  duties. 

They  must  be  the  joint  work  of  both  houses,  and  care  should  be  ta- 
ken to  prevent  collision,  either  in  their  construction,  or  subsequent  in- 
terpretation. The  just  rights  of  each  house  should  be  carefully  guar- 
ded and  no  undue  advantage  sought  or  accepted  by  either.  These  in- 
itiatory stepb  having  been  taken,  you  will  have,  gentlemen,  an  exten- 
sive held  of  labor  before  you,  inviting  the  diligent  employment  of  your 
tine  and  the  exercise  of  your  best  talents,  wiUi  a  ikir  prospect  of  vm* 
lulMi.  It  will  aflord  me  pleasure  ever  to  co-operate  with  you  in  such 
a  manner  as,  if  possible,  to  lighten  your  labors,  and  to  secure  from  the 
public  a  just  appreciation  of  their  value,  so  that  you  may  secure  all 
Lhe  reward  you  will  eiUier  seek  or  accept,  the  approbation  of  your  con- 
siilucals. 

On  motion  of  Mr  Hammond,

The  Senate,  as  in  committee  of  the  whole,  took  up  the  report  of  the 
committee  appointed  to  prepare  rules  for  the  Senate^  and  adopted  the 
same  with  amendments  as  fbllowjj,  to  wit : 

Rnles  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Vermont* 

1.  The  credentials  of  Senators  shall  be  presented  to  the  Secretary  or 
assistant  Secrefnry.  pr^^vioiis  to  nine  o'clock,  in  t^f  morninp  of  the  f^rr- 
ond  Thursday  of  Octohcr,  at  which  time  the  Senate  shall  he  called  to 
order.  The  names  of  the  senators  shall  be  called  over,  and  wlien  a 
quorum  shall  have  taken  their  seats,  they  shall,  havincr  lirst  taken  the 
neeessRiy  oaths,  on  nominatioa  of  the  President,  appomt  a  eanvassiiig 
committee  con^^isting  of  one  senator  from  each  oounty,  to  join  such  com- 
mittee as  the  House  of  Representatives  may  appoint,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  receive,  sort  and  count  the  votes  lor  Govt  rnor,  Lieutenant 
Governor  and  Treasurer,  and  make  report  thereof  to  the  jomt  assembly 
of  both  houses. 

3.  The  Senate  shall  meet,  every  day,  (Sundays  excepted)  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  momins  and  at  two  o'eloek  in  ^e  altemoon,  unless  other- 
wise specially  orderea. 

3.  The  President  havint^  taken  the  chair  and  a  rpionim  being  present, 
the  journal  of  the  preceding  ^ay  shall  be  read  and  all  errors  therein 
corrected. 

4.  In  ease  no  quorum  shall  assemble  within  fifteen  minutes  after  the 
time  to  which  the  Senate  was  adjourned,  those  present  shall  have  pow- 
er to  Rend  the  Ser^eant-at-arms  or  other  officer  alter  the  absentees,  and 

oompel  their  attendanf♦^ 

5.  Whenever  the  Senate  shall  as  i  mb!e,  according  to  adjournment,  or 
ill  liie  commencement  of  the  session,  and  the  President  shall  be  absent, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  if  present,  if  not,  of  a  senator,  to 
oall  to  order,  and  the  senators  present,  if  a  quorum,  shall  by  ballott  dect 
a  President  pro  tempore. 
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No  senator  shall  be  absent  without  leave,  unless  he  is  sitk  or  oth- 
erwise necessarily  detained. 

7.  No  senator  shall  audibly  speak  to  another,  or  otherwise  interrupt 

the  business  of  tlie  Senute,  while  the  journal  or  other  pubricpapew  are 
heincr  read,  or  iviiile  a  senator  ia  orderly  speaking  in  debate. 

^.  Every  senator  wlion  spt-nk  ^  sliall,  standing  in  his  pbee,  address 
ihe  President,  and  win  n  lie  lias  tiniiihed,  slmll  ait  down. 

9.  No  senator  shall  speak  more  than  twice,  on  the  same  question, 
Without  leave  of  the  Senate,  and  senaforf?,  who  Itavr  nnc^  f^poken,  shall' 
not  again  be  entitled  «u  the  door  (except  lor  the  purpose  oi  explana- 
tion) to  the  exclusion  of  another  whio  has  not  spoken. 

10.  In  all  cases,  the  senator  first  arisinff  and  addressing  the  President 
(subject  to  the  restriction  of  rule  ninth)  mulW  he  entitled  to  the  floor,  and 
when  two  or  more  arise  at  the  same  time,  the  Preaident  shall  name  the 
one  who  ia  to  apeak. 

11.  When  a  senator  shall  be  called  to  order,  he  shall  sit  down,  and 
every  question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  without  de- 
bate, ^;ubject  t4i  an  appeal  to  llie  Senate. 

12.  If  a  senator  be  called  to  order  lor  words  spoken,  the  exceptiona- 
ble words  shall  be  imnu  dinteiy  taken  down  in  writing,  by  the  senator 
caliinor  to  order,  tliat  the  President  may  be  better  enabled  to  judge  of 

the  matter. 

13.  The  iiicit  jiour  of  each  niornini^r\s  sitting  may  be  devoted  to  the 
reception  and  disposal  of  petiiions,  niemorials,  reuiooslrances,  motions, 
resolutions  and  the  introduction  of  bills ;  aAer  which,  the  orders  of  Uie 
day  or  other  proper  business  sh;dl  be  announced,  always  commencing 
with  the  unfinished  business  of  the  la^t  silting.  The  first  hour  of  the 
afternoon's  sittiu^^r  niay  be  occupied  in  tf.e  rereivinr?  nnri  disposing  of  re- 
ports of4M>iiimillers  and  in  completin  g  the  business  ol"  tiie  niorninif  hour  ; 
at  the  expiration  of  wliieh  the  Senate  will  again  take  up  the  orders  of 
the  day. 

14.  Reports  of  coinmiitees  may  be  signed  by  any  member  m  behalf 
of  the  committee,  and  shall  be  by  him  presented  to  the  Senate  when  a 
call  for  reports  is  made.  The  signer  of  each  report  shall  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  accuracy  of  its  statements  and  the  propriety  of  its 
lanjTua^e.  :uh]  when  the  same  sha'l  be  under  rojisideration,  he  shall 
lurther  liable  to  give  addiiionai  stntemenlsof  lacts  uroUier  explanations, 
ifj  auswer  to  tlie  call  of  any  senator. 

15.  The  proceedings  of  ttie  Senate,  except  when  acting  as  in  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  embracing  the  titles  of  bills  and  such  parts  thereof 
■a  may  be  aflt^cted  by  proposed  amendments,  and  also  tne  names  of 
senators  and  the  votes  which  they  gave  on  every  question  decided  by 
yeas  and  nays,  shall  be,  by  the  Secretary,  accurately  and  concisely  in- 
serted in  the  journal. 

16.  The  Senate  slialL  antmally,  within  the  four  first  days  of  actual 
sitting,  elect  by  ballot  (and  a  majority  of  al!  pre?;ent  shall  he  necessary 
to  a  choice,)  a  Secretary, — an  assistant  Secretary,  who  sball  he,  ex-om- 
cio  Engrossing  Clerk, — a  Sergeant-at-nrms  and  a  Me^sen^er,  who  shall 
severally  be  sworn  to  the  fai^ful  discharge  of  Uieir  duties,  and  shall 
hold  said  oflicee  until  superseded  by  a  new  election.  The  Senate  shall 
also,  within  the  same  time,  elect  the  fbllowinff  standing  committees,  to 
eoDsiatof  three  members  each,  to  wit:  on  Finance,  on  the  Judiciary,

(exeepl  such  ns  hrive  been  reported  by  a  committee)  shall,  after  the  first 
reading,  no  objection  being  made,  be  referred  by  the  President  to  appro- 
priate committees. 

19.  Before  any  re.-ioluUon,  any  petition  or  other  paper  addressed  to  tlie 
Senate  shall  be  received  and  read,  whether  the  same  shall  be  Introduced 
by  the  PresidiMit  or  a  Senator,  the  title  shall  be  fairly  endorsed  there- 
on, and  a  brief  statement  of  ita  object  or  contents  shall  be  made  by  the 
introdoeer. 

IfO.  Every  motion  altatt  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  mover,  if  requir- 
ed thereto  by  the  President  or  a  senator,  and  n  motion  to  lay  n  not  ha- 
motion,  the  latter  not  in  writing,  on  the  toWe  or  otherwise  to  dispose  of 
it,  shnll  not  be  in  order. 

21.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  rcn  lings  before  it  is  passed;  the 
President  shall  give  notice  at  each  readmg,  whether  it  be  tiie  first,  scc- 
oiul  or  third  ;  the  last  of  which  readings  of  public  bills  shall  be,  at  least 
tvveuty-four  hours  after  Uie  first  reading,  unless  the  Senate  unanimous- 
ly direct  otherwise ;  provided,  that  private  bills  shall  be  rend  (he  second 
time  by  their  tide. 

Resolutions  requiring  the  approbation  and  signature  of  the  Governor, 
shall  be  treated  in  all  respects  as  bills.

The  final  question  upon  the  second  reading  of  every  bill  whir^" 
orin-innted  in  the  Senate  shall  be,  "  shall  this  hill  be  e 
a  third  time?"    No  amendment  shall  he  received  at  the  thlnl  reading, 
but  it  may  be  committed  lor  aiueiidmenL  at  aiiy  time  before  its  final  pas- 
sage.

58.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for  and  the  same  is  obietft- 
ed  Id  by  a  senator,  the  question  ahall  be  defermined  by  a  vole  or  the 
Senate. 

59.  The  yeaa  and  nays  ahall  be  taken  on  the  ea)l  of  a  senator,  and 

erery  senator  present  shiill  vofe  unless  excused  by  the  Senate ;  but  m 

senrxtor  ehall  be  compelled  to  vote  who  wns  nhsetit  when  the  question 
was  sla?e1  hy  the  President,  nor  shall  any  one  hf  permitted  to  vole  whn> 
WBS  absent  when  his  name  was  called,  nor  after  the  decision  of  Ike 
quest"  n  has  been  announced  from  the  chair. 

30.  No  ikjnator,  in  the  minority,  nor  one  vviiu  ilui  not  vole  ia  the  de- 
cision of  a  question,  shall  have  a  right  to  move  a  reconsideration  there- 
of: nor  ahau  any  motion  lor  a  reconsideration  be  in  order  tmiess  made 

before  the  close  of  the  next  day  of  actual  sitting  of  the  Senate  after 

that  in  which  the  vote  was  taken  and  ben)re  the  bill,  resohjtion,  report, 
amendment,  atldress  or  motion  Uf>on  whicli  the  vote  was  taken,  shall,  in 
tiie  regular  progress  of  business,  have  gone  o'4t  out  of  the  possession  of 
the  Senate. 

31.  On  nil  quesluius  ju  the  decision  of  whicli  a  simple  majority  is  re- 
quired, when  the  Senate  is  equally  divided,  the  Secretary  shall  take  the 
easting  vole  of  the  Preaident*  In  all  auch  caaea  a  motion  for  reconaid'' 
eration,  if  made  in  time»  shall  be  in  order  from  any  senator  who  voted 
on  the  question. 

59.  The  President  siiK  11  have  a  right  to  call  upon  any  senator  to

Kx-Judi^es  of  the  supreme  court,  Ex-Senalors  and  Repre«;entntivp<i  in 
Congress,  District  .ludire  and  Attonir  v  of  the  United  Stales,  rrunTilier'i 
of  other  state  le^inlatures,  and  such  gentlemen  and  ladies  as  the  Presi- 
dent or  a  senator  may  inttoduce 

S8.  When  in  session  the  senators  shall  sit  with  their  heads  uncovered. 
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d9.  All  genilemen  in  the  lobbv  and  gallery  shall  «t  with  their  heads 
uncovered,  and  upon  any  disorderly  conduct  in  the  galler5^  the  Presi- 
dent may  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

The  following  written  message  was  received  from  liie  Governor,  by 
Mr.  Manser,  Semtary  of  civil  and  military  alQura. 

G£irTLKM£N  OF  THE  S&NATK, 

Aim  or  TUB  HOUSS  op  RBPaSSSHTATIVSS  : 

In  a  community  possessing  and  exerciaiog  the  powers  of  6elf>govem- 
nent,  where  all  piiwer  and  authority  annually  emanate  trom  the  people, 

and  by  the  rsiablishul  n<»n!^'S  of  the  coimtr}^  annually  leturn  to  the 
fountain  Crou\  whence  they  came,  it  is  of  the  lirst  im|)ortanf!e  that  the 
Ibuntiiin  should  be  kept  pure.  The  safety  and  permanency  of  (-ur  free 
iusiitut  ans  depend  solely  upon  the  public  virtue  and  general  intelli^oce 
of  the  people.  Hence '^the  necessity  of  that  guardianship  which  the 
laws  assdme  «ver  the  one,  and  the  indispensable  duty  of  the  govern- 
menl  to  secure  nihl  <  Ifoctunlly  provide  lor  the  other.  Genius  is  ;is  oflen 
found  uiidrr  tlie  huniblcist  roof  as  in  tlie  dwelling  of  tl  i»  nlfluent.  It  is 
public  property;  and  provision  shouhi  l.e  made  to  educate  at  liic  public 
expense,  every  child  in  tlie  stale,  whose  parents  are  unable  to  do  it. 

1  would  earnestly  recommend  to  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature, 
an  examination  of  the  acta  relating  to  the  support  of  common  schools. 
Il  is  feared  they  arc  radically  defective,  inasmuch  as  they  donotsuffi* 
cieiilly  provi  'r  tor  the  erTiploym^nt  of  tenchers  in  the  cflecnlinn  of  our 
children  ot  suiiable  att.'iiiniiei»tB  and  qu;i lilications.  The  public  monies, 
arisintj  tiom  rents,  income  of  loans,  aud  the  three  cent  sctiool  tax,  are 
now  divided  among  the  several  districts  in  each  town  according  to  the 
number  of  children  oetween  four  and  eighteen  years  of  a^.  I  have  no 
doubt,  thai  the  great  interests  of  education  would  be  better  promoted, 
bv  dividing  on?  third,  or  some  certain  slmre  fir.pd  by  law,  of  the  pubHc 
nion^v  nccruinf?  in  encii  town,  equally  among  the  several  districts  in 
Xho  name,  and  the  residue  itt  proportiiui  to  the  nviiridjer  ot'  scholars  in 
each  district,  as  now  provided  by  law.  Such  a  provision  would  seem 
to  equalise  the  benefits  resulting  from  the  public  aid  afforded  to  com- 
mon schooh,  en  a  hi  in  iz  the  smaller  diatricts  to  procure  the  services  of 
better  qualified  teachers  and  to  continue  tlieir  schools  for  a  longer  peri- 
od, and  lessrning  the  tendency  to  extravagance  and  waste,  which  it  ia 
feared  may  exi^t  in  Mme  ol"  the  larj^cr  districts. 

In  connection  witli  this  subject  permit  me  to  suggest,  that,  although 
our  schools  are  in  many  places,  able  to  avail  themselves  of  competent 
teachers  from  our  collcffes  and  academies,  still  it  is  believed  that  m  the 
stale  there  is  a  want  of  well  qualified  teachers,  and  it  is  worthy  of  en- 
quiry whether  it  would  not  comport  with,  and  be  the  le<;itimate  duty 
of  the  lefTislaturc  lo  provide  tor  and  patronise  Home  suitable  institut  ons 
for  the  education  of  tenchers.  Public  opi:i  ii  seems  to  call  Ibr  some 
measure  ol  this  kind.  Au  opportuniiy  is  now  afforded  through  the 
means  of  the  surplus  revenue,  soon  to  be  placed  at  the  disposition  of 
our  state,  of  making,  probably,  an  effectual  and  pernuinent  provision 
for  the  support  of  our  primary  schools,  and  for  the  encouragement  of 
other  institutions  of  learning,  and  also  to  ennhlo  the  towns  to  diminish, 
whai  is  considered  by  some,  the  onerous  burthen  of  tlie  three  cent 
school  tax. 
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A  revision  of  the  entire  eode  of  our  militift  laws  is  earnestly  called 

for.  Repcatcil  adilitions  nnd  alterations  have  ?o  obj^curcd  their  mean- 
ing, and  dnninisiied  their  ellcct,  that  tiiev  are  known  in  many  instances 
to  have  failed  in  the  accoinplibhuiriit  of  the  ohjecfs  lor  winch  they  were 
enacieJ.  Tliey  ate  expensive  and  unequal  in  Uicii'  upeiaiion,  and  |>er- 
fectly  ioefficient,  so  fiir  as  subordination  and  discipline  are  cooeerned. 
A  well  disciplined  militia  has  ever  been  coni^ulored  the  sureat  saleguard 
in  a  free  coverument,  and  well  deserves  all  the  commendation  which 
has  been  Ix  stowpd  upon  it.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  legislature  will 
bedispo8(  d  to  give  to  this  subject  tiiat  consideration  which  its  import- 
ance demands. 

In  the  pn^r^  of  the  session  your  attention  may  be  called  to  t^ie  con- 
sideration of  the  laws  relating  to'  imprisonment  for  debL  Within  a  few 
years  they  have  been  shorn  of  much  of  their  severity.  Should  tlie  legisla- 
ture, however,  derm  it  expedient  to  abolish  or  chanrre  mir  present  system, 
rifrorous  measures  ought  to  be  adopted  for  the  ])h  vention  ol  Iraud  ; 
anij  while  the  riL'iits  «»f  the  really  piK)r  (k  hlor  are  }m-o\  idf  d  for  by  the 
huiiiane  i>olicy  ul  our  laws,  the  rights  of  the  honetit,  and  in  many  caues, 
poor  creditor,  should  be  secured  by  the  terrors  of  criminal  pumshment 

The  pursuits  of  our  people  are,  at  present,  ess<-ntially  agrieuhural,  and 
being  such,  we  must  in  some  measure,  remain  dependent  for  many  of  the 
necessaries  and  luxtirifs  nr!if(%  as  well  as  for  a  market  lor  the  surplus  pro- 
ducts of  f»ur  soil.  But  from  the  enlerprisini;  spirit  manifesfed  by  ma- 
ny of  our  citizens  lor  a  tew  ^ears  pabt,  il  is  very  apparei»t,  that  we 
are  destined  at  oo  distant  period  to  become  also  a  manufacturing  people. 
The  fiie'Hties  aflbrded  for  propeifrng  machinery  in  the  immense  water 
power  every  where  abounoing  throughout  eur  territory,  the  inexhaust* 
Ible  mineral  wealth  of  our  mountains,  totrpthcr  with  the  cheapness  of 
living.  Will,  unless  discourasu'd  by  a  narrt)vv  and  ilhheral  course  oi"  le- 
piblation,  prcweni  such  induceniculs  lo  our  citizens,  uiu\  to  ioreign  cap- 
italists as  will  lead  thent  to  increase  their  investments  in  nianufacturiog 
establishments,  and  thereby  secure  to  the  cultivaior  of  the  soil  a  more 
certain  and  unifbrm  reward  for  his  industry.  AithouLrh  adequate  pro* 
teclion  (or  our  manui'ucturins;  interests  cannot  be  alit»rded  by  any  li  ps- 
lative  action  of  ours,  still,  we  nny  and  perhaps  ouirht,  on  all  iuilablc 
occaijiDn^  to  exi)ress  our  conviciions  and  e^^pectations  that  the  general 
government  will  ieud  its  aid. 

In  connection  with  the  interests  of  agriculture  and  manuiactorea, 
perba|Mi  I  may  be  permitted  the  enquiry,  whether  public  opinion  doct 
not  point,  too  plainly  to  be  misunderstood,  to  the  necessity  of  commen* 
cing,  at  some  period,  improvements  in  our  facilities  of  communication, 
worthy  of  tiie  state  and  of  the  ae:*"     wiiich  we  live. 

Satisfied,  as  I  am,  tliai  it  is  onl^  a  question  of  time  when  ilie  state 
ahall  step  forward  and  do  something  to  encouiage  this  great  worlc,  1^ 
submit  to  the  wisdom  of  the  legislature  whether  the  time  has  not  al- 
ready arrived,  beyoiid  which  it  would  be  a  derilietion  of  duty,  and  dis- 
regard to  the  pros})erity  and  best  interests  of  the  people  of  our  slate, 
to  pofJtponc  the  incipient  measure  uf  some  system  of  internal  inipiove- 
mrnt:  wiiether  tliis  legislature  will  not  cause  .survey8  lo  be  niatle,  at 
the  public  expense,  of  some  of  the  leading  routes,  with  particular  and 
aeenrate  estimates  of  the  expense,  and  the  prohtble  business  whidi 
mav  be  done  upon  them.  I  am  not  so  visbnary  aa  to  suppose,  that 
wim  the  present  resources  of  o«r  government,  this  state  will  undertake, 
Hke  some  of  her  sister  states,  any  gigantic  qrslem  of  Internal  Improvr- 
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menl : — but  aft-  r  a  t!if»rotif»'h^  examination  of  the  several  projects,  with 
careful  e^t mates  of  their  expetise  and  probable  jncome,  is  it  unreason- 
able  to  l>elieve  lliat  some  ol  lliese  routes  may  be  ibund  feasible,  and  af- 
ford  iair  prospects  of  prutit,  and  iliat  the  energies  of  our  own  ciiizeiu 
may  thus  be  aroused  to  attempt  and  aecomplish  aome  one  of  them.  To 
one,  who  has  attentively  marked  ii.<  march  of  impro\  mcnt,  among 
our  sister  Ktates,  who  has  seen  Canals  and  Rail  Roads  formed  as  it  by 
magic,  while  no  attempt  lias  been  made  to  improve  the  facilitie?;  of  com- 
munication in  our  own  state,  the  eausf  of  the  daily  drain  of  wealth,  and 
what  ii  ol  incalculably  greater  importance  to  any  couuiiumty,  tlie  un- 
precedented emigration  of  our  best  and  jnnoat  enterprising  citicenii  la 
iiot  problematical. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  congress  of  the  last  session,  enUded 

an  act  rerjnlatinf?  tlic  deposites  of  the  public  money,"  it  will  become 
the  duty  ol  the  le^Lris^Iature  to  provide  hy  law,  some  means  to  enable 
the  Treasurer  to  receive,  on  deposit,  the  amount,  which  by  the  terms 
of  the  act  mav  be  received  by  this  state.  It  is  the  money  ul  ilie  peo- 
ple, and  it  is  hardly  to  be  supposed  that,  when  once  distributed  to  the 
aeverat  states,  the  exigencies  of  the  general  goverment  will  aoofi  if  ever 
dcmmi  its  rc-paymrnt.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  deemed  wise 
and  salutary.  The  unexjx^cted  and  rapid  accumulation  of  money  in 
our  national  irrasury,  the  evil  of  placing  under  the  control  of  govern- 
ment too  much  of  the  wealth  of  the  nation,  combine  to  render  such  a 
distribution  necessary.  I  would  not  be  understood  as  being  desirous  or 
willing,  to  place  the  principal  of  this  fund  beyond  the  control  of  the  le- 
gislature: It  should  be  kept,  so  long  as  it  remains  at  the  disposal  of  this 
atate,  as  an  inviolable  fund.  Th^^  i income  only,  which  to  all  intc5i*s  is 
the  property  of  the  people,  sliouid  \>r  annually  applied  for  the  mij  jiort 
of  common  schools,  as  in  that  appiicaiiua  and  in  that  only  can  ilie  beo- 
e6cial  effects  resulting  from  the  distribution  be  an  fiiUy  and  equally  re* 
attaed  by  Ihe  wboV*  people. 

I  a  m  not  diaposed  to  remark  upon  tlie  va  rious  projectB  which  will  proba- 
bly be  presented  for  your  consideration,  but  would  simply  suL'"<Trst  a  plan 
which  I  consider  liable  to  the  least  objection.  The  several  towns  in  the 
stale  might  be  made  the  depositories  of  such  share  of  the  whole  amount 
received,  as  by  their  population  they  would  be  entitled : — and  be  made 
.  aeeouQtable  to  the  state  in  the  same  manner  that  the  atate  is  to  the 
general  ffovernn-enL— The  selectmen  of  the  several  towns,  a  board» 
already,  hy  the  laws,  entrusted  with  the  prudential  affairs  of  the  same, 
mi^Iit  rnaiia<]^e  such  !?hare  such  town  should  receive,  and  cau'^e  the 
income  to  he  divided  anH>ni<-  the  several  school  districts  in  such  manner 
aa  might  be  provided  by  law. 

It  is  believed  that  the  fund  mi^ht  be  managed,  the  income  applied 
and  the  advantages  more  impartially  distriliuted  in  this  manner,  than 
in  any  other. ' 

During:  the  recess  nf  the  lec^islature,  communications  hn\e  been 
made  to  me  by  the  executives  of  the  states  of  Pennsylvania,  Norili 
Carohna,  Alabama,  Kentucky,  Ohio,  Mississippi,  Virginia,  Maine,  Con- 
necticut, South  Carolina  and  New  York,  enclosing  resolutions  of  the 
legislatures  of  those  states  upon  various  subjects,  and  containing  re* 
quest*t  that  they  be  communicated  to  the  legialature  of  this  state, 
which  will  be  laid  before  you  at  an  carlv  day. 

The  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  ileatb  of  thn  Hon.  Timotn\  Merrill^ 
late  Secretary  of  State,  was  suppUed  by  the  appointjnent  ot  Ferrand  F 
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Merrill,  who  had  held  Uic  office  of  deputy  Secretary  under  the  iate  in- 
cumbent. 

The  recent  adoption  of  the  amendiiieiits  to  our  constitution  will  ue- 
ceMvUy  eaU  your  atteBtioii  to  an  allmtion,  k  the  aevml  aett  relatlag 
to  the  punmg  of  laws,  to  meet  the  preaent  organiaatioo  of  the  I^e^- 

lature. 

I  have,  as  1  deemed  it  my  duty,  itius  iVni^kly  submitted  to  you  my 
views  upon  the  subjects  alluded  to  in  this  coinnmim-mion,  relying  upon 
vour  wisdom  and  general  knowledge  of  the  wuais  oi  our  state  ibr  such 
legislative  action,  aa  will  advance  the  virtue  and  happiness  of  our  citi- 
lena,  and  aeeure,  in  their  purity,  our  free  tnttitutiona. 

I  should  do  injustiee  to  my  own  feelings,  should  I  omit,  on  thia  oeaa- 

sion.  to  rxpre*^'^  my  fifraft'rul  and  rf^s^K'ctful  sense  of  the  confidence  re- 
posc  l  in  me  by  an  election,  by  a  majority  of  my  fellow  citizens,  to  the 
responsible  office  of  chief  magistrate  of  the  state.  Aware  that  the 
servants  of  the  people  should  l>e  judged,  not  b^  their  professions  of  zeal 
for  the  public  good,  but  by  the  manner  in  which  the^  shall  dSebaige 
the  trusts  reposed  in  them,  I  will  barely  remark,  that  in  the  perfonnanee 
of  my  official  duties,  I  shall  rely  on  the  cordial  co-operation  of  tlie  sev- 
eral branches  of  our  ^orerament,  and  the  generous  and  Uberal  support 
^  an  intelligent  people.

Your  comouttee  believe,  that  no  tax  ought  to  be  raised  from  grants  on 
iicrrt^^es  to  commit  crime,  or  to  da  any  act  or  thinir  deleterious  and  de- 
eir.irtire  to  tlie  lives,  mom  Is  and  liappin(^  of  vnri  nuinbfr^  of  our  fel- 
low beiiigs  ;  and  that  nil  sucli  revenue  billSf  are  not  only  derogatory  to  an 
enlightened  and  vji  muu^)  people,  but  in  a  pecimiary  point  of  view,  will 
varay  more  than  oounteract  the  benefits  intended.  Your  committee  ait 
aware  not  onlv  of  the  force  of  habit,  when  once  fixed  and  inveterate  tgr 
indulgence,  wfiich,  like  a  chronic  iliseoj-e,  is  alwnys  slow  of  emcndafion  ; 
but  also  of  iuc.  force  or  power  of  public  opinion  when  once  awakened 
and  hrouf^ht  io  hear  upon  any  widespread  moral  evil ;  and  although  your 
commiitce  arc  aware  that  by  the  aid  oi'  the  skilful  physician,  some  as- 
sistanee  may  be  rendered  in  aid  of  those  healthful  symptorod,  yet  they 
aie  not  avrare  that  any  cathoficon  or  speeifie  can  be  administered,  \^ 
which  the  evil  can  at  once  be  eradicated  or  cured ;  nor  would  your  com- 
mittee willingly  recommend  in  the  present  casc,  a^y  a&tidoto  which  might 
in  any  wif=^e  serM  lo  produce  a  relapse. 

Public  opinion,  which  roust  in  all  free  governmmita,  eventually  sustain 
(and  should  precede)  all  legislative  act^  has  already  done  much  in  the 
suppression  of  uitemperance  in  this  state,  and  also  in  our  sister  states; 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  its  force  is  not  yet  spent  in  aiil  of  so  good  a 
cause;  but  on  the  rf>ntrary,  that  it  has  acquired  strength  sufficient  to 
sustain  sucli  siilutary  laws  n»  niny  be  enacted  for  the  control  and  refor- 
maiion  of  those  who  may  be  aVK)ve  or  below  its  reach,  and  hence,  such 
as  can  only  be  reatrained  by  the  application  of  legal  enactments. 

Your  committee  being  denrous  to  Invite  pub\ic  opinion  in  aid  of  any 
bw  wbieh  may.be  enacted  for  the  suppression  of  intemperance,  and  for 
a  reformation  and  relief  from  it?  concomitant  evils ;  and  bclicvmg  in 
ahartty  that  none  of  the  delegated  authorities  will  feel  disposed  to  set  at 
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defiance  public  opinion  SO  fully  expre^d,  or  to  evade  the  true  meaning 
and  intent  of  sucn  law?  as  may  he  passed  in  its  aid,  would  humblj^  rec- 
pminend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  bill.

Mr.  WATROff,  from  the  commit r*  -  on  cduraiion,  to  whom  was  refer 
red  the  resolution  passed  by  tlie  Senate,  on  the  19th  ulu,  submitted  the 
iollowing 

REPORT. 

To  THE  Sbitatb  how  iM  Skssion  : 

The  committee  on  education,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  di- 
rectini^  them  to  inquire  into  tlie  expediency  ol^ providing  for  n  peneral 
and  (Tiiicnl  ijeoloi^nenl  and  topographical  survey  of  tlic  state,  beg  leave 
to  report,  thai  the  subject  suomilted  to  them  has  received  a  careful  aad 
deliberate  coDsideration.  In  aeveral  slates  of  the  Union,  surveys  of  the 
chLiracter  contemplated  by  the  resolution,  have  been  already  aec^HnpUah- 
ed,  or  nre  nt  this  tinn^  in  prorrress  of  completion.  Those  works  are  irn- 
der  the  (Jiredion  ofthe  f  x.  euiive  of  the  rej>i>ective  Rtate*',  and  are  sus- 
tained by  the  rnunihcence  ol  their  legii>latures.  It  is  undert^tood  bv  your 
committee,  that  much  practical  and  permanent  benefit  to  the  publie  has 
resulted  alresdy  in  the  states  of  Massachusetts,  Maine  and  New  Jersey, 
lirom  their  geological  surveys.  The  legislature  of  New  York  has  appro- 
priated a  fund  oftwcnty-flnir  tliousand  ilolfarf?  nnmtnlly  for  a  period  of 
ibur  years,  to  the  j)ui  p*>.si-  ol'an  accurate  and  coni}tH-te  scientinc  survey 
of  that  ."^latc.  Uiher  blules  have  adopted  llie  tiauie  |x>licy  and  have  made 
liberal  appropriations  to  advaoee  it.  Your  committee'  cannot  hesitate 
in  adopting  the  sentiment,  that  not  only  the  cause  of  science  but  the 
general  interests  ofa  community  are  promoted  by  a  measure  ol*  thia 
kind,  whenever  tlie  rrroiirccs  of  its  *rovcrnniCi.t  will  warrant  the  expen- 
diture. They  are  equally  well  satiyJii  <1,  tli.it  whenever  a  tsurvey  ol*  the 
character  conii  mplatcd  is  ninde,  it  siiouid  U.  liiurough  aud  complete.-— 
A  mere  bupci  licial  gcologicul  and  topographical  examination  of  the 
country  would  result  in  no  adequate  benefit  lo  any  interest  designed  to. 
be  promoted  by  it. 

Various  objects  are  contemplated  by  a  geological  survey,  and  we  ob 
serve  that  in  other  siaieH  it  hm  embraced  a  research  into  the  ve^^tiable 
and  animal  kinsrdoms,  as  well  as  the  geolo£rieal  and  mineral  tft-part* 
meut8.  It  would  require  an  examination  into  the  mineral  icsourceb  oi 
the  state,  and  whenoTer  the  geological  ibrmation  of  the  country,  or  oth- 
er appearances  indicated  the  presence  of  ores  or  mines,^8cientific  inves- 
tigations would  be  made,  and  the  question  ns  to  their  existence  definite- 
ly determined.  We  have  proof  in  every  section  of  the  ?tate,  that  Ver- 
mont is  rich  in  her  minern!  mihstancep,  and  your  coniniittoe  have  the 
fullest  confidence  that  a  sclcnlilic  survey  of  tjie  btaie  would  lead  lo  ua- 
I>ortant  results  in  the  development  ol  thfi»e  resources,  and  a  determina- 
lioB  of  the  particular  properties  of  eadi.  Such  an  examination  would 
probably  lead  to  the  discovery  of  other  important  sources  of  wealth  and 
attractions  of  enterprise.  Accident  has  already  made  the  discovery  of 
marble  quarries  of  surpassing  beauty  oiul  \aji»My— of  ^nih  adapted  to 
the  manufacture  of  glass,  and  which  now  sought  with  avidity  by  dis- 
tant works — of  iron  ore  ofa  superior  quality — of  lead —of  copper— of 
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manganese,  of  firm  and  compact  fire  atone,  and  varioua  other  tubataih 

ct^s,  all  indicating  the  existence  in  the  state  of  gveat  and  peculiar  inter- 
nal resources.  Your  comnnitTec  believe  that  an  accurate  and  able  sur- 
vey of  the  state  would  result  in  importiint  practical  ndvnnlnrres,  and 
lead  to  the  discovery  of  valuable  mineral  productions  and  oliier  sources 
of  wealth.  The  formation  and  structure  of  our  mountains,  the  position 
of  our  rocks,  the  eomponents  of  our  various  soils,  present  not  only  inter- 
esting subjects  of  scientific  enquiry,  but  have  an  important  practical 
bearing:  upon  the  question  of  the  capabilities  and  resources  of  the  state. 
For  insiance,  it  is  a  law  of  nature  that  salt  u  never  found  below  a  cer- 
tain character  of  rock ;  that  coal  is  only  discovered  in  a  peculiar  posi- 
tion ;  and  that  the  minerals  are  always  i^mnd  in  a  certain  and  well  es- 
tablished geological  formation.  A  survey  of  the  state  would  ascertain 
and  determine  these  characteristics — would  given  proper  direction  to 
th'^se  inqifirirSj  and  would  arrest  mnrb  useless  expense,  and  moch  wild 
speculalion,  in  search  of  that  which  cannot  be  fbund. 

Your  comnnltee  toel  that  another  important  and  very  manifest  con- 
sideration is  connected  with  this  subiect.  Science  has  administered  pe- 
eufiar  benefits  in  other  countries  to  the  interests  of  agriculture}  in  analj- 
siog  and  defining  the  constituents  of  soils,  and  in  determining  the  adap- 
tation to  them  of  the  various  vegetable  and  mineral  manures.  A  ^olo- 
gical  survey  would  necessarily  demand  an  examination  of  the  soils  of 
the  various  sections  of  the  state,  their  properties  and  constituents,  and 
would  point  out  liiosc  calculated  ibr  tiie  application  of  gypsum,  limex 
marl,  and  other  vegetable  and  nuneral  manures.  It  is  hi^hl^r  probable 
in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  that  an  accurate  ezammation  of  the 
state,  would  result  in  the  discoveiy  of  these  productions.  They  believe 
that  such  a  result  in  its  influence  upon  the  agricultural  prosperity  of  the 
elite,  would  amply  remunerate  every  disbursement  from  the  public 
treasury  required  to  accomplish  the  work. 

Tour  committee  cannot  oe  iaiensible  to  the  importance  of  the  contem- 
plated measure  in  another  point  of  view.  They  oelieve  that  a  geologic- 
al survey,  under  the  auspices  of  the  state,  would  arouse  a  spirit  of  sci- 
entific research  and  invcstiflfation  which  would  elevate  and  dignify  the 
character  of  our  population  and  tend  to  the  most  useful  and  important 
consequences. 

The  resolution  submitted  to  your  committee,  directs  an  additioiial  en* 
quiry,  relative  to  a  topographical  survey  of  the  Stale.  Tour  oommittee 
are  aware  that  the  peri^  is  rapidly  approaching  wlien  our  chaftettr 

and  the  wishes  of  the  people  will  demand  a  compilation  of  a  new  map 
of  the  state.  Those  now  in  use  are  inaccurate,  and  are  becoming  anti- 
quated, and  in  appearance  and  execution,  are  behind  the  improvements 
of  tl»e  day.  Y'our  commillee  believe  that  a  topo^rajjhical  survey  could 
very  readily  be  combined  with  a  geological  exafninaUonof  the  state  and 
the  roateriaJs  for  a  new  map  thus  be  cSlected  without  any  or  by  a  very 
trifling  augmentation  of  expense  to  the  public. 

Your  committee  have  attempted  to  exhibit  in  n  very  rapid  and  curso- 
ry examination,  some  of  the  objects  contemplated  and  the  benefits  hopet^ 
to  be  derived  from  the  proposed  measure.  They  Icel  a  conviction  that 
the  cause  of  science  would  be  cherished  and  the  essential  mterests  of  the 
state  advanced  by  an  appropriation  to  this  purpose,  did  the  condition  of 
our  public  finances  warrant  the  expenditure. 

The  best  li^jht  your  committee  can  obtain  on  this  subjeet  brinnp  them 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  sum  of  at  least  $10,000,  woul^  be  required  to 
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aceouipiibli  the  work  willi  auy  degree  of  usefulness  or  efficiency.  Your 
QOQimitlee  eannot  penuade  themselvefl  that  under  the  existiiiff  embtr^ 
mments  of  the  state,  an  appropriation  to  the  contemplated  objeet,  «f 

that  magnitude,  would  be  authorized  by  the  public  sentiment  They 
believe  that  every  consideration  of  sound  policy  sup^gcsts  that  the  pro- 
ject sliould  not  be  cntrajred  in  until  the  means  of  ilie  state  are  competent 
to  its  licrfuruiance  on  a  iilicral  and  extended  scale.  They  are  therefore 
constrained  to  report  a^iost  the  expediency  oi  providing  at  thii  ttme 
lot  the  object  contempTalcd  in  the  resolution.  Your  committee  fully 
appreciate  tlie  importance  of  the  subject,  and  the  propriety  of  directing 
th**  public  mind  to  its  consideration.  They  cherish  the  expectation, 
that  under  more  ai:Mp'rions  circnm^tances,  the  measure  will  be  sanction- 
ed as  well  hy  public  opiuiun  as  by  tiie  action  of  the  legislalurc. 

To  the  end  that  a  future  general  assembly  may  act  with  better  data 
In  reference  to  the  subject,  your  committee  Ix  g  leave  to  report  the  foU 
lowing  resolution : 

P.esolved,  That  the  Governor  be  requested  to  procure  an  estimate  of 
the  probibfr  expense  of  n  Geo]t>«jical  and  To;)0(i^raphical  survey  ot* 
the  state,  and  report  the  same  to  liie  next  general  {is.oombly.

Mr.  Hammond,  from  the  committee  on  finance,  to  whom  was  refer- 
red a  bid  Irom  tiie  UoubO  of  Uepi esemativcs,  entitled  an  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  receipt  and  distribution  of  the  public  money  of  the  United 
Bteiee  which  may  be  deposited  with  this  state,"  submitted  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  bill  on  which  your  committee  is  to  report  Is  as  fiiUown^ 

Sfic.  1.  It  is  hereby  etm$ed  by  the  General  A$$ewhly  of  the  State  of 
Fermofi^)  That  the  treasurer  of  this  state  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  author- 
ized to  receive  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States 

all  iVp  monry  which  is  directed  to  he  deposited  with  the  stntf>  of  Ver- 
mont, by  virtue  of  tlje  provi-ioiis  of  an  act  entitlr-d  an  iict  to  regulate 
the  deposits  of  the  public  money,"  passed  by  the  Congrt  ss  ot  the  Uni- 
ted States,  at  the  session  thereof  now  last  past,  and  approved  by  the 
President  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  June,  anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-six :  and  the  said  tressurer  of  this  state  is  here- 
by directed  an:l  e:r.po's*cred  to  execute  and  deliver  to  the  said  Secreta- 
ry of  tlic  Treasury  of  tiic  United  States  certific  ifc^  of  de]X)6ite  for  said 
moiif^y,  |i!c(^{^in£^  the  faiiii  of  this  state  for  the  safe  icoepin^  and  repay- 
HieuL  thereof,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  acU 

Ssc.  8.  hie  hereby  further  enacted^  That  the  said  money,  so  soon 
as  the  same,  or  any  portion  of  it,  shall  be  received  by  the  treasurer  of 
this  state,  shall  be  by  him  deposited  with  the  town  treasurers,  or  such 
other  person  or  persons  as  the  several  incorporated  towns  in  this  slate 
shall  appoint  for  fhnt  purpose,  at  nny  legal  meeting  in  said  towns,  held 
for  thai  purpose,  in  proportion  to  the  respective  population  of  each  town, 
as  ascertained  by  the  census  last  taken  under  the  autliority  of  the  Uni- 
ted States. 

Provided^  anch  towns  shall,  at  any  legal  meeting  warned  and  holden 
for  that  purpose,  vote  to  leoeive  said  proporUon. 
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Sec-  3-  ker^  further  enaetedj  That  the  respective  town  treas^ 
uen,  or  sueh  other  penoD  or  persons  aa  the  said  towns  shall  appoint 
Ibr  that  purpose  as  albresaid,  on  receWing  the  said  money,  shall  execute 

tod  deliver  to  the  state  trrasurer  certificates  of  the  dcpositc  of'he  same, 
io  such  fbrra  as  the  said  state  treasurer  is  required  to  execute  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  of  llie  United  States,  agreeably  to  the  provis- 
ions ol  tilt;  act  jueationed  in  tite  iirst  section  oi'  tiiis  act;  uud  the  sever- 
al Iowa  treasurers,  or  such  other  persons  as  may  he  authorised  to  re- 
eeive  said  moneys  shall  ^  vcrally,  and  before  they  receive  the  same  from 
the  state,  execute  to  the  inhabitants  of  their  respective  towns  good  and 
sufficient  hnnds,  with  two  or  more  si-pf^e;  conditioned  for  the  safe  keeping 
of  the  money  they  mny  so  receive  according  to  law.  And  each  town 
shall  be  iioidcn  to  repay  into  tlie  state  treasury  the  amount  of  money  so 
received  by  said  towns,  whenever  such  payment  shall  be  required  by 
die  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  Sutes. 

Provided^  That  if  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States 
shall  call  for  only  a  part  of  the  money  at  a  time,  so  received  by  this 
ftate,  th^  several  towns  receiving  the  same  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  liable  to  pay  only  their  proportion  of  the  amount  &o  called 
for. 

Pmrided,  aUo,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  he  considered  as 
maldog  the  said  towns  liable  for  the  payment  into  the  state  treasuiy  of 
any  interest  for  the  use  of  said  money. 

Sec.  4.  It  is  hereby  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
several  towns  In  this  state,  by  vote  ol  the  inhabitants  of  such  towns, 
at  their  annual  u  vvn  meetings  in  March  next,  or  at  any  other  town 
Bieeitngt  le^lly  warned  font  such  purpose,  to  decide  in  what  manner  to 
dispose  of  tbe  principalt  and  for  what  purpose  to  appropriate  the  inter- 
est of  that  portion  of  the  public  money  which  may  he  received  by  such 
towns* 

Thg  money  to  be  received  from  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
and  which  this  bill  regards,  needs  to  be  considered  under  two  aspects  : 
we  in  reference  to  the  government  of  the  United  States;  and  the  other 
in  reference  to  the  people  of  lliis  titate. 

1.  The  conditions  on  which  the  money  is  to  be  distributed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Govermnent  forbid  its  being  looked  upon  in  any  other  li^ht  than  as 
aiom  without  interest  to  those  states  which  shall  receive  it^-'a  loan 
vastii!^  on  the  stronrr  ground  of  inUrmtUmid  faUh  for  its  repayment 
whenever  demanded. 

2.  Whatever  opinions  Trsnv  r::i?t  ns  to  the  prnhnbilify  of  its  heinifcnl- 
led  for  hereafter,  every  principle  ul  ijonor  and  common  nonesty  demands 
tiiat  we  receive  it  in  view  of  such  prubahilily  and  dispose  of  it  in  such 
a  manner  that  if  the  demand  Ibr  its  repayment  should  ari8e»  the  slate 
may  promptly  meet  the  demand  and  redeem  its*  plighted  faith. 

5.  The  State  muRt  then  preserve  the  priticipnl  sum  in  an  avnUnhle 
form,  makinir  use  of  the  nctt  income  thereuf  only  ;  or,  if  tlie  p''"ir'pal 
be  made  use  cjf,  it  must  be  done  under  the  expectation  c»f  rni  :n^^  the 
sum  when  wanted,  by  d^ect  tax,  or  of  hiring  it  on  the  I'aiili  ol  thc  state, 
thus  beeoming  a  payer  of  interest  instead  of  a  receiver  of  it. 

4.  It  might  be  shown  that  a  regard  to  the  best  interests  of  the  United 
States,  wouid  p<^t  to  the  first  method  as  the  desirable  one ;  but  this 
consideration  may  be  waiver^  nr  !  it  may  he  admitted  for  the  present, 
that  so  &r  as  the  relations  of  the  state  of  Vermont  to  the  United  Stated 
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arc  concerned,  il  i%i  buiiiciciU  ii'  the  iormcr  hold^  her^eU  iound  and  tUUe 
to  pav  her  debt  in  any  way  whieh  may  best  auit  herself. 

o.  But  su  far  as  the  transaction  concenw  the  people  of  this  state,  the 
rase  is  very  different.  To  them  it  is  a  question  of  vast  importance 
whether  they  shall  keep  iho  principn!  snm  of  this  l-^nn  <  ntirc  and  imtouch- 
ed — using  only  the  TTicomc  Irom  if,  or  rxpcnd  the  priiu'i]:*ril  nnd  place 
themselves  and  their  ix>stcritv  in  a  situation  to  be  taxed  tlirtctly  for  the 
full  sum,  or  to  be  obliged  to  hire  the  money  and  thus  pay  the'  interest 
forever^  the  interest  having  to  be  raised  also  by  dihM  tax* 

The  first  rnodc  (v'lz  :  preserring  the  prineipal)  is  the  only  one  whieh 
will  probably  find  advocate. 

6.  In  wliat  manner  docs  the  bill  under  consideration,  provide  for  the 
imi'i'  I  ri'pinfl^  of  the  principal,  and  the  difc^po??al  of  itf*  income  These 
are  Lhe  uvo  great  questions  to  be  considered  and  acted  ujwn. 

According  to  the  provisions  of  the  bill,  the  state  treasurer  is  to  re- 
ceive the  money  from  the  goveninieni  of  the  United  States  and  pledge 
the  faith  of  the  state  for  tlie  rcpaymrnt  of  the  ?amr, — he  is  then  to  de- 
posit it  with  the  town  troasuren^  or  such  other  persons  as  the  several  in- 
rorporaicd  tows  in  tiiis  state  shall  appoint  for  that  purpose,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  respective  population  of  each  town  as  ascertained  by  the 
census  of  1880,  provided  such  town  shall  vote  to  receive  the  same. 
And  the  receiving  officers  of  the  towns  shall  give  the  State  treasurer 
certificates  of  such  drposite  conformably  to  the  certificates  which  the 
latter  may  be  required  lo  give  to  ibc  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States,  and  each  town  shall  be  liolden  to  repay  into  the  state 
treasury  the  aniount  of  money  so  received  by  said  town,  whenever  such 
payment  shall  be  required  by  the  Secretary  of  the  United  States.  If  he 
ealls  for  but  a  part,  the  towns  are  to  pay  m  proportion. 
.  7.  If  this  proposed  disposal  of  the  money  oc  looked  at  only  in  r^^ard 
to  the  iafe  keeping  of  the  principal  if  will  bp  seen  to  involve  all  thr  rom- 
piicaied  relations  of  the  towns  and  townoihccrs,  boUi  to  the  state  and  to 
the  individuals  who  may  hire  the  money — relations  presented  under  ihe 
novel  aspect  of  the  towns  acquiring  money  virtually  by  loan  for  no  defin- 
ite purpose  which  their  coiporate  existence  might  authorize  them  to 
Slave  in  view,  and  loaning  the  money  so  acquired  to  others.  Numerous 
and  grave  questions  rrspecting  logal  rcsponsibllilics  cannot  but  arise, 
the  dangers  and  vexations  of  whiclt  (very  inndrquately  guardtvj  an;ainstj 
by  the  bill,  to  say  the  least,)  ought  Jo  be  wholly  avoided  unk  ss  there  is 
a  strong  necessity  ibr  encountering:  them  : — the  more  su  because  llic  re- 
latioiiB  of  the  state,  the  towns  amfindividuals  who  may  be  conoeraed, 
wiU  be  only  legal  relatiotis,  and  in  no  dem-ee  those  of  international  faith, 

8.  But  omitting  in  this  place  any  furttier  inquiry  whether  the  j  i  inci- 
pal  will  bo  siifcly  kept  lor  the  state,  if  deposited  with  the  towns  as  the 
Dill  provides,  it  may  be  granted  for  the  present  that  it  will  be.  The  sec- 
ond quesuon  then  arises :  "  since  the  income  arising  from  the  principal^ 
and  that  only  belonos  to  the  state — that  is  to  all  the  people  of  the  state 
—and  of  course,  this  ycArlv  locome  should  be  so  distributed  as  to  bene- 
fit  all,  can  this  end  be  obtained  by  the  mode  pointed  out  in  the  bill 
An  examination  of  the  census  of  1830,  accord  innr  to  which  the  distribution 
is  to  take  place,  will  furnish  an  answer  U)  this  quc?f?tion.  From  this  ex- 
amination it  appears  that  seven  tuwn«  would  receive  more  money  than 
all  the  towns  in  the  three  counties  of  Grand  Isle,  Essex  and  Orleans  be- 
fore the  formatkm<tf  LamoiUe ;  yet  neither  of  the  seven  ia  within  those 
tiounties.  It  appears  also  that  any  one  of  the  seven  would  receive  as 
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much,  within  a  small  fraction,  as  all  the  tow&s  in  either  Gimnd  Isle  or  £6sex 
counties.  It  lurther  appears  that  some  individual  towns  would  receive 
more  liiao  twenty  or  more  towns  which  can  be  selected  in  the  state. — 
Again  it  appeam  tiiai  thirty  towns  would  receive  very  nearly  one  third 
as  aaaeh  as  the  fenaiiuiig  towns  in  the  state. 

Had  there  been  no  change  in  the  xeUitive  popubtkm  of  the  towns  in 
the  stale  since  1830,  and  weie  there  to  be  no  special  changes  hereailer, 
the  equity  of  the  dis'i  iliution  mir^ht  be  admitfrd.  But  chantreshave  al- 
ready taken  place  to  a  -ji-r-dt  extent  and  are  progressive — so  that  many 
towns  j  ale  nor  ia  population  toothers  in  1S30,  will  soon  iar  exceed  them. 
Thus  no  progress  of  time  will  tend  to  equalize  the  distribution  proposed 
in  the  biH,  but  to  aggravate  the  inequalities.  Hence  by  the  bill  the  few- 
er persons  will  receive  the  mart  money  from  year  to  year,  and  this  often 
in  a  hiiriily  incrcasinrr  ratio.  The  injustice  of  this  needs  only  to  be  dja- 
tincliy  seen,  in  order  to  be  disapproved  of. 

But  this  is  not  all  on  Uiis  point.  If  in  any  town  the  money  so  placed 
intrust,  shall  ever  be  lost  from  any  cause  whatever,  then  ii  the  same  be  ' 
ever  eoilecied  from  said  town,  in  many  if  not  most  instances,  payment 
wilt  be  enforced  irom  them  who  neither  directly  nor  indirectly  were  ben- 
efitted by  the  loan.  Tlufl^  too,  violates  the  common  principles  of  natu* 
ral  justice. 

Neither  can  it  be  sai  l  tiiat  the  nutu'  .  m  ({uestion  was  paid  into  the 
public  ire^Jbury  ui  the  U.  S.  by  the  imialtiianls  of  the  lowns  mainly  m 
ysppoftion  to  the  population  of  18S0,  and  therelbre  the  like  disposilioit 
of  the  loan  among  the  towns  will  dispense  its  benefits  equitably.  For 
in  ti^  first  place,  this  argument  proves  too  much.  By  it,  the  right  to 
enjoy  the  benefits  of  the.  money  is  the  right  of  an  individual,  in  1ns  per- 
sonal capacity,  and  not  that  of  a  citizen  hnrely.  To  be  coosistent  in 
the  application  of  the  argument,  the  ixiuuey  biiuuld  he  secured  to  indi^ 
m^mU,  their  M*t,  and  asngns,  and  not  to  the  present  inhabitants  of 
towns  and  to  the  persons  who  may  herearicr  be  Inhabitants  of  them. 
But  in  the  second  place  the  money  to  be  used  has  not  been  derived  from  the 
labors  of  the  Inhnl)itants  of  the  ?tatc  in  1830,  or  even  from  the  present 
gem  ration.  The  founJafion  of  the  distnhutidn  hy  th(*  United  Stales  is 
tclauiwledged  by  all  lo  be  the  income  from  the  pubUc  domain,  and  this 
was  acquired  by  the  efibrts  and  blood  of  our  forefathers  and  left  by 
tfaim  to  benefit  posterity.  Moreover  the  same  argument  demands  that 
tte  M  thirteen  slates  alon^*  should  have  been  regarded  in  the  distribu- 
tion. 

9.  It  ma  V  be  said  that  llie  injustice  of  tlie  proposed  distribution  may 
be  sufficiently  ohviaieil  by  providing  in  an  amendment  of  the  bill,  that 
eiiher  at  suieil  periods,  or  when  the  legislature  shall  see  fit,  the  money 
shttU  be  called  into  the  treasury  of  the  state  and  distributed  i^^in  ac- 
eording  to  the  population  at  these  different  times.  Serious  difficulties 
would  attend  such  a  proceedin*;.  It  would  bring  up  at  once  all  ^he  dif- 
Ami  questions  which  could  arise  from  demanding  the  money,  and 
this  would  be  repeated  with  every  repetition  of  the  call.  The  evils  to 
be  apprehended  by  tiie  nmliiplication  of  entangling  law  suits  on  novel 
relatioos  of  towns  and  town  officers,  the  state  and  its  ofTiccrs.  are  too 
gnat  to  be  incurted  witivout  an  absolute  necessity  for  it.  That  the 
towns  of  this  state  will  readily  acmdenre  in  the  distribution  as  proposed, 
or  if  it  should  hf  mn  ln,  will  readily  consent  m  mnk«'  a  ne\p  one  every 
few  years  or  even  ance,  is  not  to  be  believed  by  any  one  at  all  acquamt- 
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ed  with  the  history  ol  legislation  either  in  our  own,  or  in  other  coun- 
tries. 

10.  Layinff  aside,  however,  the  barequeetbn  of  jutfke  in  ibedialrK 
bution,  aa  wdl  as  the  question  of  uft  keepmg  of  the  principal  for  the 
state,  there  M  other  consideratione  of  momeDt  connected  with  the  pro- 
posed transaction. 

All  sound  legislation  proceeds  upon  this  pi mciple  in  regard  to  jinancwi 
concerns^  viz :  not  only  to  take  care  of  and  t".\[)end  UiC  public  treasure 
fi>r  the  good  of  all  the  community,  but  in  raising  money  for  public  pur- 
poses, to  do  it  in  such  a  manner  as  to  interfere  as  little  aa  may  be  with 
the  daily  business  concerns  of  the  individuals  cosnpoHlng  the  Qodj  poli- 
tic. Tiiis  [)rinciple  is  proceeded  upon  the  more  ffnfee$iy  as  a  people 
are  the  tmre  free. 

In  tlie  apprehension  of  your  commiUet;,  it  would  t>c  didicult  to  con- 
ceive ol'  a  HKjdc  ui  placing;  out  so  large  a  sum  of  monev  as  the  one  in 
question  and  gathering  it  m  again  if  it  ahould  he  needed,  which  would 
more  effectualTy  harrass  the  community  and  place  the  government  of  the 
atate  and  that  of  the  United  States  in  a  more  odioua  position  to  its  citi- 
zens, than  the  one  propof^pd  in  die  hill. 

11.  There  seems  to  i>e  no  i<::\soh  why  the  state  should  pur.suc  any  dil- 
ferent  course  with  tiie  money  in  quesUon  titan  with  any  otiiei  money 
which  the  state  owns  or  ever  may  own,  the  principal  of  which  it  might 
be  intended  never  to  spend.  This  state  has,  and  other  etates  have  funds,' 
the  mcome  of  which  is  from  time  to  time  to  be  appropriated  for  the  gen- 
eral hencfit,  but  n  dispc^ition  of  these  funds  in  any  such  manner  as  is* 
coiu<  loplated  ii!  the  bill  before  us,  has  never  been  attempted.  It  is  nof 
believed  tliat  such  a  course  was  ever  pursued  by  any  government  what- 
ever.  Certainlv,  such  a  total  departure  from  aQ  eslahUahed  prindplea 
of  financial  legislation  as  is  here  proposed,  ought  not  to  be  nade  with- 
out lonff  and  patient  deUheratl»n,  and  the  most  cogent  reasons  in  its  fa- 
vor.—-None  such  appear. 

Other  vvric]^hty  considerations  might  be  presented  here,  having  a  bear- 
ing unfavorable  to  the  main  principle  of  the  bill.  Some  ofihcse  will  ap- 
pear in  a  subsequent  part  ol  this  report.  It  suiUcxeui  to  say  in  this 
place  that  your  committee  eflMnol  recommend  to  the  Senate  to  concur  in 
R  measure  which,  in  their  view,  (howeTCr  well  intended  by  them  who 
have  thus  far  favored  it,)  is  calculated  to  subvert  justice — to  scatter  the 
seeds  of  dissention  in  every  neighborhood  in  (he  state — to  plant  a  root 
of  bitterness  in  it.s  legislative  halls  which  ages  cannot  extirpate — and,  in 
fine,  to  cause  that  tlie  verv  fruits  of  the  tons  and  sacrifices  of  our  ibre- 
fathers,  which  if  wisely  dispensed  will  serve  ibrever  to  benefit  them  who 
come  afUr  them,  and  help  to  establish  the  great  principlea  for  which 
they  struggled  and  freely  poured  otit  their  l>lood,  shall  prove  to  their 
posterity  a  perprlunl  rnr^e. 

in  proposini:^'  an  amendment  ol'  the  bill  belurr  us,  two  thui^''>  need 
to  be  kept  steadily  in  view.  Tlic  first  is  the  safe  keeping  and  produe- 
tiveneu  of  the  money ;  and  tlic  second  is  tlie  great  end  to  be  regarded 
in  the  appropriation  of  the  yearly  income,  via :  a  general  and  equal  dis- 
tribution of  ita  benefits  among  the  people  of  the  state.  ' 

13.  As  regnrr^^  tlic  first  of*  tliese  points  there  appear  lo  us  many 
tiong  reasons  ibr  placing  the  money  in  the  form  of  itieka  tjoheovmedbiy 
the  state. 

Some  of  tixese  we  will  mention. 

1.  All  experience  showv  that  it  is  as  aafe  a  iiukle  of  investment  as  ie 
known. 
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S.  It  caa  be  managed  with  far  greater  eaae  and  economy  than  in  any 
other  nrn>.le,  mnd  its  condition  can  no  ascertained  and  made*  known  at 
itty  nMnn  ut  witii  the  j^eatest  racihty. 

S.  It  wiil  produce  a  greater  annual  income,  probably  one  tiiird  great- 
er, than  from  any  other  investment. 

4.  This  ineome  will  be  paid  with  far  greater  regularity  than  in  any 
etiier  way. 

5.  If  occasional  losjjea  of  capital  arise,  they  can  be  mndr  ^ood  witli 
the  !c:is'T  posr^ible  trouble  from  the  income,  and  thus  tho  principal  can  be 
kept  const n II tly  full.  The  lo$se9  as  well  as  the  nett  income  can  beeaM- 
ly  distributed  upon  all  aliiie. 

6.  The  itoeka  if  thought  best,  may  be  created  in  connexion  with  ex- 
isliiig  hanks  or  oihcfwise.  In  this  ease  the  number  of  persons  in  the 
state  who  would  be  favored  by  the  of  the  money  for  which  they 
would  pay  the  ititerp<?t,  aflerwards  to  be  applied  to  thr^  benefit  of  all, 
would  be  vastly  greati-r  tlian'the  number  of  such  persons  under  the  pro- 
posed bill.  As  a  matter  ui  course,  moat  towns  that  shall  aim  luiiiiiuily 
^  preserve  the  principal,  will  endeavor  to  loan  it  on  mortgage  and 
the  Imtfut  tt^ie  possible.  Of  couiae  the  fewest  penons  possible  will 
have  the  use  of  it.  The  active  and  enterprising,  the  persmns  of  small 
means  but  good  cliaracler,  who  need  small  sums  for  short  times,  and  for 
which  thpy  can  easily  ^tier  good  peraooai  security^  will  be  almost  entire^ 
ly  exclude  d  from  itis  use. 

7.  The  paying  out  of  the  income  from  vear  to  year  wdl  be  attended 
with  less  trouble  and  expense— less  risk  of  loss  by  bad  money  or  otherr 
wise  to  the  veoeivm,  than  in  any  other  mode  whatever. 

8.  If  the  government  of  the  United  States  shall  ever  call  for  the  mo- 
ney or  any  pirt  of  it,  not  the  slir^htp^t  difTirnltv  \\  ''M  attend  the  payment 
of  the  same.  The  stocks  would  of  course  be  noid  to  such  pers-oiis  ;i8 
m^bt  have  money  to  invest^  and  not  a  i>iiigle  i)er^on  need  to  be  troub- 
lea  ID  fala  peeuniafy  eoneems.  In  fact  a  smipfe  transfer  of  stocks  firom 
the  credit  of  the  slate  to  the  eredit  of  capitalists  and  the  passing  of 
dfafki  from  their  credit  to  the  treasurer  of  the  United  States  woula  do 
the  whole  businf-^.  To  a  ffreat  extent  the  stock;?  would  still  remain  in 
the  state,  if  not  wholly.  The  inconu  in  Uie  stali;  treasury,  and  ita  dis' 
tribution  among  the  people  wouki  cease  of  couriie,  and  this  result  would 
Mow  any  arran^ment. 

The  necemty  of  an  enlargement  of  the  aetive  capilal  in  the  state, 
eorreqMmding  to  the  rapid  extension  of  the  businesss  of  its  citizens,  is 
already  felt.  By  the  creation  of  stocks  for  the  employment  of  the  pub- 
Hck  loan,  thi??  object  can  be  effected  v/itliout  the  least  difficulty.  Any 
profit  which  would  arise  to  capitalists  Irum  the  creation  and  sale  of  new 
bank  stocks— much  of  which  woui<I  be  enjoyed  by  loreign  capitalists,-— 
wiU  under  sneh  an  arrangement,  pertain  to  all  the  citizens  of  this  state, 
bai^  received  in  the  shape  of  increased  income  so  long  as  the  state 
owns  the  stock,  and  in  the  advance  over  the  original  par  value,  on  the 
sale  of  the  stoek,  if  the  loan  nhall  be  ever  called  in  by  the  United  States. 

10.  Did  time  allow,  other  impoitant  considerations  might  he  sugges- 
ted iiivoring  the  views  of  your  committee  as  to  the  ^neral  character  of 
the  inveatment  which  thev  think  will  prove  most  advantageous  to  the 
slate.  Bot  to  digest  a  pUin  Ibr  the  formation  and  placing  of  wch  a 
stock,  and  to  frame  a  bill,  the  provisions  of  which  shall  most  effectually 
accomplish  the  desired  objects,  demand  an  amount  of  careful  investiga- 
tion and  reflection  wiuch»  at  tliis  late  period  of  the  session,  i(  is  not  i\\

their  power  to  f^ivc;  aiiil  to  discuss  wliich  with  that  fulness  thnt  rlie  im- 
portance of  it  calls  for,  is  presumed  to  be  as  little  within  the  rt  -( h  of 
the  legialaturc.  TJic  most  that  we  can  do  is  to  provide  for  the  tcmpo- 
rarv  safe  keeping  and  employment  of  it  in  ditierent  parts  of  the  state  in 
sueh  manner  as  shall  dtfiliie  most  widely  the  benefits  of  its  use,  and  on 
as  advantageous  terms  in  reg^ard  to  the  payment  of  interest  as  such  tem- 
po mry  employment  will  admit  of,  awaiting  the  action  of  some  future 
raeetinnj  of  tlie  general  assembly  on  a  more  pemmnent  arranjrement. 

11.  la  reference  to  an  appropriation  of  the  incorrif  from  tlic  money  to 
be  received,  however  gratilying  it  might  be  to  your  committee  to  have 
it  in  their  power  to  propose  a  plan  for  such  appropriation,  they  must  as- 
sign the  same  reason  for  their  inability  to  do  so.  It  is  a  subject  of  too 
preat  consequence  to  be  acted  upon  with  precipitation,  and  they  would 
feave  it  to  the  deliberations  and  dccii^ions  of  a.  future  day. 

Tour  connnittec  respectfully  propose  to  amend  tlie  bill  as  follows  : 
Strike  out  alter  the  word  *'  r/te"  in  the  fourth  line  ol'  tlie  second  sec- 
tioDy  and  insert  the  following,  viz tewnd  hank$  in  ihu  Mtate  in  pro- 
portion to  the  capital  stock  of  each  bank  actually  paid  in,  which  will 
give  frood  and  satisfactory  security  for  the  safe  keeping  of  said  money 
and  the  repayment  thereof  with  the  interest  of  the  same,  at  the  rate  of 
not  less  than  five  per  cent,  per  amium,  at  such  time  as  a  future  general 
assembly  shall  by  law  direct."

33.  The  Senate  having  taken  a  final  vote  on  any  question,  the  same 
shall  not  again  be  in  order  during  the  same  session  in  any  form  what- 
ever, except  hy  way  of  reconsideration,  and  when  a  nioti(»n  for  recou- 
sidcraiioa  haa  been  decided,  tliat  dcci^jiun  bliall  not  be  recoiiijidcrcd. 

34.  No  proposition  to  amend  the  rules  of  tlie  Senntc,  or  the  joint 
rules  of  botii  houses,  shall  be  acted  on  until  the  same  shall  have  been  be- 
fore the  Senate  at  least  twenty-four  houre. 

35.  Messages  shall  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Eepresenlaiives  by  the 
Secretary  or  AsBistanl  Secretary. 

56.  Reporters  may  be  placed  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate,  vndcr  the 
direetkm  of  the  Secretaiy,  with  the  approbstton  of  the  President. 

57.  No  persons  shall  be  admitted  within  the  lobby  of  the  Senste 
ehamher  except  the  Governor,  Treasurer  of  the  State,  Auditor  of  nc- 
eoanls,  members  of  the  other  house,  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Sen- 
ators and  Rrpresentatives  in  Congress,  Ex- Governors  and  Lieutetiant 
Governors,  Ex-Judges  o(  the  Supreme  Court,  Ex-Seaa'ors  and  lU'iJ 
resentalivcs  in  Congress,  Didtrict  Judi^e  and  Attorney  oi'  tlie  United 
States,  members  of  other  stale  Legislaiuies  and  such  gentlemen  and 
bdles  as  the  Pierident  or  a  Senator  may  introduce. 

38.  When  in  session  the  Senators  shall  sit  with  their  beads  un- 
covered. 

39-  All  gentlemen  in  the  lobby  and  gallery  shall  sit  wiih  their  heads 
uncovered,  nnd  upon  any  d if^ord or ly  conduct  iu  Uie  gallery,  the  Pres- 
ident may  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

40.  Whenever  s  bill  or  resolution  is  Inid  on  the  table  by  order  of  the 
Senate,  and  ^hnll  have  remained  on  the  table  twenty-four  hours,  ii  shnll 
he  subject,  to  be  taken  up  by  the  chair  and  presented  for  the  consid- 
eration ot  lii€  Senate,  vvitlK)ui  a  call  or  uriler  on  the  subject. 
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The  followinjT  written  messn^c  was  received  from  Uie  Governor,  by 
Mr.  Manser,  secretary  of  ctvii  and  military  affiiirs. 

MESSAGE. 

Fellow  CUisens  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Representatives  : 
Under  the  peculiarly  embarrassing  circumstances  which 
have  been  operating  upon  the  cuircncy  and  business  of  the 
country  for  a  few  months  past,  it  may  have  been  expected 
and  by  some  has  been  deemed  my  duty  to  have  convened 
the  Legislature  in  special  session.  My  attention  has  been 
directed  to  the.  subject  with  anxious  solicitude,  and  could  I 
have  come  to  the  conclusion,  that  any  act  of  the  legislature 
would  have  afforded  relief  to  our  citizens,  from  the  evils 
consequent  upon  the  deranged  state  of  the  curiency,  equiv- 
alent to  the  trouble  and  expense  of  an  extra  session,  1  should 
have  cheerfully  assumed  the  responsibility  of  adopting  that 
nicasurc.  But  believlnc^  the  unwise  and  unauthorized  mcns- 
Ures  oi'  the  hitt*  executive  of  the  (ieneral  Government  to 
have  been  the  primary  cause  of  producini;-  the  disastrous  state 
of  our  monetary  affairs,  I  could  not  flatter  myself  that  any 
state  legiBlation  would  cure  the  evil,  or  restore  to  us  that 
safe,  sound  and  conTenient  currency  we  had  before  enjoyed. 
To  the  (^neral  Government  we  must  look  for  a  remedy  com- 
meiasarate  with  the  mh 

The  citizens  of  our  own  state  have  suflcrccl,  as  yet,  per- 
haps less,  than  those  of  our  bister  states,  still  the  business  and 
credit  of  the  country  have  receive  J  a  shock,  whose  clVccts, 
if  not  averted  hv  some  measures  of  the  General  Government 
calculated  to  restore  confidence  in  community,  must  result  in 
consequences  most  destructive  to  the  industry,  enterprise 
and  prosperity  of  our  fellow-citizens.  Our  habits  and  com- 
mercial intercourse  are  such,  that  any  attempt  to  transact 
the  busi  ness  of  the  country  through  the  agency  of  the  pre- 
cious melals  alone,  would  tend  to  unsettle  and  destroy  the 
present  relative  value  of  i^roperty,  and  paralyze  many  of  the 
great  interests  of  the  nation. 

The  several  banks  in  this  state,  have,  it  is  believed,  ren- 
dered themselves  liable  to  a  forfeiture  of  their  charters,  by 
their  suspension  of  specie  payments.  That  measure,  under 
the  then  existing  circumstances  was,  perhaps,  the  only  al- 
ternative which  a  prudent  regard  to  the  interests  of  commu-

nity  could  dictate,  it  was  approved  by  the  wise  and  conaid* 
crate  of  all  parties. 

The  ^ueatioD  of  legalizing  this  aet  of  tbe  bonks,  is  one  of 
intense  interest  to  our  whole  people,  and  I  trust  it  will  be  met, 
discossed  and  disposed  of  with  all  tbe  wisdom,  prudence  and 
moderation  to  which,  from  its  importance,  it  is  entitled.  The 
motire  of  the  lesi^ature  in  chartering  these  institutions  was 
tbe  promotion  of  the  public  good,  and  if  any  legislation  up- 
on the  subject  should  be  deemed  expedient  at  this  time,  the 
interests  and  safety  of  community  should  be  kept  steadily  in 
new. 

A  riend  enforcement  of  tbe  penalties  provided  in  the  "  act 
regulating  tlic  chartering  of  ban!c«?,"  wonld,  doubtless,  in- 
crease the  difficulties  of  an  already  sudV  :  iii^^  fieople.  It  would 
destroy,  for  all  general  and  beneficial  pui  f)oscs,  a  circulating 
medium,  to  which  an  uniform  value  is  attached,  and  although 
this  medium  may  be  somewhat  depreciated  belo^v  the  precious 
metals,  still,  it  is  one  with  which,  by  common  consent,  the  in- 
debtedness of  individuals  is  discharged  and  the  business  of  tbe 
country  transacted. 

Although  the  banks  may  hare  been  led  by  the  circumsfan** 
ces  which  preceded  the  suspension  of  specie  payments  through- 
out our  country,  to  depart  from  what  is  considered  by  the 
undersifpied,  the  proper  and  legitimate  business  of  hanScs, 
and  to  make  loans  for  purposes  which  ought  always  to  be 
aceompiisbed  with  real  capital,  and  thereby  lessened  their  a* 
bility  to  afford  relief  in  time  of  pressure  \  yet,  since  the  sus- 
pension, it  is  hoped  they  have  been  steadily  engaged,  so  far 
as  a  due  regard  to  the  wants  and  exigencies  of  community 
Tvould  permit,  in  placing  themselves  in  a  situation  to  resume 
specie  payments  simultaneously  with  the  banks  in  adjoining 
states.  In  this  crisis  great  reliance  has  been  placed  upon  the 
forbearance  of  our  piuriotic  fellow-citizens,  and  it  is  a  source 
of  peculiar  gratification  to  say,  that  thus  far  my  expectations 
have  been  fully  realized. 

The  past  season  has  been  marked  as  one  not  only  of  a 
peculiarly  disastrous  character,  as  it  relates  to  the  derange- 
ment of  the  currency,  and  the  effects  of  that  derangement 
upon  all  the  great  interests  of  the  country,  but  it  has  present- 
ed  the  norel  spectacle  of  a  people  whose  (mrsuits  are  main- 
ly agrie«ltoral,  depending  upon  foreign  nations  not  only  for 
the  products  of  manufacture,  and  the  mechanic  arts,  but  for

bread.  This  atate  of  things  ought  not  to  be«  The  lesson  will 
he  duly  appreciated  by  a  discerning  people,  it  admomthet 
to  economy  ia  our  public*  and  industry  and  frugality  in  our 
private  affairs. 

No  com m  unity,  exclasivdy  of  an  agricultural  character,  can 
niaintain  that  independence  and  high  standing,  which  are  es- 
icnt  al  t  o  the  enjoyment  of  happiness.  A  dependence  upon 
fbreia,n  nations  for  the  necessaries  o(  life,  is  derogatory  to  a 
free  and  inteHii*ent  people;  and  withal  has,  in  tiuies  of  na- 
tional difticulties,  a  demoralizing  tendency,  which,  by  the 
wise  and  provident  legislator  will  be  forseen  and  guarded 
against.  Considerations  of  this  character  fully  justify  the 
jK)licy  heretofore  piir«^ued  by  our  national  goveTnnu  nt  in 
promoting  and  encouraging,  wiilk-  in  its  infancy,  the  im  clian- 
ical  and  manufacturing  skill  of  our  country,  and  continue  to 
demand  its  fostering  care,  i^dicient  j)rot('ctlon  and  encour- 
agement, it  is  true,  belong  to  the  general  governiueut ;  still  as 
freemen,  as  members  of  the  great  national  family,  it  li  our 
right,  our  duty,  to  express  our  convictions  on  the  subject. 

It  will  be  recollected  that  a  revision  of  our  militia  laws  was 
earnestly  uiged  upon  the  consideration  of  the  last  legislature. 
Another  year's  experience  must  have  served  to  convince,  if 
any  thing  were  wanting,  all  whose  attention  has  been  drawn  to 
the  subject,  of  their  utter  iiieflicicncy  to  secure  the  objects 
they  were  designed  to  accomplish.  Although  I  am  gratified 
in  being  able  to  say  that  there  are  some  honorable  excep- 
tions ;  yet,  upon  the  whole,  it  is  believed,  suboMUnation  and 
discipline  have  been  upon  the  retrograde  for  several  years  past 
Are  not  our  militia  laws  wrong  in  prindple  )  If  those  patriots 
and  benefactors  who  laid  the  foundations  for  our  ftee  insfitu- 
tions  were  not  mistaken  when  they  said,  A  well  regulated 
mifitia  is  necessary  to  the  security  of  a  free  state,*  no  good 
reason  can  be  urged  why  the  burthens  and  expense  of  the  sys* 
tem  should  not  reach  every  individual,  by  whom  the  beae^ts 
of  the  system  are  enjoyed. 

The  exemption  of  the  polls  of  those  enrolled  in  tbe  mili- 
tia from  a  porticm  of  the  annual  taxes,  is  scarcely  an  equivar 
lent  for  keeping  in  their  possesskm  and  in  repair,  the  arms 
and  equipments  ,  required  by  law;  consequently  ail  the  tine 
spent  in  obtaining  that  instruction  and  oi^gauixation  necessary 
to  render  the 'militia  efficient,  is  an  unjust  tax  levied  upon 
those  individuals  who  cannot,  tfiroiigh  lavoritism  or  soma  otoer

means,  obtain  a  discliafge  from  enrollment.  The  etket  of  this 
manifest  injastice  in  the  operation  ol  our  la  ws,  has  been  graat^f 
to  increase  the  number  of  exempts,  and  to  render  those  who 
cookl  not  obtain  discharges^  impatient  and  dissatiBfied  under 
the  restr^nts  and  burthens  to  whioh  thej  were  subjected* 
Another  eirtl  which  is  deemed  subversiTe  of  discipKne  and 

good  order  among  our  militia,  is  the  manner  now  provided 
by  law  for  the  enforcement  of  the  rules  and  regulations  gov- 
erninGT  the  same,  and  tl)e  collection  of  fines  for  delinqncnces. 
J^hou!il  all  qursti.)ns  of  this  nature  be  referred  to  a  board  com- 
posed of  coiiniiis^ioned  officers,  detailed  for  that  si  rvice  from 
each  regiment  or  brigade,  to  whom  all  delinquencies  should 
be  reported  by  the  several  commandants  of  rompunies,  it 
would  secure  an  miiformlty  in  decisions,  which  is  very  de* 
sirable. 

The  law  of  the  last  session  authorising  the  executive  to 
procure  the  mounting  of  several  pieces  of  ordnance,  for  dis- 
tribution to  newly  organized  companies  of  artilleiy,  has  not 
been  complied  with.  It  was  ascertained  that  twocompanies^ 
to  whom  cannon  and  apparatns  were  distributed  under  the 
Jaw  of  1827,  had  some  time  since  heen  disbanded,  and  oonse* 
qoenll y,  the  pieces  and  apparatus  were  liahle  to  go  to  decay, 
not  being  in  the  care  or  custody  of  any  person  feeling  an  in* 
terest  in  Uieir  prsservation.  Orders  have  been  gwen  to  Ate 
eompanies  reccmy  raised  in  8tow  and  MmistowB,  to  take 
possession  of  Chose  pieces. 

Information  has  heen  received  from  the  officer  in  command 
at  the  United  States  Arsenal  at  Vergennes,  that  the  arms  be- 

long"ini?  to  this  state,  deposited  there,  are  in  a  bad  condition, 
bee^ifinini^  to  corrode.  That  being  the  cascj  economy  would 
dictate  a  small  appropriation  to  enable  the  Qfiarter-Marter- 
Geueral  to  have  them  examined,  cleaned,  and  put  in  a  good 
state  for  preservation. 

In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Senate,  passed  at  ha 
last  session,  requesting  me  to  procure  an  estimate  of  the 
probable  expense  of  a  geological  and  topographical  survey  of 
the  State,  I  have  addressed  several  scientific  gentlemen  upon 
the  suhject,  the  result  of  which  c<m«8pondence  will  be  laid 
befora  j<m  at  a  proper  time. 

Accadont  and  the  maided  enterprise  of  indrridnals,  have 
developed  many  sources  of  wealth,  in  the  mineral  treasurea 
of  our  moimlttns. 
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From  what  has  becft  already  brought  to  light  by  theae 
means,  we  are  fuUj  warranted  in  presuming,  that,  if  the  aids 
of  science  should  be  brought  to  bear  upon  the  Subject,  un- 
der the  patronage  of  the  State,  and  a  thorough  examinatioc 
were  had,  with  a  view  to  its  practical  utility,  important  discov- 
eries would  be  iiKule,  hierbly  beneficial  to  tlic  Stale.  A  spirit 
of  scientific  research  would  lake  the  place  of  [)retended  knowl- 
edge in  the  art  of  searching  tor  valuable  luiiicral  substances, 
and  od!*  citizeaa  save  d  lioiii  ihe  li  uitless  expenditure  of  much 
time  and  money.  Surveys  of  a  siuiilar  character  have  been 
prosecuted  in  several  of  the  neis^hborinc:  states,  and  arc  believ- 
ed to  have  produced  the  most  satislactoi  y  results. 

This  is  an  object  intimately  connected  with  the  prosperity 
and  best  interests  of  this  State,  and  it  is  recommended  that 
measures  be  taken  for  its  early  accomplishment.  If  its  con- 
sequences should  be  such  as  are  anticipated,  it  could  not  fail 
of  alfordiog  profitable  employment  to  many  of  our  worthy 
citizens,  who  would  otherwise  leave  the  soil  of  their  birtb>  to 
people  the  more  fertile  regions  of  the  wesL 

The  advantages  of  a  Topographical  survey  of  the  State, 
may  not,  to  a  superficial  observer,  be  very  apparent,  but  still 
the  time  is  not  distant  when  the  importance  of  the  measure 
will  be  duly  appreciated.  The  state  of  science  calls  for  it,  and 
its  importaiice  for  practical  purposes  cannot  be  too  highly  val- 
ued. It  would  afford  usefiil  data  in  the  location  and  survey  of 
nul  roads  and  canals,  and  if  entered  upon  and  prosecuted 
in  the  only  manner  in  which  a  work  of  this  kind  should  be  done, 
would  be  productive  of  great  pubhc  utility. 

In  accordance  with  "  an  act  appropriating  the  sum  there- 
in mentioned  foi  making  ceitain  surveys,"  I  appointed,  early 
in  January  last,  John  C  Holbrook,  Esq.  of  Bnittlebonr,  and 
Erastus  Fairbanks,  Esq.  of  St.  Johnsbury,  eommissioners. 
Subsequently,  the  Hon.  David  M.  Camp  was  appointed  to 
supply  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Fair- 
banks. The  survey  is  understood  to  have  been  completed, 
and  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  commissioners  under  tbe 
act  will  probably  be  transmitted  for  the  information  crif  the 
General  Assembly  during  the  present  session. 

Under  the  joint  resolution  requesting  the  executive  to  ex* 
change  copies  of  the  reports  of  the  judmial  decisions  of  this 
for  those  of  each  of  the  other  States,  I  have  caused  to  be 
transnutted  to  the  executive  authorities  of  the  seveiml.states  a 
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>)arf  of  the  volumes  of  the  Vermont  Reports,  and  solicited  ail 
exchaage.  The  1  avor  wiil  doubtless  be  reciprocated  whciiCT* 
«r  their  legislatures  shall  he  in  -session. 

Durlnof  the  recess  of  the  legislature,  I  have  received  corn- 
tnunicaiions  from  seveial  of  our  sister  states^  which  will  be 
laid  before  you  at  an  ear^-  daj» 

It  became  my  duty,  by  an  jrct  of  the  last  session  of  the  Gen* 
-ead  Assembly  to  appoint  some  suitable  person,  to  super  intend 
4he  completion  of-the  State  House.  Incompliance  therewith, 
1  appointed  A.  B.  Youn?,  Esq.,  who  had  been  eniplu) cd  as 
architect  from  the  cc)niinencenient  ot  the  building,  whose 
Report,  wbeii  received,  will  be  communicated  to  the  Cm^'tal 
Assembly.  It  may  be  thought  necessary  to  letain  Mr.  Young, 
the  whole,  or  a  part  of  the  rrext  season,  to  •cnmf)lete  the  building 
«nd  its  enclosures,  and  to  carry  out  and  pert"  ct  tlie  oriuiiial 
desigin.  The  building  when  thus  completed,  will  prove  a 
source  of  lasting  credit  to  the  tnste  and  skiU  of  the  architect| 
and  be  highly  creditabic  to  our  state. 

I  would  respectfully  refer  you  to  my  annual  message  io 
the  last  legislature,  for  some  suggestions  which  are  deemed 
]i%hly  important  to  the  prosperity  and  usefulness  of  our  com- 
mon schools ;  they  are  the  medium  through  which  we  reach 
the  mindSy  and  form  the  morals  of  the  rising  generation, 
l^cnnont  has  been  liberal  in  providing  the  pecuutary  means  for 
the  adrancement  of  the  mterests  of  education ;  and  it  is  due  to 
Mrselves  and  to  posterity,  that  a  wise  and  efficient  application 
^f  those  means  should  be  made. 

Other  subjects  may  be  presented  for  your  consideration,  de- 
manding legislative  action. 

Confidin£^  in  your  wisdom  and  prudence,  I  can  promise  a 
cordial  co-operation,  in  whatever  may  tend  to  promote  the 
'prosperity  of  our  state,  or  add  to  the  security  and  happiness 
o^its  citizens.  Convinced,  as  I  am,  that  in  a  government, 
depending  upon  the  moral  power  nf  the  peojjle,  the  best 
claim  to  support,  is  insured  by  a  faithlul  performance  of  duty, 
I  take  this  occasion  to  express  to  my  fellow-citizens,  through 
you,  the  deep  sense  entertained,  of  the  importance  of  the 
trust  committed  to  me,  and  to  tender  to  them  my  grateful  and 
'respectful  ackuowiedgments,  for  their  repeated  kindness  an4 
i>artin1itv.

statr,  niiil  the  belect  committee  of  the  House  of  Ivc[)resentalivea,  raised 
on  a  reeoiuiioa  relative  to  the  satue  subject,  beg  leave  to  subioit  the  fol- 
lowing repOft. 

The  eommittee,  io  view  of  the  importence  ol  ihe  lubjeeie  eubinitted 

to  their  coDsideraiion,  and  a  consequent  wish  to  mtke  them  peribclly 

•,ntpHi;^ihlp  to  al!  who  may  feel  tin  interest  in  them,  deem  it  pro|ier  to 
prelace  tlicir  remarks  by  Htniin^  in  a  general  nianncr,  the  object  tube 
attained  by  tuposrapbicai  and  geological  »urveyti,  atid  the  general  mauner 
of  conducting  them.  And  they  cannot  perhaps  elucidala  these  poinle 
mora  dserl J  tbao  by  pfoeeiitiBg  the  lemftrke  mode  b?  ProU  Beoeoiet  of 
the  uoiveni^  of  VermoDt,  io  ooommuolcaUon  from  him  lo  the  governor 
in  reply  lo  certn'm  questions  prof)os«d  by  his  exrellenoy,  igiecabiy  to  ^ 
resolution  paHseci  at  the  last  session  of  the  ]egi??ln!un'. 

**In  a  topographical  survey/*  be  remuriis,  ^'ihe  iirsL  ihin|^  to  be  doDO 
is  the  measurement  of  a  sinight  line,  some  milee  in  length,  id  a  auUalile 
poeitioB,and  the  deng natioD  of  its  extramitiea  eo  exactly  that  for  afeeltf 
oome  they  can  be  deteraunefl  witbin  a  bait's  breadth.  The  measure- 
men:  of  this  line  must  be  so  precis,  and  its  straitncss  bo  perfect,  that, 
ailmittin;^  it  to  be  ten  miles  in  length,  the  rrsull  Fbould  tiDt  vary  two 
inches  from  the  truth,  so  far  a$  ihc  most  }K>rfect  instrumcaLs  could  show. 
1  he  precise  latitude  and  longitude  o(  its  extremities  need  also  to  be  do* 
termined  by  all  oceurMe  aTailabie  tneeae.

The  pecuUariiteb  ui  known  mineral  veins— ilie  re^ioiia  wiiere  valuable 
mioeml  treasures,  such  as  metallic  oraa,  coal  beds,  marl  boctom^  iiseflil 
•ufaatnnc^  for  architectural  and  oiher  purposes,  may  exist,  and  of  course 
be  wisely  sought  for,  must  be  pointed  oQt,  and  nlso  the^regions  wbere^ 
judging  from  tffc  experience  of  tl»e  u  orM,  it  will  be  in  vain  to  look  for 
titeiii.

The  itnportancf,  ihen,  of  tbc<^e  surveys  wou'd  pirlin be  sulViciently 
obvious  lo  evtry  intrlligent  luind.  The  legislaturca  of  styvno  of  the 
neighboriug  stales  have  no  far  aj>prcciuled  their  value  and  iiiiiK>rtanc6  as 
to  oifder  them — more  especially  ^^  nlogieal  surveys-^msde  at  the  publie 
expense;  and  In  other  instances,  individuals,  pronipted  by  the  love  of 
science, and  a  desire  to  extend  the  blessings  it  confers  upon  mankind, 
have  pursued  their  lihors  nnd  riujiiiriea  to  n  vciy  considerable  extent. 
And  wherever  these  surveyn  have  been  made,  litey  have  been  attended 
With  useful  results  la  the  various  branches  of  industry  and  euterprize. 

But  although  the  commiuee  have  thus  cfosMd  these  surreys  together^ 
sod  acknowledged  the  importance  of  both  ;  still  their  execution  is  not 
necessarily  cotinectf^  and  there  is,  in  the  estimation  of  your  committee, 
a  considerable  dijfTerence  between  thetn  in  poi;  t  of  immediate  practical 
utility.  It  is  true  a  topo^rapliicn!  '5iirvcy,  Ity  fixinjr  certnin  stntioii  points 
in  various  parls^of  the  state  and  dcteruiiuiug  their  reiultve  iiei^lit,  with 
ilieir  distances  and  diraetion  firom  each  other- and  by  aseerlaming  thm 
drainage  or  fitll  of  streams  from  their  sources  to  their  mouths,  wouldl 
form  data  for  calculation  relative  to  the  conmruction  of  canals  and  rail^ 
roads.  It  would  enable  t}"",  likowise,  in  any  given  piact*  to  determine 
the  {)ORition  or  direction  ot  the  true  meridian  ;  to  settle  the  l>oundarics 
of  towns  and  counties  with  such  unvarying  £>recision  as  almost  to  super- 
cede the  neoeasity  of  rbe  usual  landmark •< :  to  ascertain  with  imenrnig 
certaiDty  firom  time  to  time  ihe  variations  of  the  magnetic  needle — witfe-^ 
out  hafing  recourco  to  the  more  tedious  |iroees8  of  astronomical  calcula- 
tiof>,  now  FO  oftefi  nocefjsnry  to  firirrtnine  these  points.  Thase,  it  mti*?t 
\m  admitted  in  i:( neral  terms,  are  objects  of  hi«rh  importance.  Hut  the 
data  which  %vouid  be  indispensable  in  calculations,  relative  to  the  con- 
struction of  canals  nod  rait  roads,  would  be  of  little  prastteal  tins  nntil 
business  and  weakb  should  imticate  the  necessity  and  romish  the  means 
of  putting  these  works  in  operation ;  imd  the  other  advantages  wbieb 
hnve  been  nlluded  to,  can  l>e  dispensed  with,  although  nt  the  expense 
of  Home  inconvenience^  and  perliapi  at  times  um-^oi/Ky,  in  important 
calculations. 

That  some  preliminary  facts,  relative  to  the  topography  of  the  state, 
ironid  form  a  starting  point  for  geological  invsBtigatioD^ftiM  in  n  consid' 

erubic  degree  facilitate  its  progres«<,  is  rendrly  admitted  ;  and  if  it  weraa 
settled  point  that  both  sMrveys  should  Iw  undertaken  within  a  few  yenrs^ 
tjnque'5tionn!>!y  the  topographical  wliould  lake  precedence  in  onler  of 
time.  But  as  one  is  not  eeiseuttal  (o  the  accomplishment  of  the  other, 
and  as  the  expense  of  an  accurate  topographical  survey,  carried  only  to 
such  an  extent  as  would  doubthsss  be  deemed  advisable,  if  It  ware  uoder* 
taken  atall,  wouki  be,  according  to  the  estimates  befoi«  u%  not  less  than  10 
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or  IS  UwniSBOd  dollars;  the  coftiniittoe  to  vietr  of  the  coiisideratioiia  al* 
ready  suggested,  niul  others  yet  to  be  adverted  to,  are  ofiiie  opinion  that 
a  geological  purvny  should  be  first  mulertaken,  leaving  tfip  otiipr  rTiier- 
prize  to  some  I uuirn  period,  vincn  its  rxecutioii  slioultl  be  rriui  c  iniperi- 
ouslv  demaodt-d  by  ihe  wants,  oiid  mot  u  clearly  justified  by  the  weahh 
of  tbe  etate.  If  ibis  order  of  proeeeding  were  adopted,  the  relative  lo- 
calities of  various  formatiooa  could  not,  it  is  tme«  be  so  precisely  deter- 
mined; but  Mill  the  positive  location  of  each  coUid  he  marked  by  indi* 
rating  its  position  relniive  toother  fixrd  ol»jecl9  ;  nrd  the  names  of'towf;^ 
would  have  to  be  bubsiiluted,  in  a  description,  for  Jbosc;  of  ^ornc  moru 
dediiite  points,  whose  precise  rehtions  could  be  utiiversnlly  known. 

It  might  be  thought  b^  some  lovers  of  scienco,  who  look  at  the  re- 
mote aa  well  aa  at  the  immediate  advautagee  which  science  alwavii 
brings;,  that  the  committee  have  taken  a  narrow  and  limited  view  of  the 
siihjpct,  find  ibat  they  nhotild  have  recommcndeil  tfie  imnuHli  ite  cxccu* 
tion  nf  a  topogrnpliical  survey,  in  terms  of  the  warnu  st  coiumeiidaiion. 
But  reprt'sentatives,  aa  tiicy  aro.  of  n  poculiariy  practical  and  real-life 
people,  thev  would  not,  whatever  inigbt  be  their  own  prirtte  opinions, 
ibel  justified  in  recommending  to  tkem  eny  expenai%*e  niterprine  from 
which  they  could  not  expect  to  fkrive  some  dir^cf, as  well  as  definite  anil 

But  it  dors  not  require  any  broad  and  coiiiiircbcnsivo  viru-  nf  the 
subject  in  oiilerio  discover  tbe  immediate  utul  dircci  beut  fjis  lo  be  de- 
rived from  a  geological  survey  of  the  stale.  These  benefits  are  tod 
clear  and  obnove  noi  to  be  diecemable  at  tbe  meet  basty  glance.  If  tbey 
wave  limited  to  a  development  of  our  mineral  products,  in  the  ahape  of 
roetalic  ores,  (as  some  migbt  lie  dispoBe<l  to  limit  iliem,  if  they  had 
madf?  no  iiiqfjiry  lo  fisceriuin  the  propnr  bouiidarits  of  iroological  re- 
search, and  the  appropriate  objects  wi)ich  come  witliin  its  5t  opc,j  even 
this  would  not  be  deeoied  a  matter  of  saiaili  importance.  Accident, 
without  tbe  aid  of  any  thing  likeaetenttfic  and  systematic  invceitgation, 
bas  already  brought  to  light  many  valuable  treeeuree  in  the  shape  of  iron, 
coppei'asj'mnn^'^anef^f',  mnrblc,  &,(•.  whose  importnncp,  nssotirccs  of  ^v(>nllh 
to  our  statr,  none  cmi  tni!  tn  spjircciate.  \Vhat  other  additions!  discuv- 
eriee  might  be  made  i)y  a  ihurougii  geo'ogical  survey,  itd  accomplish- 
ment  alone  could  determine.  Another  obvioi;s  and  palpable  tienefit  to 
be  derived  Irom  such  a  survey,  would  be  tbe  prevenuon  of  those  fruit- 
lem  searehea  ao  often  engaged  in  at  the  exp<'nso  of  much  time  and  la- 
bor, for  discovering:  nrticfes,  which  the  science  of  geol-^jjy  miirht  ossurc 
usare  not  to  he  fl^iiiul  within  our  limits*.  Wc  might,  JvS  one  of  thcs(^ 
visionary  schemes,  name  tiie  project  of  boring  f<»r  salt  water,  entered 
into  a  few  years  since  in  this  Mate,  (jeologv,  on  the  auiiioriiy  of  well 
knovm  laws^  would  have  inlbrmed  us  beforehand  that  tbe  search  wottid 
end  in  disappointment—  that  we  might  as  well  expert  to  find  the  white 
bear  of  the  polar  regions  herding  with  ttu;  lion  in  aji  AlricJui  dpport.  a» 
tofmd  9filt  springs  in  such  a  locality,  or  auudsi  such  geologi<  ul  lorma- 
ti^m^  ns  lliis  part  of  the  country  rxhihil*?. 

iiut  when  we  enn  r  fuiiher  into  the  broad  field  of  inquiry,  which  llio 
science  of  geologv  legitimately  opena  before  us,  we  fine!  other  ends  to  be 
accomplished  and  01  her  advantages  to  be  ocquired,  besides  the  mere  dis- 
covery of  what  nre  ustinHy  termed  minerul  trentuns.  Amon«ihe  moi^l 
prominent  and  important  of  those  advanlag(  s  wonl  l  be  \\\v  dfvelop- 
inent  of  facts  having  a  direct  bearing  upon  the  udvancctncni  of  ag- 
ricultural scici.ce.    'i  he  various  kinds  of  ^uii  which  the  ^^u^face  of  the 
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globo  «cblbiti,  eoiMiic  of  decomposed  rocki^  aod  are  as  easily  reducible  to 
II  re^lar  and  exact  cIsaBificalioii  as  are  aoy  of  tbe  yarioua  mineral  pro- 
ductions which  lie  scattered  over  tficsiirfacc  of  llic  earth,  or  imbedded 
in  its  bo!^om.  Geology  gives,  to  each  of  these  v  irions  kinds  ainl  \  ai  ic 
lies  ot' »ui I.  its  specific  name.  Each  of  these  varieties  of  soil,  loo,  is 
more  especially  ikvorahic  to  the  growth  of  some  certain  vegetable  pro- 
ducts. There  is  scarcely  a  tree,  a  plant,  or  a  flower,  that  does  not  man- 
iih»l  afondnc^  for  some  certain  locality,  and  rxhibit  an  attachment  to 
eome  particular  soil,  as  most  congenial  to  its  natun*.  And  it  comes  with- 
in the  legitimate  prtn  inre  of  (liu  Ao^jy  to  note  these  f-ictn.  There  is  then, 
most  elcarlv,  an  intimate  reluiiojisiup  Iwtvvren  this  science  and  that  of 
affricukure,  and  in  truth  the  iurtnei  niigiit  be  &aid  to  constitute  the  basis 
or  tbe  latter.  Aod  your  coromiitee  believe  that  the  proposed  survey 
would  ^ve  to  the  agricultural  interest  in  this  state  a  new  impulss,  SQd 
inspire  it  with  new  life:  especially  if  those  entrusted  with  tbe  execution 
of  the  enterprise,  were  in>tructcd  to  keep  this  oh'ect  steadily  in  viow. 
There  are  in  almost  every  town  in  this  slate  intelligent  men,  whose 
knowledge  of  thsse  sciences  and  their  relations  is  indeed  limited,  bjt 
who  are  capable  of  appreciating  their  importance,  and  would  a€qairB| 
in  the  progress  of  the  work  contemplated,  a  vast  amount  of  praetieu 
infortnation,  wliich  would  gradually  be  diffused  through  every  town  and 
neightjorhood  in  thn  state.  A  tnonp  other  benrfirinl  results  of  thifl  in- 
lormu'.ion,  one  would  doubilcss  be  ihe  prevention  of  those  errors  so  of- 
ten practi^iod,  of  committing  plants  to  inappropriate  and  uncongenial 
soils— errors  which  sre  as  certain  to  ensure  a  nilure,  as  would  &  the 
plahting  of  the  hyacinth  upon  the  broW  of  tbe  volcano. 

Admiitiug  then,  the  utility  of  the  measure  pro(>osed,  tbe  next  ques- 
tion which  would  properly  present  iiscdf  for  consideration  would  be,  its 
expense.  From  the  estimate  iujidc  by  Prof.  I^enedirt,  apparently  wiih 
coniderable  r^ire,  it  might  safely  beset  down  uc  not  exceeding  $12,000, 
including  tbe  expense  of  publiabing  the  necessary  re|)orL  This  would 
amount  to  less  than  5  cents  for  each  individual  in  the  state,  and  tbe  pay- 
ment of  tiiis  sum  mi^ht,  as  suggested  by  Prof.  Benedict,  be  extended  into 
two,iKree,  or  rtiffrc  v  fars,  arrordin^j  it  should  be  deemed  cxptd  ent  ro 
prosecute  tiie  work  wiili  gnjatcr  or  less  rapidity.  And  in  view  of  the 
immense  benefit  to  be  derived,  your  coinniittee  have  uo  he^it^cy  in 
expressing  the  opinion  that  the  work  should  be  immediately  undertaken» 
But  Inasmuch  as  the  subject  has  never  tieen  fully  before  the  people  of 
the  bTnte,  and  the  measure  proposed  involves  considerable  expense,  they 
forbear  rrcffnnnrnding  any  apf)ropnf»ii«)ii  for  tiiis  objeri  the  present  sp«- 
sion, — choo^^lll•5'  to  leave  ilic?  decl^ion  of  the  question  to  iIk;  intelli- 
gence of  the  people — confident  in  the  belief  that  they  will  appreciate  the 
importance  of  tiio  subject,  and  that  the  pcipular  voice  will  demand  the 
commencement  of  the  eiuerprise  another  year. 

And  vv  th  the  view  of  ai<!inj^  ifujoiry.  and  affording,  to  all  wlio  may 
wish  it.  ae**esa  to  a  rnn?.^  of  important  facts  eonnectrd  wi»b  the  ^tjbiect, 
your  committee  think  it  desirable  that  tin*  several  comnjuniciuions  re- 
ferred to  them  shouUl  be  published,  and  therefure  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  subjoined  resolution. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,    H.  EATON,  for  committee.

In  aubwtr  to  inriuiritiH  respecting  the  probable  time,  expense,  &.c.  ne- 
cessary to  execute  a  geoiutjical  and  a  topographical  survey  of  the 
State,  1  beg  leave  to  anlm^  tne  ibIlowlDg : 

In  anawaring  the  eeveral  poinCa  of  inquiry  wbiah  natutaUjr  arise  rea^ 
pectlog  a  geological  and  a  topofftaphieal  survey  of  (he  state  of  VanBOnt, 
It  is  necessary  to  state  briefly  what  is  to  bo  done  in  both  cases. 

In  a  sc^'olngrirnl  survey,  the  chnnicter  of  the  vorious  rock  ff)?  juationa 
wiiich  support  the  soil  niuist  be  ascenuiued,  and  tiiese  characters  and 
their  relatione  miMl  be  compared  whh  tboaaof  aimilar  rocks  in  other 
parte  of  the  world.  The  pecutiaritieeof  known  minaral  ▼eiae— the  ro- 
giona  where  valuable  mineral  trmtnres  such  as  metalic  ores,  coal  bade, 
marl  bottoms,  useful  substances  for  architectural  and  other  purposes, 
may  exist  and  of  course,  be  wisely  sought  fc  r,  must  be  pointed  out,  and 
also  the  regions  where,  judginff  iroui  liie  ejLperieuce  of  the  world,  it  will 
be  in  vain  to  bwk  fin  them.  Tbo  natore  of  the  varloite  ooverings  which 
oferUe  the  solid  fottadatiotia  ol  the  state  must  also  bo  tnreatigated  and 
tbeir  velationa  to  the  natural  and  artificial  vegetation  femid  on  tbem. 

The  connexion  of  these  facts  u  iihj-nrh  natural  caii^efl  nre  known 
to  have  operated  in  the  worlds  or  are  now  in  action,  needs  also  to  be  tra- 
ced as  far  as  practicable. 

All  this  needs  to  be  drawn  out  in  the  form  of  an  elaborate  report,  ac- 
cavpairied  withineb  niape,  sketebsa  and  Illustrations  as  omv  be  need<« 
ftil  to  give  a  clear  view  of  the  subject  to  the  reader.  In  addition  to  this, 
the  report  must  he  accompanied  with  vouchers,  so  to  ppeak,  for  the  triitfi 
of  much  that  is  stated  in  it,  in  liic  f^liape  of  well  selected  specimens  of 
the  various  rocks,  ores,  important  imbedded  xnineraki,  organic  remains, 
&c.  which  shall  have  been  found  in  the  survey.  One  set  of  these  6pe> 
dmens  properly  labelled  and  arranged  should  be  placed  in  caaea  in  the 
state  hoiiae^  or  such  other  place  as  the  legislatnre  shall  determine,  and 
one  other  set  eqtmlly  complete,  or  as  nearly  so  bp  ibe  nntnre  of  the  case 
will  admit  of,  siioulii  be  furnished  to  each  of  the  co  iej^rn  in  the  state,  to 
be  kept  in  each  instance  hy  itself,  thai  it  may  be  ever  at  hand  for  examine 
ation  in  regard  to  the  (acts  and  doctrines  of  the  report 

In  a  tcpogrmhM  survey,  the  inquiry  is  not  what  is  the  nature  of  the 
loek  or  aoll  or  a  particular  spot,  or  what  it  is  good  for,  or  how  came  it 
there,  but  simply  trhcrc  is  the  ppot  in  rererencc  to  other  remarkal^lc  ones 
in  the  world.  The  work  to  bedunu  ]?.  sul/stanf  inlli^  ilie  followiug'.  Sup- 
posing all  needful  instruments  to  iiuve  been  provided  ami  properly  test* 
ed,  the  first  thing  to  be  done  is  the  measurement  of  a  straight  line  some 
milaa  In  lencth  io  a  suitable  positioni  and  the  designatioii  of  its  eztremi* 
ties  80  axacuy  that  for  agse  to  eoina  they  canbadalanDinadat  any  timc^ 
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to  wiibin  a  hair's  breadth.  The  measurement  of  this  line  must  be  so 
praeiw  and  ill  stralghtiMai  to  perfect,  ibat  adaiittitif  it  to  be  10  miles  In 
leogtb,  tbe  result  should  not  very  two  inches  from  the  truth,  bo  far  ae 

the  most  perfect  instrumenta  could  show.  The  precise  latitude  or  lon- 
gitO'lr  iT-*  ♦  \treinitif'S  Df^ed  also  to  be  determined  by  all  accurate 
available  ineuna.  By  obiservaliuus  the  dielnnces  from  ita  extremities  to 
points  on  the  highest  visible  peaks  of  mountains,  and  tbe  distances  from 
tbeee  points  to  othen  on  the  tons  of  other  mountains,  must  then  bo  as- 
certained. When  n  Heriea  of  lioes^  the  longest  that  can  bo  aoeilialsly 
established,  his  been  in  this  manner  extended  over  the  stntc,  the  spaces 
hetwoon  them  must  be  subd'n  i»hvl,  by  getting  tbe  distances. between  in- 
termediate, lower  and  nearer  I  oinfs,  niid  so  oti  \\U  ili<;  fixed  known 
points  arc  as  near  to  each  other  as  ahull  be  liiuugUl  uecessarj^  for  all  lu- 
uifs  purposes  of  surveys. 

Every  (tep  of  this  process,  as  far  as  it  tni^  be  carried,  together  wMi 
amuhitude  of  collateral  experiments  &.  observations  necessary  to  insure 
precision  ifi  the  application  of  the  in««tnifnents,  trwmt  r^hn  he  recorded 
lii  n  repoi  t,  so  ilm*.  rvcr}'  competent  person  can  sec  how  each  result  was 
uluaiiicd,  ami  buw  far  'n»  accuracy  can  be  relied  on. 

From  a  comparison  of  these  two  otqeets  it  will  bo  seen  that  they  dif« 
fer  in  almost  every  fioint.  The  geological  survey  will  domaQd  inoessant 
activity  and  extensive  travel  The  topo|^phical  survey  wtU  demand 
extrejne  rantion  and  cannot  proceed  nctively.  In  the  former,  as  many 
Homts  as  jiossil)!o  must  be  visited,  and  iho  ppacc  l^etwoen  tliem  must  be 
ticaaued  with  an  observant  eye  \  while  in  imaaiug  from  place  to  place, 
in  most  casea,  tliu  rou^h^  and  most  unfmqueotisd  route  most  be  taken, 
and  tbe  stay  at  eacb  place  be  but  short.  In  tbe  latter,  as  few  points  ns 
possible  must  be  visited^  in  passing  from  one  to  the  other,  the  smoothest 
route,  be  it  ever  so  lonp,  mti^'t  be  tnlcen  end  the  whole  aiterttio!!  wcu  - 
picd  in  ibc  curei'ul  trnnsportaliou  ot  instruments.  Moreover  ihe  stay  m 
each  place  must  be  of  considerable  duration.  The  sort  of  manual  la- 
bor needlbl  In  the  former  will  be  mostly  of  a  rough  and  violent  characs-* 
tor,  but  in  the  latter  the  most  pains-taking  delicacy  most  be  as  constantly 
practised. 

Again,  the  ^♦^olofricnl  snrvry  rnnat  cover  the  xpfiole  state.  Every  town 
must  be  visited  :  a  geological  \m\\\  of  the  whole  stnte  inifl  dowij,  or  the 
enterprise  will  be  reckoned  to  imve  failed  in  an  important  degree.  In  a 
topographical  sunrev,  ao  far  as  it  is  done,  if  done  as  it  should  be,  it  will 
be  done  iorever,  and  remain  unalterable*  It  may  go  on  to  a  greater  or 
less  extent,  now  or  at  any  time^  but  if  perfectly  done  so  far  as  nominally 
done,  fnilure  cannot  l»c  asserted  respecting  it.  Each  step  is  perfect  in 
u%}it,  and  available  tor  ftituro  ojterations,  let  the  work  stop  where  it  may. 
Were  nothing  done  even  but  to  establisb  the  hare  linCf  already  alluded 
to^  it  would  be  important  and  creditalUe  to  the  aiate. 

It  sseme  to  be  mostovident  that  the  two  branehee  of  iahor  era  quito 
incoinpatible,andthatto  STOid  annoying  embairassment  and  certain  dis« 
appointment,  they  rnttst  !)c  mnde  to  devolve  upon  different  individuals. 

Furiiiermore,  to  insure  harmony,  responsibility  nnd  effieieney,  enrh 
survey  must  be  {)laced  in  the  ebftrgoof  one  iiulividunl,  to  whom  all  oth- 
ers employed  in  it  must  bu  auboidiuate,  and  ub  [>erson^i  bo  employed 
must  be  eelected,or  folly  approred  by  him. 

In  estimating  the  amount  of  foree  end  time  nccesssry  to  petform  the 
geological  survey,  several  distinct  considerations  must  not  be  overlook- 
ed. Ist.  If  a  comparison  be  made  between  this  state  and  any  other  dis- 
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fffiotor  equal  MM  ID  the  northern  antes,  1  bellero  that  the  event  will 
show  that  the  geological  characteristics  are  more  numerous  and  peculiar 
in  th\s  region  than  in  any  other  selertefl  ns  nl)ove  proprof?ed.  2.  This 
repoo  has  bten  so  little  eXfifTHJied  iliat  it  would  cnll  for  more  investign- 
laoD  to  determiue  its  geology  ttmn  any  other  ot  eqiiai  size  in  N.  Eng- 
land—eeeo  BOppoMBgit  to  be  in  no  ways  |>eculiar.  Geologically  speaking, 
h  is  almost  a  mmtfidiL  Agaii^  considering  In  the  dd  iiliee  the  usages 
end  ileeal  resources  of  the  state,  it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  as  great  an 
expenditure,  even  in  ro!ijpnrj?on  with  ifg  pize,  will  be  incurred  in  this 
enterprise  hy  Vermont,  as  lios  bceji  iiu  iirred  by  some  of  tlie  stales  of 
the  union  ;  but  at  the  same  time  the  worU  ninsi  lie  carried  to  u  certain 
degree  of  oompleteneaB,  or  the  results  will  be  so  general  and  vague  as  to 
do  but  Ktlie  in  promoting  the  wealth  or  the  credit  of  the  slate;  4. 
Whether  the  work  had  belter  be  done  as  rapidly  as  practicable,  or  oc- 
cupy f'frie,  of  corirsc  mlling  fora  nrmtini  rxprndinirr,  is 
also  a  consideration  to  be  had  ii^  view  ;  butiliai  necM)  not  occupy  any  nt-' 
tentkku  in  this  place.  If  that  consideratiou  be  iuid  aside,  1  ifiink  the  fol- 
lowing mode  ot  proceedtjig  most  desirable.  A  com (Tiiasion  being  given 
by^proper  anthontj  to  an  individual  to  proceed  with  the  survey,  I  would 
baVe  him  associate  with  himself  another,  deemed  his  equal  In  ability 
and  fidelity,  and  who  in  case  of  the  provideniifd  interruption  of  the 
labors  of  the  principal,  would  be  expected  to  succeed  him  in  iJie  chnrg"c. 
To  these  two  let  there  l)e  joined  two  coinpt  tciit  af^ssianitf.  They  might 
be  young  men,  so  jiir  acquainted  w  itii  the  subject  that  they  could  render 
dkect  aw  In  Icveatigation,  and  whose  opinions  wouM  be  worthy  ofaome 
atfwrtiiHi  in  doubtfiil  points,  and  who  could  be  aafely  tmated  to  do  some 
thingH,  as  selecting  specimens,  makin;^'  occasional  re-exaniina'.ions,  &c» 
To  these  rmjst  be  added  two  nble  botlied,  tnisty  and  capable  laborers,  to 
assist  ill  the  packing  and  transportation  of  minerals,  the  conveying  of 
the  means  of  subsistence  and  the  performance  of  other  necci^sary  o(H« 
ces.  These  six  persons  wouhl  be  divided  into  two  parties  of  three 
each.  The  anrvey  woald  thus  proceed  in  two  separate  districts,  in  con- 
formi^  to  a  plan  decided  upon  after  due  consultation.  The  prinrliial  and 
hii  asBocinte  would  frequently  interchnnire  vi^ws  nnd  information  as  to 
the  region  each  one  would  be  specially  charged  with,  nnd  if  need  should 
arise,  tbey  would  examine  some  portions  together.  After  proper  in- 
tervaks  at  the  close  of  the  season  if  not  before,  csoh  would  become,  by 
msamr  ot  «  full  personsl  conimunlcatton  of  their  observations,  ftiHy 
posasssed  of  the  views  of  the  other  and  belter  preparcil  to  proceed  in 
the  work  afterwards.  The  labor  of  col'ectiiig  proper  Rpecimens  would 
bf?  constantly  <jo\vf^  on,  boxes  of  them  boing  assenHjh'd  nt  the  most  con- 
venient to  \>ii  trnii-puncd  1  hence  to  a  general  pUice  oi  deposit,  af- 
ter tiie  labors  of  the  lieid  were  over  for  each  year.  After  weighing  tJio 
■ubiect  in  my  mind  aeeareln^aa  I  am  able,  I  haveeenie  to  the  conclui^n, 
ami  I  am  eonfirmed  in  my  opinion  by  that  of  »n  experienced  geotoglsc 
now  in  a  public  employment  of  this  kind,  that  with  this  force  the  mirvcy 
rM\  \w  rompleted  in  two  yean.  What  then  ought  to  be  the  annual  ex- 
peodilure  ? 

Taking  into  consideration  the  gi'cat  responsibility  and  labor  of  the 
employment,  and  the  unavoidable  liardships  to  which  the  persons  en- 
gaged in  it  moat  be  auhieeied  during  nearly  or  quite  six  mouths  of  the 
'^esr*  while  they  must  be  no  less  closely  occupied  for  the  remaining 
pert  of  it,  in  preparation  of  specimens  for  titcir  flird  dij^posiiion  and  in 
elaUMatiog  their  reports;  cotiakieriDg  moreover,  that  bcijides  the  great 
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expense  inevitalj'y  aiieiuiant  on  so  inu^h  travelling  in  iliesu::jmer  »ea- 
too,  it  cau  hardly  fikil  to  be  th«)  ca^  liiui  the  priacipal  and  ht-^  associate 
must  iocur  some  ezcra  expenae  for  vlaitinir,  in  the  winter  peason,  coUee-

At  all  oivont%  1  conaot  boliovo  thii  ostimato  to  ba  ante  in  any  poioti, 
ooootoafi^'ct  materially  the  total  oxponditttre. 

In  rhe  selection  of  a  suitable  porsoM  to  execute  iho  survey,  and  the 
decidmi!:  vvbat  aim  niu  of  pay  iie  is  to  receive,  I  think  no  regard  should 
he  bad  to  tue  remu.nmuon  often  made  to|»ersoo8  who  are  employed  in 
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different  pnrts  of  ilic  union,  in  survpynig  laud?,  directrn;;  rail  rond  nnd 
cnnal  consn  ucDutis,  or  in  any  of  the  labors  whicfi  comrnonly  arc  niade 
to  liuvolve  on  civil  engineers.  1  must  not  be  undensiood  tia  undervalu- 
ing Lbeir  utiaiuoients,  which  may  be  admllfd  10  fiilly  adeqiMie  to 
thoir  loqumte  duties;  end  at  to  the  velite  of  their  •errices,  they  who 
employ  liiem,  must  be  considered  ea  the  firoper  judgra.  But  I  should  ieit 
ill  my  liiity  in  liiis  place,  if  I  did  not  expr^^ss  inf>?;t  emphatically  my  con- 
viction, tlu?t  ti-  a  class  (I  do  not  necessarily  inctudu  jn  my  remark  every 
iodividnal)  ihi  v  arc  altogether  incompetent  to  this  undertaking.  It  is  a 
work  of  a  far  higher  order  than  any  which  they  have  ever  to  do  with. 
It  deroaode  a  standard  of  aoeuracyp  a  knowledge  of  the  diffieoltien 'm 
the  way  of  attaining  to  the  requisite  lareeisioii,  and  of  the  loeaiMi  by 
wbicli  these  mny  be  most  snc('f«sr(fny  overcome  ;  nnd  in  fitm,  a!i  ac= 
quainluncc  with  the  abstract  sciunceH  uad  their  appiicaiioi)^  to  the  laws 
of  physical  naliire,  wincli  are  far  ahuve  their  reach.  1  would  not  have 
it  supoosed,  however,  that,  inasmuch  as  civil  engineers  often  receive 
fipom  tbree  thousand  doUais  to  twice  or  thrice  that  sum,  \wt  tnni:in»  ibv 
their  servicesi  ilie  persons  who  may  be  charged  with  this  work,  cm  oI 
imeasnrably  greater  responsibility  than  any  of  thosi*  under  the  chai^  of 
the  former,  are  to  receive  a  f^teaCer  sum  than  they  do.  On  the  contrary, 
1  ttliould  propose  one  much  less.  There  is  no  occasion  here  to  inquire? 
into  the  iitness  or  unfiiuesb  of  the  fact,  thai  those  persons  whose  labors 
are  expected  to  result  in  an  immediate  peewitarv  benefit  io  a  few,  umh' 
ally  receive  larger  pay  than  they  do,  whose  works^  though  a  thnnnand 
fold  more  benencial  to  the  world,  are  less  oboiously  productive  oft  ptiaf* 
it*    It  is  sufficient  for  the  present  pMrpo«e  thatsnch  is  the  case. 

Whoever  takes  the  propoaed  charge  upon  him  nm»i  be  influenced  by 
other  and  higiicr  motives  than  tlie  pecuniarv  reward,  liis  views  of  tlio 
k&poitanee  of  the  work  te  the  luture  bsBent  nd  honor  of  Ms  country, 
SBd  the  grati6cation  which  he  wilL reoeive  in  the  eaeeutioo  of  eo  greet 
an  undertaking,  must  be  the  chief  reward  of  hia  toil  and  reaponaibility. 
His  responsibility  will  be  much  greater  than  that  of  the  geologist;  but 
his  fatigues  and  present  expense?!  will  be  inneh  less.  Were  it  not  ne  • 
cessary  to  consult  the  most  n^id  ccouumy,  I  sij(iuld  place  the  salary  of 
ench  of  them  higher  than  1  do,  and  rtioiAd  also  propose  te  have  the  indi- 
fidual  cboiiged  with  the  topogiaphioal  snrtey  aceompanied  with  an  as- 
sociate equally  competent  to  the  work  as  he  himaelf  might  bew  Not 
deeming  that  nbsoUiiely  essential,  I  do  not  take  it  into  theaccotmL  He 
must  have,  however,  with  him  at  all  tinies  a  very  competent  a^istant, 
1  place  the  annual  salary  of  the  princiual  at  tiflecu  hundred  dollars,  and 
that  of  his  assistant,  at  nine  hundred  oollari. 

The  labor  of  aubordinaies  can  not  well  be  placed  en  the  same  con- 
venient footing  as  in  the  geological  surf^.  During  a  large  pert  of  the 
tifnc,  even  in  the  summer,  I  mrppose  none  woiiM  Ire  nbsolntcly  needed. 
At  oUier  times  not  only  one  ])eisoM,  bnt  Bmcral  por.'^niis  would  be  want- 
ed for  short  jieriods.  In  some  cabes  mechunics'  work  of  diiieient  kinds 
would  be  called  fbr,  and  eeeasfooal  charges  for  materials  would  arise. 
It  cannot  be  estimated  with  much  preciskin,  thevelbre,  wliat  ezpeaan 
would  come  under  this  head.  I  thmk  it  would  be  necessary  to  leave 
siirli  oxnenses  to  be  paid  for  as  they  should  occur,  settling  the  account 
at  ap|*ropnale  limes  in  ii.e  usual  method.  I  see  no  grounds  forestimn- 
liu^j  the  avcraije  yearly  charge  (thouffh  it  would  he  probably  greater  liie 
first  year  and  less  in  subsei|ueniones)  at  more  than  six  hundred  duilam, 
Unforsseen  causes  might  incresse  the  amount  aomewbaL 
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In  estimating  the  time  oeccssary  for  the  work,  1  look  no  farther  than 
the  establishment  oftlie  to«  lUie  Bud  ihejirst  ^et  of  points  and  lineSf 
•antBdiog  from  tbe  north  to  the  eoaib  port  of'  i  he  state*  I  make  this  litn- 
itatioii  Ibr  tvto  roMons.   The  firU  ia»  that  when  tJri$  hns  bran  done,  tiNl

it  was  desired  to  cnrry  the  >  .mrt  survey  larttier.  When  that  had  been 
ascertained,  an  us  imate  of  tune  anii  money  wanted  for  any  future  prog- 
reSBf  could  be  made  with  all  reasonable  exuctnesiii ;  and  till  then,  all  cstim' 
•les  mbfll  be  Pntle  more  then  bare  conjecture,  deserving  of  no  confidenee. 

I  estinnate  that  one  year  would  he  oeeupied,  by  the  individual  charged 
with  the  work,  in  procuring  the  necessary  instruments,  (porne  of  wliicli 
could  probably  be  made  in  ihi.*^  country,  nndor  his  inspection,  though  tlte 
major  part  of  them  would  of  nect^iiy  l»e  ordered  from  European  ar- 
tists of  the  highest  reputation,)  in  making  sotue  examinations  of  the 
i^ape  of  the  eoiuatrpr  in  reference  to  the  object  ht  view,  and  instituting 
some  neeilful  expertinentai  investigations. 

He  could  be  most  profi  ably  ocrup'n  d  in  this  wny,  nor  would  a  year 
be  less  ihnn  Fiiffirir  nl  to  luociirr  thr  instrunienis  wanted.    Probably  the 
great  TJieocioiilu  eould  not  be  ftlniuiifd  in  so fc«hort  a  time.    The  .,vrn;;r/ 
veaty  he  and  his  a&bistaut  would  probably  be  able  to  estahliA^h  the  base 
BM^aod  to  determine  by  trial  Mrith  the  small  Theodolite,  where  the  work 
sfaouid  be  laid ;  fix  sonx*  permanent  marks,  and  get  things  in  readinesn 
for  th-  observations  with  the  great  'J'heodolin>.    I  see  no  reason  for 
doubting  that  the  work  couhl  be  compW  ted  the  r/rrVr^  year.    So  far  as 
my  knowledge  oi"  the  state  extend--,  I  ihuik  the  work  could  be  carried 
forward,  in  all  repects  (unless  with  regard  to  the  base  line)  with  greater 
rapidity  than  in  any  other  slate  in  the  union.  The  estimate  of  expense 
will  tb«D  stand  thus :

The  foregoing  eslimato  may  seem  to  individuals,  who  ^mvf  bestowed 
liltk  thought  on  the  subjects  that  are  mTieernrd  in  it,toanjoimt  to  a  very 
lar?e  «i!fn.  Rot  to  tlirin  who  are  quahhed  to  form  adequate  opinions 
on  the  mailer,  and  w  ho  have  bestowed  that  attention  to  it  which  its  im- 
portance denmnds,  1  am  confident  that  if  will  apjiear  a  very  moderate 
mn,  compared  with  the  anagnitnde  of  the  work  proposed,  and  their  In^ 
caMaUe  advantage  to  the  state,  if  properly  executed.  It  \s  not  proper 
fome  lo oecopy  ume  in  «ii2ffrg«furnpon  this  topic,  viz:  the  benefits 
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which  will  accrua  Co  the  citizetii  of  Vermont  from  tbMO  mirvejV,  yet  I 

IMniiot  let  it  j)n*s  without  one  or  tiro  Inif  f  remnik?. 

Many  states  ol  llie  union  are  turning  their  ntten!:nn  wit!i  earnestness 
to  siiiiilttr  surveys,  and  §otnc  of  them  who  have  alteody  nicurred  con 
iiiderable  expeoM  in  innking  and  publishiog  geological  cxamlnatioffHi  df 
ibeir  territory,  hme  (bund  such  a  irianite  advantage  Urom  making  their 
own  citiseoa  acquainted  with  the  treasures  beneath  the  aurfhce  ot  thetr 
Boil,  and  frotn  furni'jhnv^  iiifhirenicnts  foroihors  to  join  in  ihf»  pnrticipn 
tiou  of  llioiu,  thai  ill- V  are  incurrin?  ndditional  chnrt^is  in  niakiii;^'  iroio 
critical  exploraiiona.  Muilttudc^  ut  uur  citizens  are  leaving,  year  alter 
jrear.  tbit  state,  to  seide  themselvet  in  what  they  atippose  to  be  mere  fa* 
vofcd  ^rtsof  the  anion.  There  can  be  no  doubt  in  me  mind  of  any  eoin- 
peceftt  judge,  that  a  correct  exhibition  of  the  true  state  of  the  case  wiU 
do  mtich  to  di^ipel  tli!?^  delusion,  and  show  our  cotiinitinTfy  t!int  wfren 
they  are  led  by  one  or  two  iiidnccfnenis  sianditii^  in  a  stroiiL'"  'lud  deceit- 
ful light,  to  forsake  tiie  green  hdi^i  of  tiieir  lurefHthera  for  tiie  prairie 
wA'm  of  the  west,  they  are  leaving  behind  ten  ibid  grei4er  and  mora  na* 
tDerous  advantafes,  calculated  to  make  tbemselvea  nod  Ifaeir  posterilj, 
]iro>7)crous,  virtuous  and  hap|»y. 

If  the  beiiefits  of  un  accurate  topographical  mirvey  are  not  so  obvioiia 
to  the  njinds  ot  nil,  i!ir*y  nre  none  the  leas  real.    The  importance  of 
ifucli  a  work  in  lixiug  everlasting  pomts  of  relerence,  tor  oil  future  di- 
Tisioro  of  the  slate  into  oitlier  greater  large  portions,  and  the  consequent 
saving  of  contention  about  disputed  bonndaries,  tiie  preeisioD  which  fit 
iv.ll  give,  in  fine,  to  every  kind  of  ^eogiaphical  determination,  oannotlM 
too  liijjhiy  ihnuglit  of.    But  this  is  far  from  l>«inj^  the  only  conMiflera 
tion  which  ought  to  have  weight  in  the  minds  of  ihcm,  who  ure  to  decide 
on  tlie  measure.   The  durable  re|)Utation  of  the  state  is  too  deeply 
eoneemed  in  it,  lo  le  ov^ooked  in  itn  oonslderation.   In  this  asipecr,  it 
is  not  sayins  too  moch  to  assert,  that  no  leffislative  act  eeuld  be  pMod^ 
which  would  be  more  deeply  en^^ved  in  hiscoiy,  than  the  one  which 
should  lead  to  the  execution  of  the  work  in  qru'stton  :  for  the  moment 
it  is  completed,  tlie  state  becomes  one  of  the  few  great  centres  in  the 
scientific  world,  and  id  couuecied  with  those  in  Europe  and  Asia,  io  a 
relation  wlneh  can  never  be  broken  up,  tAi  the  aolid  foundations  of  the 
«{irtb  change  their  places.    It  is  not  easy  to  believo  thatf  il  the  peo))le 
of  thi3  state  arc  to  be  benefitted  in  so  important  degrees  1^  the  acoom* 
plisihrnent  of  both  these  objert!^,  they  would  wilfinrrlv  hositnte  in  the  ex- 
ecution ol  ihem,  when  the  entire  t  xpense,  uulea  tiie  preceding  estimates 
are  greatly  too  low^  would  not  exceed  an  avera^eof  tew  ce.-tts  for  each 
inlukitma  of  H;  the  expense  being,  moreover,  distributed  over  tieveral 
years. 

On  the  subject  of  the  expense  proposed,  fwrticnlarly  for  the  geologic- 
al survey,  I  wish  to  add  a  few  words  to  what  has  ri^rt  nfly  been  said.  I 
have  not  at  iiand  any  ■!rif.>rmriTi(>n  as  lu  the  amount,  buili  of  time  and 
money  ainsady  expended  in  aucii  a  work  by  any  other  state,  save  in  ontj 
caae,--that  ol  Matnehnsana.  In  refenncc  to  that,  I  have  only  in  view, 
information  given  in  the  report  of  ProC  E.  Hitcfacoclt,  who  WBOwn* 
ployed  in  makinrr  the  geological  survey  of  ihnt  Stale. 

lie  occupied  but  a  liiile  more  than  three  yean  in  making  the  reqalrod 
examiuaiion,  and  his  work  e.vhibirs  an  amount  of  valuable  information, 
which  IS  most  creditable  to  his  abilities  and  industry.  Hut  lest  any  one 
should  infer  that  Ycmiont,  being  atmaller  atate  than  Massachusetts, 
ought  to  need  a  leas  time  for  in  oxnmtnatloni  tosMd  of  a  gvcMr,  at  f 


hmwe  proposed,  I  Ibiak  it  proper  to  note  one  or  iwo  ifnporinnt  differcn- 
COT  lo  the  two  caset.  TiMra  bmw9  been  Ibr  nwDy  years  a  coiiPiderHble 
number  of  tcieiitific  gentlenwn,  residing  in  the  Mate  of  Mnamchuseus 
who  have  bepji  mnkmg  locnl  pxaminationa,  and  connecting  their  reeultij 
aim  lijopf*  results  have  heen  still  more  enriched  by  the  'abora  of  maD? 
other j>eraona  in  the  adjccent  smuB.  Ail  li.is  hmly  of  information 
«PM^«f«l«MeMibat  gentleman,- rererencis  to  wbich  npf^ear  lu  al- 
Aflat  ermrj  part  of  fait  report,  ami  in  hia  ntn  ease  he  says :  "iiad  I  nof- 
previous  to  receiving  my  commisaion,  tmvelied  Mrly  ot  Ar,  and  oNaln- 
ed  nenrfy  ns  miif  li  iiiforinanon  relative  to  the  geology  of  the  state  99 
since  that  period,  my  report  could  harrlly  have  been  tolrral)le,  if  it  i^fd/ 
^?^'  As  it  is,  I  can  regard  it  only  as  ilir  roiiHiicncriiionr  nf  the  w  ork 
m  asploringour  ror^and  minerals."  ii  .^houid  im  noicci  that  ?o  inij)ort- 
anthaa  his  past  labor  baea  daeancd^ that  ha  is  now  occupied  under  a 
new  comvmnon  in  carrying  the  intestigation  to  a  farther  axtebt 

In  the  ease  of  this  state,  there  is  an  almost  total  want  of  those  sonreea 
of  inlbrnjaiion  to  which  be  bnrl  such  ready  access,  and  which  saved 
him  BO  large  an  amoimt  ol  labor.  So  iitlle  h  s  been  done  in  thi«  wav 
in  Varaiont,  tlial  it  is  ahnost  entirely  a  new  field.  ^ 

In  regard  10 iba  ex p^  cf  hia  wark,  np  to  the  malimg  of  his  reijorf, 
andbelbreiiapnbbeaOaiHfaaioiomis  its,  in  hia  introduction,  ibattfta  snih 
paid  for  makinir  the  Pfirvcy,  prepsrinfr  ppeeimens,  &^c.  was  only  two 
thousniid  nnd  thirty  dollars.    'J'bis  may  seem  PMrpr!stn»:Iy  small  com- 

Cred  wiih  the  time  and  labor  that  must  Jiavc  been  exjiended,  and  no 
aao  whan  eompared  with  the  sum  narord  m  ilie  preceding  estinmte. 
I  was  infannad  by  a  genUaman  who  was  concemad  in  the  measure 
Ibattfaa  two  thousand  and  thirty  dollars,  covarRd  baraiy  the  aeptnu  tn' 
evrred,  indepetydeni  of  nny  remuneration  whatever  for  f ha  Jabors  of" 
Mr.  II.;  that,  in  fact,  be  did  ilic  work  for  notiiing.  This  Ptnfement  of  tlie 
ease  will  remove  the  surprise  which  any  one  mny  ex[!(  neiice  at  firsr  on 
bearing  the  small  smouot  of  expense  paid  out  m  liiai  instance.   1 1 0 
not  felt  Ibat  1  abould  ba  joatlfied  bj  that  asample  in  leaving  out  of  my 
efetimaiaaa  moderata  eoiupanaation  to  wboavar  might  ba  employed  in 

makinf^  a  grnlopieaf  purvey  of  thi?  Ftnfe. 

In  regard  to  ibc  best  mode  of  proceedinp,  in  ense  it  should  be  deeided 
to  have  either  or  both  of  the  proposed  t^urveys  entered  upon,!  Iieg 
leave  to  make  one  or  two  suggestions.  It  does  not  appear  to  me 
poBsiUa,  coiMidarin^  f ha  short  tima  that  the  kgialatura  of  this  state  ia 
customarily  In  ae»ion,  that  any  law  anthoriitng  lha  waring  eonlij  con- 
tain the  names  of  the  individiuds  who  are  to  he  employed  in  their  ^xo- 
euiion.  Were  tliai  to  i)e  iliu  rn.se,  if  proper  selections  Fhonii}  be  made, 
it  tnusl  be  considered  the  result  of  f/irn  rr,  railier  than  of  thnt  iiupaitial 
and  ducreei  inquiry  and  careful  deitbeiaiioj?,  wbich  t>o  important  a 
matter  demands.  Tha  anaat  tlwt  eouM  be  pnnlently  done,  would  be  to 
pass  a  law  authoriainf  the  works,  and  designating  an  individual  orin« 
di%iduals,  by  whoin  commissions  ace  to  be  issued  to  suitable  persons  of 
their  selceiion,  sucli  limitations  as  toexj^enditure  beinc:  mnde  the  legisla- 
ture Fbou'd  judge  proper.  Should  the  legislature  deieruiine  to  make  the 
geological  survey  and  omit  entering  upon  ibe  topographical  survey,  there 
aould  no  very  sarlcwu  ^aathm  arias  aa  to  tha  annual  approprtatimi  need- 
ed. That  would  ba  aaaUy  determined  upon  by  a  regard  to  the  jn'obable 
total  amount  of  the  cost,  and  whether  that  had  lietter  be  distributed 
about  cqunlly  on  two  or  fcmr  years,  as  already  mentioned.  SIiouM 
ibey  decide  to  procaed  with  tha  topographical*  and  negleet  the  geo> 
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graphical  Mirvey,  the  most  co;ii7<?ni€Jft  dwtribulioii  would  bo  prolMibly  in 
tbiswifie:  five  lhott«nnH  (lollrn-^  Tf  i  thv  first  vfnr.  fuiir  thonsniicl  fivo 
hundred  for  llie  s.  loimI,  niul  ihrcc  tiiouj^uiul  Un-  tljc  ihiid  year.  J^liould 
it  he  (it  u  rmincil  lo  proce<?(l  wiih  iheiii  bulb  ut  once,  it  would  doubticsa 
he  ihuugbi  bc8t  to  curry  ibe  geological  survey  tbrouyb  Ibur  years  in- 
stead of  two  oaly.  In  that  case,  a  convenient  diatribuoon  of  the  funda 
would  be,  eight  thousaoil  dollars  for  (be  first  year,  seven  thousand  for 
the  second,  sixibousnnd  for  llie  third,  and  frurn  tlu  ve  to  four  thousand 
in  the  fourth  yenr.  In  nny  way  of  arranging  ilic  liiisii;i  annua}  state- 
iiicuis  should  be  umde  by  tl.ose  employed, of  the  progrubs  inadc  m  tiieir 
lespective  duties,  though  a  complete  report  couM  not  be  espected,  ui  el- 
tbcr  case,  till  the  work  should  be  finiabed. 
AH  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

DsAa  Sir:  Vour  favor  of  the  30(li  uIl  was  duly  reeeived,and  had  it 

not  been  for  the  interference  of  indispensable  duties,  would  have  been 
soonr  r  answered.  To  your  enquiries,  respecting?  the  expense  of  topo- 
grapiiical  and  geolof^'ieal  surveys  ui  the  stale  of  Vennout,  ii  \^  ill  be  i.n- 
pogdib  c  to  give  a  deiiuite  answer,  because  those  surveys  may  be  made 
very  gcueral,  or  may  be  carried  to  great  minuteuees.  I  eao,  therefore, 
only  give  an  opinion  that  they  may  be  carried  to  a  reasonable  degree  of 
minuteness,  for  from  15  000  to  20,Ono  dollare,  nnd  that  about  two  thirds 
of  th.s  Ftim  will  be  required  for  the  topographicai  survey,  leaving  aUmc 
one  third  for  the  other. 

The  extent  to  which  tht^^u  surveys  may  be  j  i'0:iecuted,  in  carryhlff 
•out  the  detailiii  and  the  facilitiea  possessed  by  thoee  who  superiiiteiid 
-tbcm,  of  obtaining  mlbrmuiion,  whether  derived  from  docttoMiite  in 
their  own  possession,  arid  facts  previously  acquired,  or  from  other  sour- 
ces with  whieh  iliey  irny  he  aecjuainted,  and  the  extent  to  which  the 
examination  bhull  bo  made,  will  in  the  end  govern  \)ie  expense.  The 
information  obtained  from  fact«  already  known,  nmy  Lie  arranged,  con- 
densed and  incorporated  with  aoeh  other  ftetsasmay  be  obtained  by  ac- 
tual observation  and  measm-ement.  The  geological  department,  partic- 
ularly, will  !)o  mncli  henefuied  by  information  which  will  be  dmved  89 
above  staled,  nnd  liie  balance  will  he  ohfained  by  such  pci-sonal  insjHje* 
tion  and  exumiuationtis  the  iirineipal  ^eolo^ist  and  his  as£<i§tant8  arc  en« 
abled  to  make  within  the  time  allotted  lor  their  duties.  The  aid  re> 
quired  in  this  department  may  thereibre  be  rimited  to  one  or  two  aaaist- 
ants.  The  topographical  department  will  require  but  a  sarall  force  to 
begin  with  until  there  Is  a  general  reconoisance,  and  some  prineipat 
base  lines  are  fixed  un  autl  mensured,  after  %vhicbit  maybe  increased 
the  service  may  require  ;  probably  to  begin  willi  one  or  two  aasisunts. 
and  increase  lo  10  or  12,  including  laborers. 

After  the  base  lines  are  prepared,  rhe  next  object  to  be  atraiued,  is  that 
of  determining,  by  a  series  of  trigonometrical  measurements,  the  conect 
reloilvo  posiiions  of  prominent  points  or  stations  within  the  limits  of  the 
state.  These,  hm  correctly  established  in  sufficient  number,  will 
serve  assiandardy  lur  relerence  in  the  subordinate  surveys. 

I  have  beeu  iulbrmed,  that  while  the  French  were  in  p'ossesfiion  of  the 
Canada^  they  eiteoded  B  trigonometrical  survey  over  a  |Kirtiou  of  ilie 
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giaie  of  Vermont;  whedjcr  that  BUrvey  Is  obtainable,  nnd  wbetherof 
use  it'  obtatoeil,  1  am  not  able  to  tmy.  A  scries  of  inensurttDcnis  was 
alK>  coromeDced  in  the  years  1883,  aDd  1894,  of  a  portion  of  the  state  in 
ihe  Ticinity  of  Norwicli»  onder  the  direction  of  my  son,  who  was  at  that 

linic  a  tencher  in  tlic  inmittjtion  of  Capt.  Partridge.  This  aim cy  cov- 
ers about  400  sqnm  o  luiley,  aiul  %vns  discouiinrf  d  on  ilic  romovai  of  that 
institution  to  Connecticut.  This  survey  will,  I  pri  .sjnjie,  be  iound  use- 
ful, and  can  be  obtained.  The  state  of  Vermont  docs  not  in  some  res- 
pects present  as  many  factiilies  <br  the  cheap  execution  of  a  trigonome* 
Irical  sitrvey  as  some  of  the  older  statesi,  for  the  reason  that  the  f  re  of 
the  country  improved,  nnd  the  prominrnt  parts  arc  more  difTicult 

of  accest:.  Vertnonr,  however,  poHsesscs  facililteH  in  an  other  point  of 
view,  not  surpassed  by  nny  oUier  stale  in  the  irnion.  Lnko  Chnmplain 
lying  on  liur  .'Siern  border,  and  nearly  nonl.  at:d  bouth,  parallel  with 
the  kng  h  of  the  state,  presents  an  opporttiniiy,  l)y  measurerneots  made 
on  iie  lev^aurfiice,  when  frozen,  of  establislting  a  very  aernrate  base 
line  of  any  desirable  lengili,  at  romparatively  little  expense.  In  the 
winter  of  1834,  in  connection  with  |  rofessor  F.  1J<  nndi)  r.  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Vennont,  I  measured  a  Imse  line  on  the  lake,  o[>p(»N  te  this 
place,  of  about  four  miles ;  ibis  was  done  with  two  deal  rods  of  100  feet 
^cb,  and  by  repeating  the  operation,  it  proved  quite  as  accurate  as  the 
best  measures  of  base  lines  of  wbtch  we  have  any  account.  Thi?  base, 
if  extended,  is  very  favorably  siin.ited  for  oripinalin^r  a  ?ystcm  of  trian- 
gles which  shall  cmbrnre  the  w  hole  stale  ;nnd  from  its  prrirlinr  position, 
will  answer  ihn  ntUUnunui  ai»d  important  f»ni  [>oge  of  dcici  rni'iinf^  the 
length  of  an  arc  the  meridian,  in  a  position  nearly  equi  dir.tinr  be> 
'iw&n  the  equator  ami  poK  The  elevation  of  the  late  above  tide  wa- 
ter, as  alreaciy  ascertained  bv  measnrrmcnts,  made  preparatory  to  the 
construction  of  the  Chamidain  canal,  is  more  ace  male  thnn  eoidd  ho 
obtained  by  tiigonomrtricn!  nienMirements,  extending  from  the  seaboard 
ibrough  the  state  o  Ma8tJnrl.nseti». 

The  HtatioDS  embraced  in  the  MaseacbuseUs  survey,  near  the  Vermont 
liae,  will  bo  of  seryice  in  verifying  the  measurements  in  Vermont,  and 
io  prosecuting  the  sur\'ey,  lines  of  verification,  whicn  are  in  fact  tiase 
lines,  must  occasionally  Ik;  meatmred  to  ic?t  die  accurnry  i  th  *  suits, 
as  obtained  by  calculation  obtained  from  the  instrumenml  measurement 
Af  the  angles. 

When  the  re  stive  positions  of  the  prominent  points  or  features  of 
iiie  slate  are  once  ascenained,  the  exact  positlcHi  of  town  and  county 
laics,  and  meridians  for  determining  ttie  variations  of  the  magnetic  nec* 
die,  will  readily  be  determined.   Tiie  MiI)ordM)ate  measnrements  should 

be  continued  liir  enough  to  ascertain  "lie  length,  dir'-'  iion  and  elevation 
of  the  virions  ranges  of  hills  or  nKHMif.'iin«,  ilio  length,  inclination  nnd 
amount  of  drainage  ot  liie  rivers,  and  ail  other  tacts  required  to  cxbiba 
A  complete  view  of  the  toj>o-raphy  of  the  state.  Wherever  any  oftha 
lines  of  these  surveys  intersect  the  lionndaries^f  any  of  the  geologies 
ibrmations,  the  points  should  be  accurately  noted,  and  the  locality  of  ibo 
iUfferent  fonnations  carefully  ddineated  on  the  ninp.  All  rcnmrkablo 
ffaancesiDthesQilfOriA  the'  cbaracierot  the  vegetation,  eboukl  also  bo 

Jipt«*d.  , 

In  similar  SMrveys  heretofore  made,  and  those  in  progress  m  Other 
pans  of  the  country,  there  has  usually  been  a  separate  organization  of 
ihe  to|)ographicaL  and  geological  departments.  A  gmt  advantages 
flrmild,  iiowever,  result,  it  the  departments  could  be  iinitect.  Yihtfk  ih'm 
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caonot  be  the  case,  tlioy  tbonld  at  leosi  co-operate  as  far  as  poastble  with 
tach  otbert  and  ibey  should  cherish  a  mutual  interest  and  confidence  in 
•aek'Others  duties.  If  ihe  two  branches  are  prosecuicd  separately,  the 
tuiii»?rnp!iic  should  take  precedence  in  tirtio,  l)ecause  ihe  maps  uiul 
in«;a-(ir<  la;  Tits,  wlieri  made,  will  h«  of  grcal  a.<:»istfii)Ct!  lo  the  gcoiogist  iu 
caulfhiig  liini  to  de  ioeate  the  ouiliiies  oi  iho  diflercnt formations.  It  Is 
all  important,  as  IcooceiTe^  that  the  superintendent  of  the  topograpbie- 
al  survey,  should  be  a  good  theoretical  and  pracl:eal  engineer. 

A  leadiog.  1  may  almost  say,  a  paramount  object  of  the  survey,  is  to 
<h'V€'1of>p  iho  phy«ii('n!  features  of  the  slate,  and  show  how  far  it  itsuiscep- 
ti  iilc  ol  mipru  ve:n(Mit  in  the  vurioii*?  mcnns  of  inter-corn muaicatioa,  which 
now  arc  are,  or  may  be,  in  use  for  accotiimodaling  llie  travel  and  busi- 
of  the  country.  Nona  but  a  sicilful  and  experienced  engineer  can 
properly  appreeiato  all  that  would  be  required  in  this  report.  I  malce 
this  remark  from  a  conviction,  that  the  importance  of  this  qunlification 
has  not  been  sufficiently  attended  to  in  conducting  operations  of  a  simi- 
lar nature  in  diIm  rsintes.  Should  tJio  ^talo  of  VermotJt  concUule  lo  au- 
thorize the  fiurv'uyd  lu  bo  made  as  cotitetupiulcd,  uud  should  liic  selec- 
tion of  supejrinieMeota  be  a  fortunate  one,  I  anticipate  much  adraniago 
to  the  state  in  the  result 

In  the  foregoing  sketch,  which  I  have  been  obliged  to  make,  in  too 
much  haste,  I  fear  that  I  m^y  have  omltled  some  ihin^  which  might 
have  been  ex|»ectcd,  while  m  others»  I  mi^bt  be  thought  unaecessarily 
prolix. 

Hy  only  object  is  to  lay  before  you  my  views  of  the  subject,  in  a  way 
the  moat  banoDcial  for  the  state.   I  may  be  wrong  in  my  views,  or  I  may 

have  omitted  essential  points,  and  if  any  thin;;  further  is  in  my  power  to 

elucidate  the  subjeet.  I  flitil!  do  so  with  much  plprisin-e.    Slioidd  you  de- 
sire any  furiljcr  communication  from  me  previous  to  the   i  --ian  of  the 
legislature,  please  write,  and  you  may  ruly  oa  auy  service  which  is  ia 
power.

res'>!ntion  of  ilic  Senate  of  Vermont,  passed  at  its  last  session,  for  rnn- 
kiug  a  geolo^^ical  and  topo^^raphical  survey  of  the  Ftar»","  must  reply,  that 
by  companng  the  extent  of  the  territory  of  Vermorit,  witli  that  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  kiiode  Islaad,  uud  u^^auming  ihe  same  quantity  of  force  as 
Wis  employed  in  makinf  the  surveys  of  those  states,  has  induced  me  to 
presume,  that  the  survey  of  the  slate  ot  Vennonr,  could  be  performed 
in  the  course  of  two  years ;  so  ikr  as  making  the  collections,  and  arrnng- 
in«7  the  specimens  by  the  p'eolo'^ist,  and  [)Grforminfj  the  trig'onomctrical 
operalioijsi  m  ilie  io()ograf)hical  department  ;  hut.  with  regard  to  the  re- 
port uf  ihe  geolosist,  should  ilaot  be  more  dtlTu^o  lliua  thai  made  on 
the  geology  of  Massachusetts,  by  Proi.  Hitchcock*  ot  Amherst  college, 
it  is  highly  probable  that  another  year  would  be  required  to  completo 
tliat  ^vork ;  and,  as  relates  to  the  time  necessary  to  make  the  topograph- 
ical survey,  that  would  depend  on  the  auinbtr  and  industiy  of  the  aur- 
veyors  employed  in  the  deuiil  surveys. 
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As  to  the  SL'coiul  (jtiri  \ ,  '^vnuM  it  be  (K;sirabie  or  expedient  to  em- 
p'oy  tiiareiiiau  one  scicjiiitic  person  in  tlio  survice  I  would  sfa'c  that 
muie  than  twenty  fivo  years  of  conBiant  {>racticu  and  experience,  has 
confirmed  the  opinicn,  that,  one  scientific  person  is  sofficienr,  to  con- 
duct the  operations  in  iho  topogrspliicalsurtreyysml  there  are  many  good 
reasons  to  Induce  the  !)-  li* f  ih.T,  one  person,  properly  qualified,  would 
bo  far  better  than  a  greater  number,  to  £>ertbrm  the  duties  of  the  geolo- 
gical survey. 

hi  reganl  to  tbo  third  finery,  "lu  liic  (o[>ograpI)icical  survey,  wImiI 
force  would  be  necessary,  ancf  fbr  what  time?^  it  will  be  proper  to  pre* 
mise,  that  the  topographical  survey,  requires  the  perlonnance  of  two 
distinct  operations,  the  first  of  whi^h  is  called  a  trigonometrical  survey, 
which  will  require  tlie  service  of  the  chief  engineer,  one  register  of  ob- 
servatiujja,  aiul  one  general  assistant,  with  a  carriage  and  two  horr^es  for 
about  three  years;  the  second  operation  consists  in  raakiiigthe  detail  sur- 
veys of  thetopograpliy;  this  will  require  the  services  or  four  surveyors 
for  two  years,  and  two  assistants  to  each,  for  eight  months  in  each  ystt. 
And,  as  respects  the  foiirth  query,  "wlint  has  been  the  expense  incurred 
in  makiri?  tlie surveys  of  Rhot!c  Island  and  Massachusetts,  whirh  have 
been  made  under  your  siiperinleridenee  ?  *  I  must  reply,  that  the  atir- 
veys  of  the  state  of  Biiode  Island  having  been  made  wholly  by  tnyseff, 
personally,  andatmy  own  cost;  a  strict  account  of  the  time  employed  or 
the  expense  incurred  has  not  been  taken;  an  approximate  estimate  there* 
of  can  only  be  given,  which  may  be  assumed  at  tho  sum  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars.  As  to  the  cost  of  t!io  surveys  made  of  Maswiehnsetts,  at  tho 
expense  of  that  state,  it  is  unt  in  my  power  to  Hn  nish  any  intbrinntion  on 
that  subject:  btrt  could  a  perfect  knowledge  oi  the  exuense  of  making 
the  sonreys  of  these  states  be  obtained,  it  would  not  flimish  suflicient 
data  on  which  to  found  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  surreyini;  the  state  of 
Vermont,  fbr  in  consequence  of  fhe  inland  position  of  Vermont,  the 
t^ent  expense  of  maritime  .^f/r-vr/j,  necessary  in  the  surreys  of  the  Al* 
lamic  states,  will  be  w/iolly  excUided  from  this  e.s'.iiii  ife- 

As  vour  excellency  has  b^en  pleased  to  state,  thai '*any  suggestions 
which  I  might  deem  proper  to  make,  which  wonid  enalne  the  legisla- 
ture to  act  tmderstandingiy  on  the  subject,  will  be  grateiblly  receiTed,** 
I  take  the  liberty  to  state,  that  should  the  legislature  resolve  to  make  a 
topo;:raphical  survey  of  the  territory  of  tho  state  of  Vermont,  it  will  • 
8a^  much  time  and  a  heavy  expense,  if  the  trigonometrieal  ojierations 
be  conunenced  prior  to  iuaUiug  any  of  the  topograph ical  surveys  in  de- 
tail, so  that  tho  signals  used  in  the  first  operations,  may  senre  aspoinlt 
of  eonstant  referenee  and  verification,  in  (>erforming  the  subordinate  de- 
tail surveys ;  and  in  order  to  secure  that  perfect  agreement,  and  unifor- 
mity of  operation,  throughout  i!io  work,  so  very  important  to  its  Hj)eedy, 
accurate  and  successful  accorii|»li:^htiient,  it  is  not  only  <le- rahlu,  hut  ab- 
solutely necessary,  that  thi^  chief  enj^ineer  have  u  coinulete  contryi  of 
the  work,  and  direction  of  tliu  surveyors  employed  in  the  servicOi  thai 
tie  have  power  to  examine  the  oualincations  of  all  persons  engaged  in 
the  survey,  prior  to  entering  on  their  several  duties,  and  for  this  ptirpose, 
it  Is  necessary  that  the  chief  engineer  be,  himself,  not  only  scientific, 
but  also,  practical  and  experienced  in  this  kiti  !  of  survey  :  that  the  de- 
tail surveys  b.' made  with  instruments  not  in  any  way  affected  by  tho 
compass,  or  stibject  to  magnetic  influence,  and  that  iutelligeneeaildthillt 
industry,  and  economy,  mark  every  step  in  the  progress  and  perform- 
ance of  so  important  aa  enterprise. 
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lu  iimkiiig  ill©  i'Urveysof  V«nj;ont,  il»e  tedious  operation  oud  cxiieii- 
8iv0  apparaius  in  inoa&ininiJ  a  base  liuvy  will  he  iintic-ccsFary,  in  coiise- 
nuenc"  of  c«lablislur"iu  ot  such  n  line,  by  MasMicIiusctib,  in  tho 
lii  'ui  oinetrical  survc}  oi  ihi;  siuu; ;  ihw  line  will  an.svvcr  as  the  basis 
for  inukiuf,'  the  sni  veys  of  any  of  tlie  adjncent  elate?,  or,  of  any  extent 
of  country  for  several  hundred  ndlcs  ia  every  direction  from  its  locali- 
ty ;  this  line,  was  measured  on  the  extensive  nlaiiis  on  the  west  bank  of 
Connecticut  river,  in  the  towns  r  f  Oerrficld,  Wliuiely  and  Hatfield, 
and  a  conncclioji  of  iriafigles  has  been  lurnicd  from  il,  to  the  southern 
boundary  'f  Vermont,  where  several  staiion  points  have  been  perniau- 
cntly  miiikctl,  the  immediate  use  of  which,  wil  grcativ  fecilitate  and  ex- 
pedite the  sttrveys  of  Vermont,  so  as  to  save  at  least  three  thounnd  dol" 
kfi  io  expeuditure,  and  mora  than  a  yearns  time  in  its  ncccomplishnicnt. 

The  prominent  Icaiures  of  Vermont  are  very  favorable  in  making  the 
iri^onotuetrical  snrvrys,  and  \vi  I,  therefore,  require  far  lets  labor  and 
«xpenhc  in  tlii'  inungulanon  ofso  great  an  extent  of  territory,  liian  would' 
be  requL^iic  in  a  coiiuiry  of  leiss  piotruding  features. 

Of  the  uUliiy  of  such  o  survey  as  is  now  eon^^mplatod,  the  legislature^ 
which  should  wii>e]y  order  it,  would  be  fully  aware,  is^iecially  of  its 
great  aid  in  the  difl'u.siou  of  that  fjeographical  knowledge  so  highly  im- 
portant and  benLlicial  to  every  citizen  of  ihc  -tnU',  and  to  the  country  at 
lark'*' :  iImtc  ;\rc  many  Uiiiigs  connected  wnii  u  survey  of  this  kind,  whicU 
will  nui  i^atiily  occur  to j>erifon8  iinaoquaiDted  with  thenoture  of  the 
worlctaod  the  process  ofpcHorming  it:  Uie  <tari>?i  poirm,  (which  wiC 
1^  periuancnily  marked,  in  every  direction,  over  the  whole  stats^}  lUr- 
Hish  the  best  data  from  which  U>  determine,  whU  precision,  the  quantity 
(>ri!M-kn;:e  in  canal;?,  ilie  inclin.-'ion  of  raif  vonds,  and  the  relative  JiLi;;hl 
or  (1<  jucsaion  of  one  place  fioni  another  Uiroughout  the  state ;  from  this 
survey  may  always  be  adduced  the  position  of  the  true  meridian,  aod- 
the  variation  of  the  contposs  from  terrestrial  objects  aione,  without 
fecurrence  to  astronomicui  calculations }  the  position  of  stifte  bounda*' 
ries,  and  the  boundaries  of  towns  and  counties,  nmy  at  all  times  be  dv- 
finr'd  with  the  j^rent  st  Lxacfiiudn  and  in  the  least  possible  time:  in  a 
ecii.  untie  jioini  of  viuvv,  it  gives  the  length  of  an  arc  of  the  inehdiaD,  Iroia 
which  Lo  dutcrn.lne  tlie  figure  and  magnitude  of  the  earth. 

The  survoyorsj  in  tlicir  rejiortB  to  ihc  chief  engineer,  will  fumlsk 
inaus  of  each  town  on  a  large  scale ;  these  may  be  cngravisd  and  printedf 
fulTsize,  eo  as  to  form  an  alias,  which,  if  distributed  to  every  public  of^ 
ficc,  10  public  e^tlioo's  and  to  each  town,  wil  be  a  means  of  diffusing 
generally  a  perleci  knowledge  ol  tlie  ge(>«;rni>!iy  of  ihcslate:  these inajK 
may  be  so  coloured  as  to  bhow  the  gcologu  ui  character  of  each  lowit, 
and  the  particular  locality-  of  every  mineral  in  the  state. 

In  every  pciiiiou  to  the  legislature  for  a  charter  of  incorporation  of 
any  company  f<ir  liie  construction  of  a  turnpiko,  a  canal,  a  rail  road  or 
nny^oihcr  internal  itnj>rovcment,  the  pctifioii  ^^honld  be  ucconlf>anie<^ 
with  n^^".'^vey  of  iIjc  route  intended,  traced  on  the  town  maps,  su  ns  to 
furniah  every  citizen  witli  a  particular  knowledge  of  its  location,  thai  lio 
may  judge  of  its  advan:ages<ir  disadvantages  tonis  real  estate ;  Uic  route 
should  niso  be  definitely  marked  out  on  the  map  of  the  siatCi  to  show 
itR  general  direction,  to  eoab'e  the  legislature  the  belter  to  judge  of  it» 
public  ittiTny  \'.  lien  acting  on  ilie  subject.

The  uudtj-signetl  commissioners  appoiutcd,  pursuant  to  law,  to  aituiul 
the  aouuual  eAamiuuiiua  of  the  Univcfsjty  of  Vcrmoui,  .-md  inquire  in- 
to  the  eiase  of  in  fuuda  and  regulations,  beg  leavo  lo  subnui  ihe  follow- 
ing report: 

In  executing  the  duty  imposcfl  nj^on  iff,  it  ^'r''Mle<l  imjiortanT,  in  order 
tiiat  our  inquiries  and  observationii  might  bu  j»ro|>erly  directed,  to  keep 
in  view  tlie  great  ends  regarded  in  ibo  establishment  of  \im  nnci  .similaV 
kMikotiotta,  and  llie  oieent  by  which  thette  ends  ought  tu  bu  uttaiued. 
The  hieiory  of  our  New  Engknd  oollegce  ebowe  lae  ihet  they  arainten* 
ded  to  be  pleeee  where,  from  generatioo  togeoerationi  our  ^outb  of  ell 
rf)iif!}tions.  the  rich  nitfi  the  poor  alike,  can  assemble  and  enjoy,  on  tersui 
ol  ilie  most  perfect  equality,  with  each  o?hcr,  drirtti^  nn  itTiponant  peri- 
od of  their  lives,  thesame  advantages  lor  oUuidim^^  iluu  tsound  lutuUcc- 
iual  and  moral  culture  which  is  usually  called  a  iibcrui  education. 

Tiie  importance  of  thie  object,  M  afibctiog  all  the  peculiar  eocial  an:f 

|m!iii' :'l  institntion^  of  nurconntry,  as  eaential  for  the  preservation  and 
iiurtui  of  Dur  civil  and  religious  liberties^  is  unquestioned  and  needaoc 
be  euibrcod. 

To  aeeomplMi  this  great  end,  there  neede  to  be  attached  to  eaoh  of 
our  collegee  anfffleiefil  number  vf  competent  and  fiMfiil  tajCmeleps* 
There  must  be,  moreover,  an  accumulation  of  other  means  of  acquir- 

fiiir  knowlcrl«rc.  Their  lifyranes  should  embrace  as  wide  n  mn«][n  of  in- 
foi in:tii'jjj  as  py-siltUi  oil  subjects:,  \v!iich  nny  teacher  or  pupil,  and  in 
fiict  any  [>erson  m  lite  community,  needs  to  iiivestigale.  There  should 
be  alao  audi  other  apparatus  as  ahall  aaffiee  to  illuatAte  aod  determliie 
the  lewa  of  the  natual  world  aod  to  shew  bow  those  laws  ean  be  render- 
ed aubservieiit  to  the  benefit  of  mankind.  Some  of  the  poiniB  of  Inqui- 
ry, \vhic!i  u  ould  he  pujjgp^m!  hy  Thr  foivgoing  cougiderations,  received 
jKirticular  atteniioa  by  the  commissioner  of  \hr.  tnsi  year,  to  who-^f  re- 
port, publisiied  in  the  journal  of  tiic  House  of  Kepresentatives,  wc  l)Og 
leave  to  refer,  as  exbibituig  a  view  of  the  insthution,  vrorlhy  of  t<peciul 
attentioo. 

In  regard  to  the  niimha'  of  prof^'fisors  cniployeil,  wc  found  that  there 
bad  laen  no  change.  We  nn-  well  aware  lliat  some  other  roHrp-s  in 
our  country  employ  do  mon*  teachers  iIjuu  liave  been  employed^  thus 
far  in  this  institution  ;  but  it  is  (uuniiest  that  they  arc  too  few  and  that  the 
duties  imjxised  upon  and  executed  by  the  faculty  of  the  Inatftutron  are 
too  arduous,  aod  nothing  but  a  want  of  means  to  increaae  their  number 
can  justify  the  corporatm  in  deleymgtoaj>point  addttioual  pfofeaseis. 
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Of  the  compotPiiry  nnr!  faithrulness  of  thosr-  wfjo  have  labored  in  itfiir 
yearn  paft  ami  who  arc  stilt  employed  in  the  various  departments  of  in- 
Rtnictioii,  saying  nothiog  of  what  their  general  reputation  may  be  for 
literary  and  scieuiific  attainments,  it  may  be  for  ug  to  drew  some 
conclusion  lh>ni  tbo  exhibltioo  of  the  stodeoti  at  the  nnnutl  exemiDa^ 
tion,  wiiicli  fiinished  the  n^ost  interfstiug  and  satisfactory  proof  of  the 
aaaiduiiy  of  the  acholare  and  the  fidelity  and  ability  of  the  ioatrueiork 

That  the  faculty  of  this  iaatltation  aim  alao,  to  inculcate  on  the  mioda 
of  the  youDf  in**n  under  their  charge  auch  principles  of  {mtriotiiin  and 
virtue  aa ought  to  fill  the  b(»om  of  every  Atnerieao  citizen,  and  as  are 
n  ost  important  to  siifh  as  are  destined  to  exert  nn  infltn-nro  in  ptifjlic 
life,  i.^j,  we  thifv  ,  to  be  interred  from  ihcHternry  produciiansoflbegrad^ 
uating  and  junior  ciaases  at  the  last  commencement  occasion. 

The  report  of  last  year  contained  a  clear  exhibition  of  the  state  of  the 
inst  ttition  ]v  reference  to  its  pecuniary  rf  r^ouivpp.  No  change  in  iis  oon- 
dilion  m  ihis  respect,  worthy  of  notice,  lias  taken  [)lace.  TItnt  he  strict- 
est economy  will  not  enable  its  annual  expenses  to  be  met  from  its  annu- 
al income,  is  rootitevklent,  and  itiaeqiiaDy  so,  that  iia  eipenditurai  ought 
to  be  iocreaaod  io  order  to  aeoompliah  what  is  deairaUe  for  the  good  of 
the  oommaDity.  One  thing  ia  certain ,--4bal  the  increase  of  its  nieatm 
otiE^ht  not  to  be  sought  by  increasing^  the  Amount  to  be  paid  by  iudividu- 
fil  ?<tii(}ent9  for  tuition.  It  is  essentia)  toan  American  college,  that  it  bo 
accessible  on  easy  pecuniary  terms,  and  whenever  this  state  of  (hiiigi»  is 
altered,  the  very  foundation  of  our  fHedom  may  be  considered  in  dan* 
ger. 

Wo  are  well  nwarc  that  re jicated  applications  hntve  bpen  made  to  the 
Legislature  of  tins  state  for  aid  to  its  public  sennnancs  of  learning,  bui 
we  believe  always  without  success,  baving  the  reservoiiun,  m  ibe  early 
hiatory  of  theatato  of  some  wild  lands,  foraueb  purposes  (and  consid- 
ering their  small  value  at  that  time,  that  must  be  reckon^  ofameU 
amount,)  this  state  hn>^  done  little  or  nothing,  for  the  founding  and  buil- 
diniruj)  of  its  academieti  and  colleges.  In  this  respect,  it  legislation  has 
beeu  peculiar.  Other  states  have  done  and  are  doing  ditlerently  every 
year.  We  tbink  it  deserves  a  serious  inquiry  whether  the  policy  hilher- 
m  pursued  irill  not  prove,  In  the  and,  if  penaveiad  in,  detrimental  to 
Iho  best  hMareats  of  its  dtiaena. 

On  this  point  we  beg  leave  to  draw  the  Kf>ecial  attention  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  to  one  paiucular,  in  liie  fniancial  concerns  of  thcUniver- 
aity.  We  find  that  some  time  8ince«  it  borrowed  from  the  school  fund 
of  tiiis  Htaie,  to  auatain  ilaalf  in  its  oecessltie8»  two  thousand  dollars^  on 
which  it  has  been  paying  anntial  interest,  for  several  years.  Whatever 
g^rotmd  there  may  liave  been  in  former  yeais.  for  wishing  to  have  the 
bchoul  fund  increased,  there  certainly  ap[)cars  to  be  no  good  reason  why, 
after  the  ample  appronriation  made,  at  ihe  last  session,  for  the  support 
of  our  common  aeoools,  this  small  claim  on  the  Univeristy  should  not  be 
relinquished,  and  wo  beg  leave  to  express  our  earnest  hope  that  a  bill  for 
that  purpoaa  mtij  be  sustained  and  become  a  law  at  this  semion  of  the 
Legislature.

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From  the  fore^'oing  stniemtjnts  it  will  be  seen  thnt  the  nine  Hnnks 
which  have  been  rv  itnint  t!,  hnvt?  ditnittlsheil  their  circuiaiion  wDce  Ihe 
exauiaiiiation  ot  i&.ici,  to  ;itu  auiouut  of  $275,489,  and  thai  their  means 
for  the  rcdeiu)niou  of  their  BiiU,  uro  hkcwise  reduced;  but  not  to  the 
nine  amount ;  consequently,  their  lialiilities  are  lew  in  proportion  to  « 
ibeir  abitity  to  pay  now,(,tbaD  at  the  time  above  mentioned. 

It  nppcars  from  eiKitihing  of  tlie  officers  of  itin  hnuk*:,  ihnt  they  all, 
professetlly  suspendt  i  j^pecio  pnyfnfnis,  on,  or  near  the  15lh  day  of 
May  last;  but  ut  the  mnm  time  it  appears,  that  they  have  been  iu  the 
babit  of  paying  small  sums,  for  the  purpose  of  accommodation ;  and 
anno  baniia  liave  redeemed  mora  billa  since  the  suspension,  than  tb^ 
had  been  requested  to  do,  on  an  average,  ki  any  equal  leogtb  of  tkno 
previous. 

The  uuilbrin  rrascm  piven  by  oflicei-s  of  the  bank?,  Cur  suspending 
ims  been,  that  it  >vai  in  cousetiuence  of  the  suspension  of  specie  pay- 
ments by  the  city  banks.  Moj>t  of  the  banks  iu  Vermont,  having  large 
deposites  in  the  cities,  could  not  avail  ibeniselves  of  their  funda  there,, 
to  redeem  their  bills  at  home  ;  but  the  bills  of  all  Ibose  Vermont  banks, 
having  deposits  in  the  Cities,  are  cotnxniri'p,  ut  nnv  time, into  the  bills 
of  llie  City  banks,  which  keeps  ihcrn  at  par,  in  the  irmrkec. 

The  reason  assigned  ior  the  suspension,  appears  to  the  coniniisoion- 
crs  to  be  well  founded,  as  it  cuuld  not  be  expected  for  a  moment,  that 
our  small  banks,  averaging  a  capital  of  only  $lOQyOOO  eech,  could  con* 
tinue  to  redeem  their  bills  »vith  specie,  vrhile  the  city  lNUtk%  with  a  cap* 
ilal  of  iMi  1 1  ions,  refused  to  redeem  ificirs. 

The  CouMnission»irsare  satisficil  from  the  nmnner  in  which  tiie  banks 
have  been  conducted  by  those  having  the  nmnsgcment  of  tliem,  that 
they  intend,  and  eventually  will,  redeem  all  their  bills  iu  circulation.  In 
meet  eases,  It  appeatstbat  the  Directors  have  offered,  and  in  many  casea 
have  given  security  for  the  payment  of  the  liabilities  of  the  banks,  in 
their  individtial  cnpncity ;  and  hi^ve  tberabyamumed  a  ra^ponslbiii^ 
which  the  law  does  not  require. 

The  18th  Section  of  the  act  passed  the  Dih  day  of  November,  1831,. 
entitled  ^*aa  act  regulating  the  chartering  of  banks,*'  naakes  it  imperative 
oo  the  bank  Commissioners,  u|x>n  eertsin  contingencies  therein  named, 
to  apply  to  a  Chancellor,  for  an  Injunction ;  but  by  the  22d  Section  ot 
the  same  act,  it  is  lefc  discretionary  with  thetvi,  in  m^c  of  the  suspension 
of  apecio  payment  for  tito  Fpnce  of  sixty  day^  to  do  it  or  not,  as  they 
zjiay  deem  exp(»<lit'{U.  J  ho  Commissioners  have  not  deemed  it  il>eir 
fluty,  under  existing  circumstances,  to  tnakc  any  application  to  a  Chan* 
eellor,— although  all  the  banks  under  their  superviston,  are  liable  to  bo 
ptoeeeded  against,  for  a  violation  of  their  charters,  for  refunng  to  re* 

depm  thoir  bills  In  specif. 

In  codling  to  ihc  aliovo  cnnclnsion,  the  roirmiissioners  have  been  in- 
fluenced, not  on'y  by  the  honorable  conduct  oi  the  officers  of  the 
banks  \  butihey  huveal^  taken  into  consideration,  the  existing  require- 
meots  of  the  kws ;  to  wit,  the  sseuriiy  of  the  safety  fond,  and  also  tbo 
bends  required  to  be  execnisd  to  tiic  State  Treasurer,  by  sack  dkeclcr 
of  the  lianks,  in  the  sum  of  $8,000,  which  last  meniiont  d  seriirity- 
nrtiounts  cfnerally  to  the  sum  of  !556,000,  and  in  no  case;  to  a  less  sum 
liiini  rr40,()00  to  each  bank  ;  winch,  it  will  be  perceived,  is  more  than 
one  lialf,  and  in  some  cases  ubont  equal  to  the  whole  sura,  in  which  the 
tiankfl  are  liable  to  the  public.  In  addition  to  this,  the  pmie  are  seaur-» 
«cl  by  '.lie  eapitst  stock  paid  in  and  debts  doe  the  Banks. 

The  Commissioners  are  notawnre  that  any  of  the  Banks  inspcrtcd  !>y 
th/ooh  bftvc  been  guilty  of  any  violation  of  thetr  etatsrS|  in  any  oihor 
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respect,  than  that  of  puspending  the  redemption  of  ihrir  bills  in  specie; 
ancf  from  ihc  examination  very  minutely  entered  into,  ihey  are  satis- 
fied of  the  nbiliiy  of  all  the  Bnnk?*,  to  meet  all  their  Mahifiiies,  unless 
the  wealUiy  and  businei^ii  jiait  of  ooiniauuity  should  t>ecoine  in- 
Tolfed  ID  general  bankruptcy  and  ruin. 

It  having  been  suggested  to  the  Coimnlnioncrs,  that  a  great  abafettf 
ihe  loana  made  by  the  bnnkf,  had  been  ma (le  to  thn  Dircrtors — and 
in  large  sums,  so  that  other?,  wishinj^  for  Bank  ncrotnmotjMtion?,  in 
email  amounts,  could  not  be  accotiinioiiaied  ;  we  have  been  iriilnceel  lo 
make  a  |}articular  exaitiinntioii  relative  to  these  charges ;  uud  are  pre- 
pared to  Yiear  testimony  to  the  injiiitiee  of  the  all«^tiooa^— at  at  ait  tlw 
banks  ezaminad  byttus  asceept  two,  tba  proportion  of  debts  due  fram 
the  Directors,  is  extremely  small ;-  and  at  t!ic  other  two,  perhaps  the 
Dfrpciora  have  receit'ed  no  grr'ntrr  ffirilitir-^,  liiaii  might  reasonahfy  !»« 
expected,  were  they  not  members  of  the  buard  ;  and  a  large  propor- 
tion of  notes  due  the  banks,  are  given  lor  sums  varying  froui  fifty  to 
three  btindred  dollara  each. 

Another  charge  eqtialiy  without  fotindation  in  truth,  is  thattbo  paj- 
rrcnt  of  a  large  nnrotmt  avc  the  Imnk?,  is  sectired  in  no  other  manner 
than  by  a  ph'dgf  of  Hank  Stork  ;  whereas  The  facts  are,  that  at  five 
of  the  Batiks  embraced  in  thiis  report,  liavmg  due  them  more  than 
0500,000,  we  find  onl^  tlie  sum  of  $6^307,50  thus  secured  ;  and  at  the 
ortier  flankt  tbe  enquiiy  was  fbrgotten  to  tie  entered  into. 

The  Cotttntarioners  are  aware,  that  under  the  existing  lawa^  the 
Banks  cannot  Iw  prt>cce(if'd  nfifiTn^f,  in  so  full  and  nmpir  n  ?nnnncr,  !>y 
those  holding  their  notes,  may  he  done  by  one  individual  agninist 
aooilier;  but  whether  any  other,  and  additional  security,  ought  lo  be 

grovided  by  law,  the  Commissioners  are  not  fully  agreed  ;  but  submit 
lat  queatlon  to  tbe  wiedom  of  tbe  Legislalare. 

Tbe  Bank  of  Brettleborough,  wiuch  it-waathe  duty  of  the  Commia- 

sioncrs  to  in?prrr,  is  not  included  in  this  report.  Tlin  Commissioner  to 
whom  this  duty  sis  a>stgnpd,  tlie  nndcr:<ipncd  Cornini>?ioner.i  have 
been  very  recently  iui'oni»t;d,  was  prevented  from  making  the  inspec- 
lion  in  consequence  of  sickness.  That  Hank  will  be  immediately  in> 
tfpeeted,  and  a  report  naade  of  ifa  condition.

The  Superiutendatit  of  the  Vermont  State  prison  respectfully  sub- 
mits to  your  Evcellcucy  tiio  followiug  statement  of  the  traosoctiutis  q£ 
tbe  pri&Gii  duriiig  tlie  year  eudin«^  September  3QLli,  1637. 

The  suljacribeff  duriug  the  winter  last  past,  aad  until  the  22(1  of 
March  1837,  conunued  the  same  laboM  with  thecouvicts  under  the  con- 
tract as  reported  by  the  Siiperintendant  to  tlie  General  Assembly,  at 
their  session  in  Ociobcr  ISnO,  and  ibc  rcsull  of  said  labors  will  show,  by 
the  exhibit  hereunto  annexed,  that  it  was  sufiicient  to  mcrt  tlic  ordinary 
expenses  during  that  period  ^  ti^  is,  from  1st  October  l^dL  to  March 
22d,  1837. 

In  accordance  with  an  act  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  at  their 
last  session,  outhorixitig  the  SuperiiMendsm  of  the  prison,  connected 
with  the  Judges  of  Windsor  County  Court,  to  lease  or  let  out  the  con- 
victs' labour  for  a  term  of  three  years  to  any  person  or  persons  who  would 
obli2*ate  thom«rH<  s  to  defray  all  expenses  necessary  for  liie  maintain- 
ance  of  sai^l  pr.  o  } :  tiie  sal)scnl)cr  respectfully  reports,  liiat  ag-rceably 
to  said  act,  public  notice,  for  sixty  duyt»,  was  giveu  to  receive  proposals 
for  said  lease,  and  that  on  the  2S2d  day  of  March  taet,  a  contract  was 
eonsplcted,  agrcr^ably  CO  the  law  passed  for  that  purpQM,  with  Mr.  Jssac 
W.  Habl)ard  of  Windsor,  and  a  co[>y  ot  said  contract  is  lodged  in  the 
State  Treasurer's  olUr:?,  Since  that  time,  iiulustry  on  ilio  [:art  of  tlie 
prisoners  has  bee  n  i?ustainf3tl,  arid  rrnod  reriin^j^  and  harmony  manifested 
tn  every  particular,  between  the  oiiiccrs  of  tbo  prison  and  the  conuac^ 
or. 

Previous  to  leasing  out  the  prison,  as  well  as  since  tlist  time,  the  sub- 
■eriber  has  endeavored  as  far  as  practicable  to  settle  up  the  concerns  of 
the  prison,  the  outstanding  claims  io  foyor,  as  well  as  the  amnnts  a-* 
gainst  tho  Institution ;  but  the  very  g:rcnt  ctnbarm?*ftnents  which  our 
State  r-nd  country  are  experiencing  in  ihelr  bu.sin(«s  and  inonied  con-

MESSAGE. 

Fellow  CitUcnn  of  ihe  Senate 

and  of  the  Hatue  of  lltpresentotives : 

We  have  assembled,  in  behalf  of  our  coostituents,  to  transact 
legislative  business.  Ours  is  n  responsible  station  ;  and  this  respon- 
sibility constitulrs  f»ne  of  the  di^ilinciive  features  of  a  republican  gov- 
ernment. Otii-  I'l-  (jiioiii  c'lcclioii.s  brinj.^  into  iniiiii  tliale  ccmtart  legis- 
lalora  and  coii;sLiiucnlJs,  ^nd  enable  tin-  pc nplo  thenjoelvcs,  the  true 
source  of  all  political  power,  annually  tt»  cal*  their  public  servants  to 
Hccouiit.  Our  immediate  duties  confine  us  to  our  own  State,  not  so 
exclusively,  however,  as  to  render  us  forgetful  of  the  relation  we  sua* 
tain  to  the  General  Government. 

Providence  has  smiled  propiiiuusly  the  past  season  upon  the  labors 
of  tilt  husbandman. 

Tlic  favorable  change  which  has  taken  place  in  the  pecuniary  af- 
lairs  and  business  of  our  country,  since  tlie  adjournment  of  the  last 
General  Assembly,  is  a  subject  of  sincere  congratulation.  It  may  be 
Aiatter  of  surprise  and  wonder  to  those  unacquainted  with  American 
character,  that  we  hould  .so  soon  have  recovered  from  the  'Vr»ck 
widcii  paralyzeil  our  entire  i»i)sine^«?  transactions  and  threatened  with 
ruin  many  ol  our  most  uselul  ciiizent:.  Froi:i  the  nature  ol  our  insti- 
tutions we  bad  reason  to  expect  the  prompt  interposition  of  the  €ten<* 
era!  Governnicnt,  to  aid  in  n  moving  the  causes  of  embarrassment,  and 
riestoring  confidence  xhrou<;hout  the  country.  These  expectation^ 
were  disappointr  1.  The  wlio'e  powers  of  the  ^cne!;il  Government 
appear  to  have  been  'bsoriu-*!  in  t Iteir  e\t'rl:'ins  to  carry  a  favorite 
measure,  which,  in  the  opinion  ol'a  large  majoi  iiy  ot  our  ciiiz'^o;.,,  would 
have  been  highly  disastrous  to  our  best  interests.   Tliat  aliempt  has 
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resulted  io  a  signal  failure,  since  which,  confidence  has  been  reviving 
with  asionishinij  rapidity,  business  is  nrrain  rclurnini?  lo  its  accuptom- 
ed  channels,  thus  uiicquivjcally  evincing  that  the  energies  of  a  free 
people  cannot,  for  any  length  of  time,  be  restrained,  by  even  the  most 
uotowitrd  cirottmstaneM.  It  is  but  another  example  to  be  added  to 
the  many  wbfoh  oceur  in  oor  history,  showing  the  faellity  with  whieh 
our  people  can  accommodate  themselves  to  any  clreumatanees,  and 

surmount  any  difficnltics. 

Im  iVci  tuut  altcmpts  hnvc  repeatedly  been  made  to  abolish  impris-r 
onmeiit  I'ur  debt.  Al{l»ouir)i  they  iiave  not  rcsuUeU  in  the  entire  ac- 
complishment ol  their  object,  the^  have,  nevertheless,  led  to  an  inves- 
li^tion  of  the  rights  of  creditor  and  debtor,  highly  favorable  to  a  ju- 
dicious, equitable  and  enlightened  legislation  upon  the  subject.  It  it 
be  admiued  that  mi^forninc  should  not  be  visit jJ  with  punishment 
as  crime,  and  ihat  punishment  sliou'd  not  be  h-ii  to  be  rrrtcii  cut  by 
Ilje  crcditor,^ — the  person  ot'all  others  most  liKeiy  to  do  iujtiftiice  in  ih'-' 
Cii^e,— tiiea  the  hr6t  object  of  tl»e  law  should  be  to  mark  die  dibiinc- 
Ikw  In  a  manner  so  plain  that  the  nnfortunaf  e  should  never  be  mista- 
ken for  the  criminal.  The  debtor,  upon  disclosing  and  surrendering 
his  means  for  the  discharge  of  his  debts,  should  thereby  disarm  his 
creditor  of  all  power  to  incarcerate  his  body.  Our  existing  laws  up- 
on that  subject,  it  may  be  said,  arc  not  oppressive  in  their  operation  ; 
that  liic  really  poor  debtor  ma^  always  avoiil  imprisooment,  by  ma- 
king a  disekMure  on  the  rendition  of  judgment.  This  may  be  tnie.-^ 
But,  it  ipay  well  be  asked,  does  not  our  present  law  u&necessarify 
place  Uic  poor  debtor  in  the  power  of  a  vindictive  creditor,  by  permit- 
ting him  to  fix  upon  a  distant  day  for  trial,  and,  in  the  mean  time  im- 
prison ilie  poor  debtor,  if"fic  fall  toobiain  the  inl(?rpositioti  oTlriends? 
VVould  it  not  be  an  act  oi  Immaniiy,  as  well  aa  ol"  justice,  tu  provide, 
that  the  debtor,  when  unable  to  procure  bail  on  mesne  process,  might 
demand  a  trial  ibrtliwith,  or  be  permitted,  be  lore  the  proper  authori- 
ty, to  make  his  disclosure  and  exonerate  his  body  from  impriflooment? 

As  civilization  has  advanced  and  the  diffcrcnl  grades  ofcrimehnvc 
been  defined  with  more  certainty,  the  r:«ror  of  punishment  has  been 
lessened.  All  experience  shows  (hat  crime  has  ikU  increased,  but  di- 
mininhed,  as  the  criminal  laws  of  a  country  have  become  less  barbar- 
ous and  vindictive.  Retaliatory  punishments  have  in  a  great  meas- 
ure ceased,  and  the  only  sound  and  substantial  reasons  (or  the  inflic- 
tion orptiTii-^limcnt  arc  nnscd  upon  tlie  reformation  ol'the  criminal  and 
the  sccuniy  of  the  public.  That  is  (evidently  the  policy  of  our  laws 
in  all  cases,  except  in  the  inflictiDii  ol'the  j)uui»liinciit  of  death.  The 
right  to  inflict  capital  punishment  is  con.scicntiously  doubted  by  many 
ofour  intelligent  and  philanthropic  fellow-citizens.  That  number  la 
constantly  increasing.  The  rieht  to  destroy  life,  it  is  argued,  does 
not  belong  to  an  individual,  ana  consequently  could  not  be  transferred 
togovernment,  on  the  formation  ol"  the  social  compact.  Be  that  as 
it  may,  still  it  is  feared  that  the  eiuLs  of  public  ju.«?tirp,  may  in  some 
cases,  fail  to  be  answered  ;  that  jurors  may,,whcn  cmpauneiled  lor  the 
trial  of  capital  offences,  in  some  Instances,  oe  influenced  to  clear  the 
gailty,  \w  the  consideration  that  a  verdict  of  goil^  would  result  in  the 
death  ofa  fellow  beinj^.  The  moral  influence  upon  society,  of  inflict- 
ing punishment  to  tlcicr  from  the  commission  of  crime,  does  not 80 
mucli  depend  upon  its  severity,  as  upon  i's  certainty. 
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This  is  a  subject  upon  which  strong  reePiogs  and  prejudicca  m 
known  to  exist,  and  I  am  induced  to  present  it  for  your  consideration 
from  the  fact  that  wlierc  convtctiona  have  recently  been  had^  iu  the 

state,  a  strong  expf^ssion  of  public  opinion  lia?  bien  put  forrh  to  jt- 
resl  the  arm  of  the  law,  ciiul  has  r?emed  to  demand  a  commutation  or 
miii«;ation  of  the  purislan'Mit.  li]  on  exfimination  of* the  subject,  you 
bhuuiii  not  coukc  lu  luc  cuaciusiun  thai  il  is  cxptiiitrnt  to  aboli^ih  >.  .p* 
ital  puaiahment  entirely,  vet  it  ia  reapectfullv  submitted  whether  ino 
demoralizinft  effects  of  public  executions  would  not)  to  some  extent,  be 
avoided,  by  protriding  that  all  executions  should  take  place  within  the 
walls  oT  the  prison. 

In  former  ct^inmunlcntions  h)  the  General  Assembly  the  importance 
of  a  geological  survey  ol  il»e  JState  fias  been  urged  upon  their  consid- 
eration. The  reports  sind  opinions  of  committees  upon  the  subject 
have  been,  wtthnut  exception,  iavorable  to  the  enterprise.  The  re- 
port of  the  committee^  to  whom  the  subject  waa  referred  at  the  last 
session,  togoher  with  several  acnompanyinr^  c  >mmtmications,  con- 
taintn*^  much  usehil  inloniiatioii  iip')n  ti»u  suhject,  linvp  been  publish- 
Cii  ia  our  journals,  and  very  generally  circulated  tliioiit|iiout  the  state. 
It  is  known  to  all,  whose  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  subject,  that  | 
our  mountains  and  soil  indicate  an  abundance  of  mineral  wealth,  which  1 
a  8j:}temntic  nn<I  thorough  examination  can  scarcely  iail  to  unfold.  ^  ' 
A  carcfr  analysis  of  the  grer.t  variety  of  soils,  spread  over  the  surface 
ft' our  elate,  must  also  resirll  in  the  discovery  ol"  many  f  nbstances  of 
:i  liiL'hly  fcrtiltzi  rr  quality,  inevitiibiy  :iddui«^  to  the  prosperity  of  ag- 
riuuuiiie,  ii»e  i»roat  and  leading  inicrcat  of  our  state.  VV^ilh  few  ex- 
ceptions, our  sistetr  states  hai^e  undertalttn  examinations  of  thischar* 
s'cter  with  the  moat  favorable  reiiulta.  It  is  our  true  policy  to  adopt 
such  measures  as  will  foster  the  industry  of  our  citizens,  encourage 
the  commenrfrneni  ofncw  branches  of  profitable  employnifnt,  by  de- 
veloping tilt  natural,  mineral  and  agricultural  resourc<'s of  i\\c  (•oiintry,  | 
ana  Uiu.H,piacing  witliitt  the  reach  of  the  young  and  ardcai  a  reasunuUe 
prospect  of  competence  and  wealth-^check  the  tide  of  emigrstkm 
which  is  constantly  draining  us  of  a  very  desirable  as  well  as  entei^ 
prising  portion  of  our  populatiun. 

Our  ^^tntc  HoU'C  is  understdoj  to  be  fully  completed  and  furnish- 
ed in  accordance  vviih  the  original  pian.  For  solidiiy,  strength,  sym- 
meirv,  style  and  adajitalion  to  the  purposes  lor  whicli  it  was  erected, 
it  is  believed  not  to  be  surpa^ed  by  any  su  uciure  of  the  kind  iu  the 
Union.  The  bul[din|f  itself  is  ihe'best  commendatioii  of  the  srehi* 
tect.  The  peculiar  circnmstances  under  whieh  the  worli  was  coni- 
menccd  niifl  proscr.ijied,  against  the  expressed  wishes  ol  a  strong  mi-

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prised  mo  thnt  lie  will  attend  early  iii  tbe  session  lor  tlie  final  adjust- 
ment oi  hia  accounts. 

The  ditturbtncM  which  have  recently  taken  place  in  the  neighbor- 
ing PlrovineeB^ot  Canada  Iiave  caused  mucli  exei^ment  anion^  a  por* 
tien  of  cfiir  citizens.  Men  of  Uie  Hest  feelings  and  much  moral  worth 
pnrticipated  larirely  in  their  >ympathie8  with  those  whom  llicv  deem- 
ed oppressed,  ^fliis  state  of  tliiti^is  was  to  have  been  expected-  Our 
instUutiotis.  habits  and  educaiiou  lead  to  that  result.  Under  this  ex- 
cited state  ot  public  feeling,  many  who  were  entraeted  with  tlie  dis- 
charge of  official  duties  were  unjustly  traducrd*  The  measures, 
whic&  a  senst"  of  dtt^  impelled  me  to  adopt,  are  known  to  my  fellow^ 
ritircns.  Relying  upon  their  intelliij^nce  and  candor,  and  conscious 
ol'rhe  purity  of  my  intentions,  I  can  hardly  feel  anxious  lor  the  result. 

In  c<»mpliance  with  a  joint  resolution  of  the  la^>L  General  Assembly^ 
requesting  me  to  appoint  some  person  to  investigate  the  facts,  and  as"^ 
eerlain  whether  this  state  has  a  claim  upon  the  Government  of  the' 
United  States,  for  expenses  incurred  during  the  Revolutionary  war, 
William  Upham,  E*q.  was  appoin'fd,  who,  on  account  ot  i!l  health, 
declined  the  appointment.  'The  Hon.  Asa  Aikens  of  Wind^^or  was 
subsequently  appointed,  whose  report  1  have  reason  to  eiiipect  duriDj^ 
ihe  present  session  of  the  Legislature. 

In  accordance  wiih  **  an  act  for  regulating  and  goveminffthe  mili- 
tia of  this  8late,*M  appointed  Major  General  Francis  E.  Thelps  of 
Windsor,  Brigadier  General  Green  Blackmer  of  Bennington  and  Brig- 
adier General  I'ruman  C.  Ransom  of  Norwich,  a  board  of  officer-  to 
t.rgaiuzc  the  i.iilllia,  and  perlbrm  vanon^  t)llier  services  ctmnected 
therewith.   Much  lime  was  com-unied  in  procuring  tlie  preliminary 
information  to  enable  the  commitlee  to  commence  their  labors.  A' 
further  delay  was  unavoidably  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Brig* 
adier  General  Ransom  in  May  last,  whose j)lace  at  the  hoard  was  im- 
mediately supplied  by  the  appointment  ofBiigadier  General  E.  B. 
Chase  of  Lyiulon,  wlio  was  prevented  niterin-;  upon  the  business  of 
his  appointment  until  June.    A  paruai  reuort  of  their  doings  was 
madem  the  early  part  of  May,  hut  it  was  aeemed  important  ~by  the 
board,  in  order  to  complete  the  business  of  their  appointment  in  aaat- 
iaiactory  manner,  Uiat  they  should  meet  the  officers  of  each  regimeQl, 
to  arransje  and  settle  the  details  of  their  orj2ani7.ntion,  !u:lore  making 
a  full  rc]>ort,    Tiiat.  service  was  performed  i)i  Jui  e  and  July,  Their 
final  report  lias  just  been  received.    The  duties  of  the  hoard  have 
been  more  laborious  than  was  anticipated.   By  the  force  of  circum- 
stances,  entirel^r  without  my  control  and  from  which  I  cannot  perceivi^^ 
how  blame  can  justly  art  "h  lo  any  one,  the  completion  of  the  oriran-' 
ization  has  been  delayed  l"ar  beyond  the  time  limited  by  the  law.  len- 
der all  the  circum^tnnces  it  is  probai)  e  tluit  the  business  could  not 
have  been  Ratisl'aciorily  brought  It)  a  close  at  a  nuich  earlier  date,  cer- 
tainly nut  within  the  period  fixed  in  the  law.    Should  I  omit  to  men- 
tion, in  terms  of  approbation,  the  able  and  efficient  manner  in  whidi 
the  members  of  the  board  have  performed  the  various  duties  asi^ign* 
ed  them,  and  the  assistance  and  information  which  has  bcrn  ■p'-  mpt;^. 
ly  rendere !  hv  the  olficers  of  every  ^rnde  whom  I  have  had  occasion 
to  call  upDii  or  consult,  T  ilioiild  !>e  \vanting  in  ri  'KCt  to  my  own 
ieeimgs.    So  far  as  I  have  iea  ned,  lie  law  of  the  last  sc6i»ion,  witk 

some  small  amendments,  will  be  very  acceptable  to  Hie  individuals 
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oompMing  the  itoithia.  TUa  feeling  is  the  more  to  be  prized  as  itaf- 
li)rds  an  evidence  of  the  prevalence  of  the  opinion^  that  a  well  rcgu* 
!a!e<!  nnd  efficieot  mUitia  is  the  sures^saleguard  t^our  repnbtieaii 

slituiions. 

I  feel  bound  to  call  the  attention  ol  the  Wueral  Assembly  to  the 
i^a4itKin  of  the  snreral  companies  of  cayairv  wbich  were  din- 
Unded  by  the  ofieration  of  Ibe  present  law.   Opon  the  faith  of  the 

late  law,  troops  of  cavalry  were  organized  in  different  pant  of  the 
State,  llie  memhers  of  which,  with  a  laudable  nrh!  praise-worthy 
ppiiif,  unirornied  and  equipped  thcmsjc'ves  nt  £r»"e;itcr  expense  iluiu 
any  utlu  r  corps.  The  present  law  not  only  renders  their  unilorm 
spd  equipments  valuele*ie,  but  requires  the  enrollment  of  the  noc- 
commissioned  officers  and  privntei*,  in  the  standing  companies. 
Theirs  is  a  rn?e  ol'pec  iiliar  hardship  and  pecuniary  loss,  and  in  my 
opinion,  cal's  loutily  I'or  ihc  interpnsitioti  ot'  the  d'enertil  Assembly, 
either  to  provide  ihiit  they  may  retain  their  Ibrnier  or<^nnizotion, 
with  liberty  to  recruit  liuin  the  standing  companies,  or  that  they  be 
exonerated  from  further  serviee  in  the  militia. 

By  the  same  act  it  waa  made  mv  duty  to  solieft  from  the  proper 
*  autliorities  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  the  transmission 
of  rifles,  in  lieu  oV  nuiskets,  for  the  oalnnce  of  arms  due  this  state  un- 
der llie  act  ol  1808.  iu  March  last  I  addressed  the  head  of  the  ord- 
nance office  on  the  Bubject,  and,  on  the  lOth  im;t.  received  inii>rraation 
that  682  rifles  had  arrived  at  the  Champlain  Arsenal,  subject  to  my 
order.  Measures  wtU  be  taken  to  have  them  inspected  and  reoeivetl 
without  delay. 

It  was  also  mtde  my  duty  to  cause  Ihe  stale  arms  in  the  Arsenal  to 
be  put  in  com^ift  repair.    Quarter  Master  General  Kicb»  to  whom 

this  service  was  assigned,  on  making  arrnn<^emcnts  fo  commence 
oy>eratinns,  found  it  difficult  to  proc  re  a  shop  in  ^  liicli  to  ])iosccute 
the  work.  Upon  request  ujade  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  lor  the  use 
of  the  United  State's  shop  attached  to  the  Arsenal,  it  was  granted.  . 
Owin^;  to  the  ske'^f  the  building,  the  number  of  hands  employed  has 
been  limited,  and,  consequently,  the  business  will  not  be  completed  the 
present  seasim.  Tt  was  thought  that  the  husiurs?;  could  he  more 
economica'ly  performed  by  employing  hands  by  liie  day,  than  by  con- 
tract as  lieretof«>re  practised.  The  result  I'u^ly  justifies  the  propriety 
of  the  cour&o,  as  (Ite  arms  are  pui  in  belter  condition  than  they  have 
ever  before  been,  and  at  less  expense. 

The  result  of  the  attempt  to  collect  the  arms,  distributed  among  the 
several  towns  under  the  set  of  1813,  has  shown  a  lamentable  inatteO'* 
tion  to  this  species  of  public  property,  on  the  part  of  the  selectmen  of 

mnny  tov^'n«^.  There  appears  to  he  a  total  loss  to  the  state  of  more 
than  iwo-lit'ths  of  the  wliole  numljer.  Those  in  the  eastern  part  of 
the  state  were  ordered  U)  be  collcctcil  and  repaired  at  Windsor,  under 
the  superintendence  of  Oen.  Phelps,  and  those  in  the  western,  at  Ter- 
gennea,  under  the  osre  of  Gen*  Rich.  The  reports  of  these  gentlemen 
are  intended  to  be  submitted  to  the  Oeneral  Assembly  at  (&  present 
session. 

In  conformity  with  **an  act  provic^ing  for  the  revision  of  the  laws 
of  this  state,"  Robert  Pierpoint  of  Rutland,  Samne!  S'.vill  of  Middle- 
bury,  Juhn  Smith  of  St.  Albans,  Norman  WiUiams  oi  VVoodslock  and 
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LuciiM  B.  Feck  of  Mootpelier  were  appoioted.  They  will  doubtless 
make  report  to  yiiu  of  their  progress  at  an  early  period  of  the  present 
session.   The  importance  of  having  tlie  Iaw8»  securing  the  ri^ts  and 

protectin^i  tlie  pei\»ons  of  in  Jividual,^*.  slripfypd  '^f  their  uncertainty  and 
ambtffuily  auii  expressed  in  plain  :in(.I  ink liiirii'le  lan^juage,  ctiniiot  be 
loo  taghly  apprcciaud.  Forty  years  have  ela|>scd  since  an  cniire  re- 
vision of  our  laws,  sueh  at  is  now  making,  iias  taken  place:  wiihin 
tliAt  tune  thej  have  pfoimbly  uadergone  greater  and  more  frequent 
alterations  than  thoee  of  any  other  state  in  the  Union,  the  certain  and 
inevitable  con?eqnf>n<*cs  of  which  are  conru>i<»n  aiul  uncertainly.  This 
confusion  has  been  greatly  increased,  by  the  peculiar  phraseolncry  of 
the  repeniinfr  clause  of  very  many  of  our  laws,  aiakiiii:  our  stnluieii  a 
book  ui  myaLcrie.-',  which  few,  but  the  initiated,  can  und«  rstand  and  cx- 
nlain.  Laws  gain  much  of  their  respect  from  their  permanency. 
Prudent  and  wise  legislators  will  hesitate  before  exchanging  a  law, 
simple  in  its  provisi(Hi>%  well  undersluoJ  by  the  people,  and  which 
docs  no  manifest  injustice  in  its  operation,  lor  one,  which,  though  i4 
may  appear  periec4  iu  tlLeory^  is  yet  probkmatioal  in  its  eiiects. 

It  will  become  your  duty  at  the  present  session  to  elect  a  senator 
to  represent  this  state  in  the  Con^res.^  of  the  I'liited  States,  tor  the 
term  of  si:^t  years,. *Vom  and  after  the  4th  of  March  next. 

Sinee  the  adjournment  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  communica-^ 
Vions  upon  various  subjects  have  been  recerved  by  me  from  the  Es- 
ecutires  of  several  states  ol  tlic  Union,  which  will  be  laid  before  you^ 

It  has  been  well  said  that  eternal  yigilance  is  the  price  of  liber- 
ty." Our  fatlicrii  :<!;ov.  oil  their  jealousy  o!'overf?ro\vn  wealth  by  their 
legislative  enactnit'ins.  Wc  liave  no  lar^e  monopoli.<is  aniorirr  us  to 
exercise  a  sway;  no  privileged  classes  to  exert  a  rontioliui,^  inf?u- 
ence  over  our  popular  as^embhes :  But  the  inquiry  may  well  be  made, 
whether  our  institutions  are  perleetly  safe  in  another  direction  and 
a  different  class.  There  is  occasion  to  fear,  tliat  the  dema^v 
^gue,  uuder  tlic  pretence  of  sympathy,  mny  urtre  in  n  parlicipatiou 
in  our  elective  privileges,  those  who  have  tfoiu^l:!  an  asylum  among 
UR,  before  they  shall  be  qualiiied,  either  by  leugili  of  rc^  deuce,  or  at- 
lacimieuL  to  our  institutions,  to  exercise  that  sacred  ri^ut.  The  pu« 
rity  of  our  elections  should  be  matter  of  frequent  and  careful  invet« 
tigatMo. 

Coojing  immediately  from  amon^  the  people, you  must  be  intimate- 
ly acquainted  with  their  wants,  and  in  the  discharge  of  your  duties, 
can  engage  my  cordial  concurrence  in  all  measnrea  for  the  good  of 
the  people. 

The  leaponatble  sistions  to  which  my  fellow  citizebs  have  been 
pleased  repeatedly  to  call  me,  entitle  ihem  to  my  most  grateful  ac- 
Knowkdgments;  and  this  renewed  mark  of  fhe  public  favor  greatlj 
fnereasea  my  obligMions.  *

1.  The  credentials  of  Senators  shall  he  presented  to  the  Secretary  or 
Assistant  Secretary  previons  to  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  2d 
Thufsdajr  of  October,  at  which  time  the  Senate  shall  be  ealwd  to  order. 

The  Domes  of  the  Senators  shall  be  called  over,  and  when  a  quorum 
shall  have  taken  thoir  sont3,  they  si  n!!,  havinw  first  taken  the  necessa- 
ry oaths,  on  noniinaiion  of  the  Presidi  ?ir,  appoint  a  canvassing  com-f 
mitiee  cooiiisiiing  of  one  Senator  from  eacii  county,  to  join  such  com- 
mittee as  the  House  of  Representatives  may  appoint,  whose  duty  shall 
be  to  receive,  sort  and  count  the  votes  for  Governor,  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor and  Treasurer,  and  make  report  thereof  to  the  Joint  Assembly  of 
both  Houses. 

2.  The  Senate  shall  meet  every  day  (Sundays  excepted)  at  9  o'clock, 
ID  the  morning,  and  2  o'clock  in  the  alteruoon,  unle»ii  otherwise  special- 
ly ordered. 

3.  The  President  having  taken  the  chair  and  a  quorum  bebig  pressnt,

a  President  pro  tempore^ 

6.  No  Senator  shall  be  aljsent  without  leave,  unless  be  is  siek  oc  oth- 
erwise necessarily  detained. 

7.  No  Senator  shall  andihiy  speak  to  another,  or  otherwise  interrnpt 
the  business  of  the  Senate  while  tlie  journals  or  oMier  public  pupemaro 
being  read,  or  while  a  Senator  is  orderly  speaking  in  odbaie. 

8.  Every  Senator  when  he  speaks  shall,  standing  in  bis  place,  address 
l|ie  President,  and  when  he  has  finished,  shall  sit  down. 

^  No  Senator  shall  speak  more  than  twi$e  on  the  same  questbn 
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without  leave  of  the  Senate,  and  Senators,  who  haTe  «lliDa  spoken,  shall 

hot  again  be  entitled  u\  i}wf\oor  (rxrrpt  for  the  pofposeof  eiplaiMitMOy) 
lo  the  i^xclnsion  ot'anutb  r  uhu  lias  not  spoken. 

10.  Iti  ail  cases,  the  Scnuiar  iirst  ariaing  and  addressing  the  President 
(subject  t(S  the  restriction  of  rule  9,}  shall  bo  eadtled  to  the  floor,  and 
when  two  or  more  ariee  at  the  flttne  tlkne,  tho  FrsaidoDt  shall  name  tho 
one  who  is  to  speak.

TIic  first  hour  of  [\iq 
af  '■nffon's  siltin?  maybe  occupied  in  the  receiving  and  disposing  of 
re}>oiis  of  coniiiuiiees  and  in  completing  the  business  of  tlie  morning 
iiour ;  at  the  expiration  of  Which  the  Senate  will  again  take  up  the  or- 
ders of  the  day. , 

14.  Reports  of  odmmittees  may  be  signed  by  any  biember  la  bdrnlt 

of  the  committee,  nnd  shall  be  hy  hitn  presented  to  the  Senate  when  n. 
call  fnr  reports  is  made.  TJio  sii^ner  of  each  report  e^hall  he  held  res- 
ponsible for  the  accuracy  ot  its  statements  and  the  propriety  of  its 
language,  and  when  the  same  shall  be  under  consideration,  he  shall 
fiubor  liable  to  give  additional  statements  of  faets  or  other  explanatlotus 
in  answer  to  the  call  of  any  Senator. 

15.  The  procecdin?^  of  the  Senate,  except  when  actinjr  as  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whoh',  embracing  the  titles  of  bills  and  such  parts  there- 
of as  may  be  afiecied  by  proposed  amendments,  and  also  the  names  of 
Senators  and  the  votes  which  they  gira  on  every  question  decided  by 
yeas  end  nays,  shall  he  by  the  Secretaiy  aceurstely  and  ooneisely  in* 
sorted  in  the  journals.

REPORT 

OF  THE  SUPERlNTEiSDENT  OF  THE  STATE  PRISON. 

To  HU  Excd^ncy  Silas  H,  Jtnison^ 

Goiicrnor  oj  the  State  of  Vcniumt: 

1^'  presenting,  at  tins  time,  the  •'nniinl  report  of  the  situalion  of  the 
Vcrfiioni  State  Fnson,  the  Superintendent  has  fNe  satibfaction  to  an- 
nuuuce  to  yom  Excellency,  that  the  UDfortunate  persons  coDfiued  ihere- 
in,  during  the  past  year,  by  their  good  cooduct,  industry  and  obedience, 
bavtt  Tery  generaHy  meriled  the  apfirobfttion  of  the  offieen  of  the  ineti* 
tutlooy  iod  the  fiiTonble  eonrideration  of  the  Chief  MagistFBto  of  the 
State. 

An  HDcoaunon  degree  of  healdi  has  ptevailed  aoiong  them.  Not« 
witbstandmg  the  extreme  heat  of  the  seasoD,  there  has  been  uo  case  of 
severe  or  dangerous  sickness,  and  the  hospital  apartnientg  have  been 
wholly  unoccupied  for  several  montiis.  But  one  deatb  occurred 

during  the  year  past. 

in  relation  to  the  moral  and  religious  iiiipro\ rmeiu  of  the  convicts, 
the  Superintendent  has  the  gratificaLioii  to  srty,  that  so  Ikr  as  he  has  heen 
enabled  to  judge  iiom  blnct  peidouui  aueuiiou,  as  well  as  from  iitiorina- 
tloo  derived  m»n  oilier  sourees^  be  is  of  opinion  that  much  good  has 
been  effected  by  the  laiMMs  of  the  ChaplaiD,  and  b^  the  coarse  of  in- 
Stmction  and  religious  exercises  adopted  at  the  pnson.  From  enquiry 
and  examination  it  is  found  tliat  a  hv^e  number  of  iftose  conimiTtrt!  to 
prison  are  wholly  unable  to  read  or  write.    This  circumstance  renders 
it  necessary  to  devote  some  tinae  to  their  improvement  in  reading  and 
speUing,  without  which,  all  other  instructious  seem  to  be  of  little  use: — 
henoo  a  portioii  of  time  which  ought  to  be  consecrated  to  religious  ser- 
viees  bv  tiie  chaplain,  has  been  devoted  to  this  class  of  convicts:  Tiiis 
task,  irksome  and  laborious  as  itneoeasarily  is,  haa  been  perforni<  d  by 
the  chaplain,  and,  with  a  degree  of  succese  altogether  beyond  what 
could  hnve  reasonably  been  expected.    Many  now  read  the  Bible  intel- 
ligibly, who,  eight  monlha  since,  could  not  read  in  two  fiyllablef.  The 
suueniiteudeuL  however  regrets  to  say  lhat  the  meand  afiurded  for  the 
retbrmttdott  of  the  convicts^  always  the  nrimary  object  of  prison  disci* 
pline,  an,  b^  no  means  what  they  should  be.  The  want  of  a  suitable 
room  in  which  to  seat  the  convicts  comfortably,  during  the  hours  of  re- 
Ii;rif>tis  exercise,     found  to  be  n  grent  inconvenience.    The  arcn  of  the 
prison,  in  which  the  convicts  are  confined  ia  the  only  plnro  our  present 
mcan^  allow  us  to  occupy.    Althoneh  this  affords  looui  sulhcient  for  all 
to  asscuibie,  yet  it  is  fouud  liable  to  uiUiiy  serious  inconveniences,  iiy  th6 

Erotracted  confinement  of  the  convicts  in  their  cells,  and  the  imposd* 
iliQr  of  opening  and  cleansing  them  as  on  other  days,  the  air  is  render^ 
ed  exceed mgly  impure  and  unwholsome.  The  mind  namraHy  revolts 
a!  the  idea  of  connecting  the  social  worship  of  our  Creator,  with  the 
plncc  nf  soliiiiry  confineraeot  for  crime  :— its  nntnral  tendency  is  to  har- 
den the  heart  and  render  it  still  more  inaccessible  to  the  iniths  of  the 
Gospel  or  the  admonitions  and  itistructions  of  its  teacher,  thus  counter- 
acting much  of  the  good,  which  might  otherwise  be  derived  fiK>m  these 
Hocssiarily  limited  advantages.  TIm  duties  of  the  chaplain  are  ardu- 
ous and  unpleasant,  and  require  a  portion  of  each  day  to  be  devoted  to 
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them  ;  this  arrangeojeol  seems  to  bo  indisp«M«blc^  it  •^f  pmnMi 
beneGt  is  to  be  derived  frwn  hii  Wiom  ...  a; 

It  woald  mm  that  the  compensation  now  allowed  this  officer  is 
aaMQmlent  for  the  eertioflo  required:  I  would  therefore  rc.pec  it  ully 

eamit  Ihemopriety  of  fome  legislative  action  upon  ihissuUjecr,  ay  well 
iXTof  a  pnion  rh.pel  or  place  of  worship.  From  a  r^^P^^^^^^^^i'^ 
chaplain,  made  to  me  :i  tew  days  since,  which  I  herewith  transinittoyour 
Execlfency,  many  interestmg  tacts  and  circumstaneeap  m  fj."? 
former  Jife,  character  and  h&la  of  the  ctmvicia  m  piiaon  are  exhibited, 
Whieh  U  my  be  deairable  to  publish  for  the  (TfTZAt^Z^^^ 
and  the  benefit  of  thooe  engaged  in  the  very  laudable  aDdrntorcaun^de- 
liffn  of  perfocling  a  system  of  priwn  dwipline. 

Astbrytate  baa  disposed  ot  the  lai.or  of  the  convicts  by  cont^ac^ 
which,  in  its  terms,  obli^res  the  contractor  to  dihburbeand  pay  aUthOClir- 
reni  expenses  of  the  prison,  U  would  be  veiy  unmteMtmg  to  dMil  Ihe 
various  branches  earned  on  in  itadiflferent  depart mento.  It  may  be  prop- 
er, however,  to  remark  that  the  busi  ness  of  the  orison  is  in  successfn  1  op- 
emiott.  and  a  mdy  maiket  found  for  the  articles  manufartured  tbeiem. 

Thecontractors  have  prnmptly  complied  with  ihe  ol^l.-aiions  they 
wer^;  trnder  to  the  state,  to  iurnish  ih^  necessary  siip|.iic8  tor  tlic  pnsoPt 
&c.  Rnd  cvpry  fucility,  cousisleiit  with  duly  totbcbUiie,  has  been affimt- 
ed  them  by  the  goverutnent  of  the  prison  for  the  aueeeaelttl  pnieeeution 
of  their  business  operations.  _  ^  ,,  .  » 

Of  the  debta  due  the  Prwon,  and  now  remaining  iinoolleeted,  a  very 
hirffe  proporUon  are  of  litUe value;  and  the  property  on  hand,  though 
nominally  of  considerable  amount,  i*?  fonnd.  on  exumifiaiioii,io  boot  ve- 
ry little  actual  value,  and  almost  wiiollv  imsaleahln.  liut  as  there  was 
•  coramiitee  appointed  at  the  last  session  to  examine  and  report  on  the 
situation  of  the  prison  property,  who  have  attended  to  the  enroinauoo, 
I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  go  hito  a  particular  descnfmon  of  it  in  tois re- 
port.

SiB,^The  periofl  haa  again  arrived,  at  which  the  dtuy  devolves  upon 
me  of  Importing  to  yoti  the  moral  condition  of  tiic  [)rison  over  which 
you  have  the  charge;  and  !  beg  leave  to  submit  ibo  Ibllowincc  : 

The  punishment  ot  ibe  transgressor  of  our  wholesome  laws  is  not 
only  act  of  strict  justice,  but  is  also  disciplinary ;  the  former  awnida 
10  the  offender  hia  cMKna,  and  the  tatter  respects  the  principal  end  of 
puniabnient)  the  reformation  of  the  culprit;  while,  therefore,  the  mroog 
band  of  the  proper  authority  inflicts  the  punishment  of  the  law.  noth- 
ing can  be  more  desirable  to  every  philanthropic  and  philosophic  mind 
than  to  learn  thnt  ihn.  ^rrent  end  of  punishment  is  accompiiehed  in  the 
retormaiion  ol  tho  puiiisljod. 

Influenced,  undoubtedly,  by  tbe^  just  and  beneficent  conaiderati^ns, 
our  rulers  have  seen  fit  to  adopt  the  method  of  confinement  to  hard 
labor  in  the  State  Priaon,  as  the  moot  humane  and  yet  tfidutd  mode 
of  puniahment^to  retard  the  progress  of  evil  in  fsocicty,  snd  at  the 
fame  time  reform  the  culprit.  The  actual  utility  of  this  mod«  of  pun« 
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ithmenr,  abd  its  superiority  over  all  otheid  ever  luauiuted,  is  in  every 
poinc  df  view  appareot  to  all  those  States  which  have  adopted  it,  uml 
fimilai*  systems  of  prison  disciplioey  from  its  practical  results. 
Th '  niinujl  reports  of  other  prisons  exhibit  many  interesting  facta 

which  go  to  show  the  advaiitarjes  of  tliis  mode  of  ptinislinicnt,  and  at 
the  same  time  suggubt  new  idcuii  and  methods,  f,'rovvi:!((  out  of  actual 
experiments  io  reialiuii  to  in isou  discipline,  whrcii  we  are  allowed  to 
jneoroorate  into  our  own,  to  recder  it  more  perfect  in  tlie  utininment  ol 
the  objects  for  which  punisliments  are  instituted.  In  relation  to  our 
own  prison,  I  am  fully  sensible^  from  tlie  experience  and  observation 
of  a  number  of  years,  that  our  police  regulniioos,  if  carried  into  e£N}ct, 
woulii  not  fail  to  produce  a  vMst  p.mount  of  i^ooi!,  in  the  r«formation  of 
tho  convicts.  Our  excellent  hy-iawti,  also,  if  raiilirull y  exccutcl,  liavo 
u  salutary  effect  in  checking  the  evi!  habits  ajul  proj  ensii  ics  of  the  pris- 
eoerB,  and  hold  tliem  iu  a  favorahle  condition  to  he  ucied  uj)  ;n  by  tho 
eommanding  and  renovating  influences  of  that  gospel,  wiiich^when 
once  received,  renews  the  heart,  and  reforms  the  life;  while,  at  the 
same  lime,  those  laws  are  calculated  to  promote  health  and  cleanliness 
smoiig  the  I'ci'^oners;. 

As  the  rclurniaiiun  of  ilie  punished  is  the  acknowledged  ob  oct  in  the 
infliction  of  punishment,  1  take  the  lilierly  to  s\)*:\rvi^t  tfiat,  of  which  I 
kaotv  you  are  seusible,  that  every  officer  and  hand  emplovt  d  in  and 
about  the  prison,  should  be  strictly  moral  in  his  deportment,  and 
pirttcularly  exemplary  in  his  life,  before  the  prisonfrs^  and  thus  lead 
them  to  understand  that  all  feel  deeply  interested  in  their  reformation* 
The  principle  of  f<olirary  ntif!  separate  confinenifnT,  upon  which  our 
prison  ««yslom  is  based,  I  confidently  believe  is  admirably  adapted  to 
pronioie  lite  relunnuliuu  of  tho  prisoners;  for  a  lainilnM' of  di'iuavcd 
minds  associated  together  muuialiy  mU\  corrupiton  lo  each  otiicr;  ^iud 
as  in  our  prison  they  are  kept  in  soUtude,  alone  by  night,  they  reflect 
upon  their  present  situation,  take  a  retrospective  view  of  the  past,  anti 
form  purposes  of  amendment  for  the  future;  so  should  the  siriciest 
vigilance  and  attention  be  kept  up  by  day,  while  the  prisoin  rs  rue  at 
lai»or,  to  ki'pp  tljeni  fr  irn  associating  together  in  conversation,  corrupt • 
tag  tiaGi)  oiiiLi  and  cunu  iving  itdschief. 

1  think  it  my  duty  to  give  it  as  ray  opinion  that  the  change  wliioh 
has  recently  taken  place  in  the  business  of  the  prison,  has  not  had  sa 
an  effect  upon  the  moral  condition  of  the  prisoners  as  would  have 
desirable,  nor  as  we  should  probably  have  wiines^d,  had  they 
been,  as  formerly,  under  the  immediate  cnntro'  and  direcdon  of  the  fu. 
perintendent  ;  nor  is  it  probable,  that  iln'se  ilifHeiihies  will  b^  wholly 
removed,  while  the  convicts  are  under  the  ilircciion  oi  the  contractors, 
however  well  disposed  towards  them  the  contractors  may  be. 

But  notwithstanding  all  our  embarrassments.  I  am  happy  to  be  able 
to  report  to  you,  a  decided  improvement  in  the  morals  of  the  prisoners* 
The  confidence  in,  and  attarhment  which  they  feel  towards  their  sii* 
perintendent,  (which  they  all  cxprcsfj,)  and  tlieir  kind  fet  lin^s  toward* 
the  other  otlicers  of  tha  ])ri8on.  evidently  iiftve  a  favorable  effect  upon 
their  moral  and  rcliirious  feelings. 

Every  efibrt  has  been  us  -d  the  past  year  by  your  cb.aplain,  which  hiii 
experience  and  the  wants  of  the  prisoners  did  suggest,  for  their  morut  ^ 
improwmeni.  The  labors  of  the  ehaplaui  among  the  prisoners  are  ar- 
dooos,  ooofincd  and  unhealtbv,  yet  Iw  has  endeavored  to  discliai go 
those  duties  with  fidelity  and  faithfulness.  I  have  bestowed  all  the  ist- 
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lentioD  upoD  ihem  wbieb  mr  troiill  eompmitioii  woald  mo  to 

do  ;  nor  does  yonr  chaplain  feel  that  his  labon  have  been  ahosetbor 
loflt.  While  he  baa  Tinted  the  conTlcla  and  oonverscd  with  them  fa- 
miliarly) in  their  celts  and  at  their  shops,  and  while  lie  has  daily  led 
their  evening"  devotions,  and  on  the  .^ahlnith,  cndeavaretl  to  shed  upon 
thfm  the  li^hi  of  divine  truili,  he  is  enai)led  confideully  to  report  thai 

Su  >d  tins  b^'en  evidently  etl'ected.  The  feelings  and  views  of  many  of 
le  prisooera  have  been  recently  changed  :— the  thoughtlesa  are  1^  to 
aarioua  reflection ;  the  TindietiTCr  to  mild  and  forigiviag  tempera ;  tba 
■tubbom  and  refractory,  to  subdued  feeling  and  checrfiil  obedience  ;  tba 
Intemperate,  to  a  serious  determination  to  abandon  the  conn  3  vvbirh  has 
led  theni  to  infamy  and  the  prison  ;  thoHB  who  were  brutifrhly  isrnorant, 
are  led  to  a  thirst  for  instruction  and  knowledge  :  the  hard  hearted  and 
irreligious,  to  a  discovery  of  their  obligations  to  God  and  man  ;  and 
aome  few,  1  trust,  haro  been  made  the  happy  panakera  of  Hia  Grace. 
Keltgioue  eerricea  are  attended  eveiy  evenuig  in  the  prison  cbapel  ba» 
lore  they  retire  to  their  cellar  which  consist  in  reading  a  chapter  of  the 
bible,  or  sinj^ing  a  hymn,  and  prayrr.  One  8ai)ba^  in  three  there  is 
preaching  through  the  (Inv  in  other  ehajMils,  and  on  the  other  two, 
in  tho  fortMmon  (*nly^  wiiti  a  reuiltng  school  in  the  aiteroooa  for  tba 
beuunt  ut  ihc  unleitt  red  part  of  the  prisoners. 

Tha  aehool  at  prenant  nnmbara  thirty-foar  ichobn^  and  I  am  happy 
to  report  that  it  ia  In  a  very  flouriehtngconditiOD,  and  that  fine  improvo- 
men!  is  made  by  tha  Bcbolara  in  reading  and  speliinjr.  About  twenty* 
two  of  them  can  now  read  very  well  in  the  Ne^v  Trf?timcnt,  some  of 
v.'hofn,  when  they  rarriR  to  the  prison,  did  not  know  one  letter  from 
another.  1  think  that  this  fech^ol  should  be  riirouraged.  Many  of  the 
priaouera  express  much  graiiticuuou  at  havuig  au  opportunity  of  in« 
atruction.  Tha  Sabbath  Sjebool  ia  vaiy  intereating ,  and  aTideotly  in- 
ereaaea  in  intereat.  Tha  pwMont  number  of  scholars  is  tbirty-ei^bl,  all 
of  whom  voluntarily  attend.  The  goapala  of  St.  Matthew*  aim  Joha 
have  lM»en  principally  committed  to  memory.  OrvM  good  has  grown 
01a  of  the  establish nient  ot'  thin  institution.  Many,  who  ^vere  hefjre 
strangers  to  the  bible,  are  now  fuujiliar  witii  lix' sacred  voiimit-,  and 
have  an  ardent  thirst  for  reading  other  good  books,  of  which,  we 
haTO  not  a  aufficiant  mipply.  A  new  supply  of  tracta  would  ba 
•  very  desirable.  Upon  the  whole,  I  would  say  that  I  lia?o  never  knowB 
'  the  time  since  my  connection  with  the  mora!  department  of  thia  priean, 
when  the  pii^oners  listened  with  greater  attention  to  reli^yions  instruc- 
tion than  tluring  the  past  year.  Their  conduct  in  gLnoial,  in  tiniee  ot 
divine  service,  would  do  honor  to  a  more  favored  asseiiibly.  J  he  nunj- 
ber  of  convicta  prolbming  piety  in  the  prison  at  present,  is  six,  two  of 
whom  haTO  thia  aeaaon  profeamd  a  hope  in  Obriat  I  heartily  congnit* 
ulato  you,  and  the  whole  christian  commnnity,  ou  the  evidaiit  diminn- 
lion  of  crime  in  this  state.  It  is  a  source  of  the  bigheat  gnttificatioa 
that  the  number  of  convicts  is  frillinsf  off  instcnd  of  iacreann|^  and  that 
there  hnvc  l>eon  so  few  rpcotnniitmcnls  the  past  yonv. 

I  lake  this  occasion  io  suggest,  what  1  am  happy  to  learn  yon  concur 
in,  the  importance  of  erecting  a  chapel,  wiiich  siiall  be  more  coiuniodi-

The  plae#  wbaeli  we  occupy  ie  also  ozeoodingl^  aneoaio 
fertaMe  id  cold  weather,  and  the  aeats  of  the  prisoneis  Tery  lucoDYen* 
ieat,  beiog  moveable  beoebee  -withoat  backs,  against  which  to  leaiu 

These,  and  other  inconveniences  of  equni  magniuide,  we  now  realize, 
i  earnestly  hope  iliat  an  appropriation  mny  be  made,  tor  tti6  erection  of  a 
new  place  of  worsJiip,  and  for  a  ho8[)ital  also,  lor  the  comfort  of  the  sick.

In  concluding  this  Report,  1  will  observe  that,  when  we  consider  tli« 
depraved  minds  to  be  acted  upon,  and  tlie  dispositions  as  vanous  almost 
as  their  countenances;  and  that  the  ioveterate  babita  of  ain  bad  almoat 
obliterated  alt  senae  of  moral  obligatioD  among  them,  and  that  the  efiecta 
of  the  long  indulged  babies  of  heaatly  appetitea  and  passione,  have  bad 
apon  their  mentid  and  physical  powers,  we  eannft  btit  regard  any  evi- 
dencesof  moral  improvement  among  the  convicts,  as  a  source  of  en- 
coura<Ternent,  to  cotuuuie  with  renewed  assiduity,  our  best  exertions  for 
their  further  refonnatiun  ;  und  while  your  cliaplain  vvuaesses,  with  pleas- 
ure, the  earnest  endeavors  of  the  Superintendant,  to  promote  the  beat 
good  of  the  oonficti^  I  beg  you  to  be  aamired,  that  no  labor  or  exertion 
an  hia  part,  aball  be  apared  to  promote  this  all  desirable  object,  while  he 
•hall  be  permitted  t  >  act  in  the  moral  department  of  the  Prison.

8i»~In  rompliance  wiih  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  benefit  of 
thr  Deafand  Dimib,'*  nnil  *•  An  act  for  the  benefit  of  Hiind,''  the  Cum- 
missioncrs  reapcclfiilly  rep<ii*t :  'I'hat  llie  Coinniissioiicrs  have  paid  to 
The  Afix  riran  Asyhuii  at  Hartford,  (Conn.)  from  i!te  l«t  of  Jinv, 
to  the  ist  oi  June,  i83d,  ibe  sum  of  $7,851  S9,  fur  the  board  mid  iiiiiioa 
of  the  deaf  mutes,  who  have  been  admitted  bj  tbero  as  beneficiaries  to 
that  institution,  which  they  have  drawn  from  iho  treasury  of  this  btate, 
upon  tho  appropriatiODs  made  by  Xhh  stafc. 

For  the  four  ycnrs  cndin;?  1st  l>eremb(T,  1837,  iho  nvcra^rnnnniiril  ex- 
pensu  to  the  Btnte  amounted  to  $1,757  ;  the  number  of  beneliciaries  has 
bffr'n  from  14  to  20  per  year. 

i  or  the  lust  year  ending  Jst  June,  there  have  been  IG  at  the  Asyluiii  f 
the  board  and  tuition  amounting  to  $1C),00  00,  and  incidental  expenses 
of  clothini^  and  nursing  amounted  to  $136  02. 

U(>  to  Nov.  1630  tlic  commissioners  had  tidopted  the  rule,  that  no  ben* 
tficiary  would  be  received  imlcfls  bonds  slioiild  be  procured  to  the  state, 
to  pay  nil  expensr^q  of  t!ic  pupils  besiiles  board  and  tuitiofu  This  rule 
exchidtd  m.'iiiy  luif'irluuale  nuiies,  who  !  :n>  no  friends  {o  prorurc  for 
them  such  bond:?.  The  Legislature  in  leiiO  adopter]  a  res<ihiiion  te- 
qniring  the  commMonera,  in  cases  of  extreme  poverty,  to  admit  tbem, 
and  di^ipense  with  such  bonds. 

At  the  commencement  of  ibis  year,  the  commissioners  admitted  nine 
benrflciiirie?,  el^rht  of  \\  fioiii  Ii.'  vx'  to  be  entirely  provided  Cvr  hy  the  state. 

The  eonlnli^'•>^iolie^s  were  <'!>;iged  to  receive  ilieni  thi;«,  or  deny  tliem 
the  beiieiit  of  an  ai'propnnte  education,  as  llicy  bad  no  Iriends  in  n 
eituuiiou  to  aid  liiem  ;  and  ihe  conuni.<sioners  deemed  it  their  duty  to  ad- 
mit them,  from  what  they  supposed  to  have  been  the  intention  of  the 
Legislature. 

The  number  fbr  the  present  year  will  be  increased  from  last  year,  and 

also  ih»'  f'\pet!«e  of  sup|>orring  them  ;  yet  at  ific  prcpent  low  charge^  of 
the  Asylum,  the  commissioners  believe  that  the  annual  appiopriations 
already  made  will  be  amply  sufHcicnt. 

'1  he  state  have,  at  the  Xew-Kngland  Insiitntion  for  the  Blind  at  Bot< 
ton,  five  beneficisricfi^  at  tbe  annual  expense  of  $  160  each  Ibr  board  and 
tuition,  and  the  addition  of  clothing  for  one  of  ihpm. 

The  expenses  of  the  institution  for  the  blind  ai*e  much  grenter  than  at 
the  Asylum,  for  the  reason  lltat  the  Atjyluni  has  a  large  fniul,  about 
$200,000,  the  inco'nf^  of  whieli  is  nppifipiiaied  towards  tho  r\jnisf  s; 
the  defirienry  onl\  is  eiinrjied  upon  ilie  piip-ls;  whereas,  at  the  liistiiu- 
lion  for  if)B  blind,  the  whole  expense  has  to  be  made  upu|)on  the  pupils. 

One  of  the  commimionere  has  thlssea^^en  vi«itefi  the  Asylum,  and  the 
Institution  for  tbe  blind,  and  oannot  speak  in  too  high  terms  of  com- 
niendation  of  both  institution?:.  The  system  of  iostmction,  order  and 
comfort  to  the  nnfortunate  pupils,  and  the  benefit  of  the  instrucJion  of- 
forderl  them,  is  all  thn^  tlie  most  Fan  !7uine  expectations  of  the  lienevoleot 
founders  of  these  institutions  could  have  antieipnfed. 

The  conmiissioncrs  are  fully  satisfied  inat  no  appio[)riaiion,  made  by 
this  state,  is  moro  usefully,  tieneficially  and  iiumanely  made,  than  in

The  commUre«8  on  Edtteafion  of  the  8eD«te  and  House  of  Repreien* 

tativesniet  in  joint  commiitee,  have  had  under  consideration  the  memo* 

rial  of'Atldisun  Brown  and  others,  praying  for  an  alteration  ofthe  exisiing 
Inw  fnv the  s!i[)port  of coniiTion  schools;  also,  n  resolution  r*'!«tinfrio  tito 
appointiin  nt  ola  board  of  commissioners  ;  also,a  rc  olulion  wiih  npard 
to  a  Tt-aclier^s  Seminary,  and  memorials  from  the  trustees  of  Caledonia 
County  Grammar  School  and  of  the  Newbury  Seminary  with  regard  lo 
tbedistrtbuttoD  of  the  school  fund  to^collcgcs  and  academies,  respeetfullj 

KEPORT: 

That  they  agree  with  the  memorialists  in  considering  our  common 
schools  as  the  |peat  bulwarks  of  our  ftee  institutions.  WClle  the  us- 
urpefl  authorities  snd  amiquated  abuses  of  the  ohl  world  are  sustained 

chiefly  hy  iho  i^rmrnnce  and  degradation  of  the  lahorinir  cIhsspj!,  the 
sole  hope  of  our  western  republics  is  in  the  intelligence  and  virtue  ot 
the  people.     The  government  is  ilieir  government,  and  will  derive  its 
cimracter  from  that  of  the  individuals  who  cotistituie  it.     While  the 
schoof  master  is  atnnood  in  eveiy  school  district,  we  need  no  standing 
army  to  preserve  us  from  internal  commotions;  we  shall  aufier  no  in- 
jury from  the  intrigues  of  the  artful  demagogue  or  the  usurpations  of 
amhitinns  |pndcr<.    Every  ritizpti  of  this  State  will  understnnd  and  ap- 
preciate liie  (lii'iiity  of  his  position,  and  licentiousness  on  iliC  one  hand 
and  iniplicit  obedience  on  the  other,  will  receive  their  merited  rehuke. 
These  are  principles  which  have  been  well  understood  and  acted  upon 
by  the  peo{>le  of  this  State.  They  have  displayed  a  libemlity  in  voili*g 
money  to  titeir  common  schools,  which  has  done,  and  win  continue  to 
do  them  honor,    lint  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  something  is 
wantiriL'  ht  '^irfes  the  hestowment  of  money,  to  give  that  cbtu  Rcter  to 
these  scfiools  wliirit  their  importnnee  demands.     The  ii?^  inhn' -^^  of 
theae  institution!^,  (iepends  very  much  on  the  charncu  i  uf  liie  aibirucl- 
ors.    When  the  teacher  and  the  pupils  are  assembled  within  the  naked 
Walls  of  a  school  hmtse,  without  books  or  npparatus,  it  must  be  evident 
that  the  direction,  shape,  and  character  which  is  to  be  given  to  the  piss* 
tic  mnterials  upon  which  he  is  to  display  his  skill,  de(>end  entirely  upon 
himself.   To  tl;^  best  informed,  the  instruction  of  the  youthful  inirlltcr^ 
and  tlie  formation  of  their  moral  rhnrncter,  h  n  dt  lici:te  tusk  ;  nnd 
when  we  consider  bow  many  undertake  this  duty  without  any  ])ie- 
vions  preparation,  how  little  knowledge  *6  disseminated  upon  Uiis 
subject,  and  what  varietjr  of  views  are  entertained  upon  it^youreommit* 
tee  are  not  surprised  that  the  legislature  are  so  earnestly  and  rspeatedly 
petitioned  upon  this  subject.   Other  states,  which  have  at  a  later  period 
odopted  the  system  of  eommon  schools,  have  seen  these  evils  and  en- 
dtfnvored  to  apply  a  remedy.    Some  have *em ployed  agents  at  n  con* 
pidernble   expense    to  collect  information,   and  nil  have  established 
souicthing  tike  an  uniform  system  by  which  oualilied  teachers  are  se> 
cured«  uniformity  in  hooka  obtained,  and  a  metnod  of  reeeiving  returns 
by  which  information  may  be  obtained  of  the  progress  of  education  in 
diHerent  parte  of  the  state,  and  important  facts  made  known  to  the 
•whole  people.     In  thi?^  rnnnrer  n  spuit  of  inqtiiry     kept  np^  and  aO 
intcreat  in  the  success  of  common  schools  is  genmllj  ielt. 
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The  fvils  complained  ot  in  the  memorials  referred  to  the  comm'utee, 
are  a  whui  ol  a  Jsystemrttic  course  of  insh ueiion— the  constnn:  *  li.iri::e  of 
boolLsby  euc2e€diug  teachers  — the  use  of  books  not  adapieii  lo  ilie  age 
mod  uodemanding  of  children^tbe  difierent  modes  of  disciptioo  adopt- 
ed,  frsqasntly  opemting  veiy  unfavorably  od  their  moral  chaFaccer-^e 
frequent  change  of  teach ers-^their  incompetency — the  bad  location  and 
ill  <  oTistmciion  oi  school  houses  and  a  wmot  of  suitable  books  and  ap^ 
paratue. 

Vour  comintUee  unite  with  the  memorialigts  in  the  belief  that  these 
evils  exist,  and  agree  also  wiiii  thcni  that  it  is  tbe  duty  of  tbe  legislature 
to  afford  all  reasonable  facilities  for  removing  them ;  but  your  committee 
believe  there  would  be  Insuperable  difficulties  in  pointing  out  by  law,  a 
course  ot  studies  which  should  be  universally  adopted,  or  in  authorizing 
a  boarfl  ef  commissioners  to  do  \hv.  «ntne.  A  return  to  the  system  of 
conuinssio'ners  in  each  town  tm-  ihc  sdn  tion  of  school  books  and  the 
exaiuinatioii  of  teacherS|  Im.s  1>l*€ii  presented  lo  their  considerotion.  But 
although  they  can  see  many  advautages  which  might  result  from  such 
a  boardi  ihey  did  not  consider  it  expedient  to  ask  the  legislature  to  re- 
enact  a  law  so  lately  repealed.  The  standard  of  education  in  these 
schools,  must,  aAnr  all,  depend  ver^much  on  the  wants  and  information 
of  ihe  parents  vho  sustain  llirm.  If  they  believo  thnt  nothing  is  neces- 
sary in  the  teaclier  but  good  muscular  developement  suffieicnt  lo  re- 
strain and  mduluc  the  refractory,  and  a  knowledge  of  the  common  rudi- 
ments of  education,  such  a  one  will  be  employed.  They  will  not  be 
induced  to  (ay  their  money  toseoure  tbe  services  of  an  accomplished 
teacher  who  would,  at  tbe  same  time,  cultivate  the  Intellectual  and  moral 
faculties  of  immortal  beings  committed  to  his  charge-  But  the  advau- 
ifiifps  of  intellerfual  and  moral  culture  h-ivf»oTi!y  lobe  known  to  be  duly 
cilipi  ociated  ;  tiid  if  not  tu  be  obtained  lor  himself,  no  parent  is  so  rude 
uui  that  iic  desires  them  for  his  children. 

Your  committee,  ilierefore,  believe  that  the  best  method  of  elevation 
tbe  character  of  common  schools  and  removing  the  evils  complained  o$ 
is  bjf  diffusing  information  on  this  subject  among  the  people,  and  thus 
exciting  a  spirit  of  enquiry.  Ibis  information  cannot  be  diffused  uuvi 
it  has  been  collected.  They  have,  thfrrfore,  proposed  a  meilio  l  ly 
which  inforfnaiion  with  regard  to  the  schu'>l<  in  ifiis  Btate  mnv  Im-  col- 
lected and  bubmitted  to  the  people.  It  is  in  tins  way  alone,  that  they 
hope  to  produce  uniformity,  and  prepare  tbe  minds  ofthepeople  to  in- 
troduce such  improvements  as  may  ne  found  necsseary.  For  this  pur- 
pose, ihey  recommend  the  adoption  ol  the  first  resolution  aocompanying 
this  report. 

Your  committee  have  also  had  under  considernfion  thf^  rnnditron  of 
the  colleges  and  .uademies  of  this  slate,  and  have  cml)raccd  liiom  in  the 
subject  of  enquiries  contein[)tHted  iti  the  bill.  They  regret  to  liod  that 
while  these  institutions  are  intimately  connected  with  the  success  of 
Gommea  sebook^  and  are  as  peculiarly  the  institutions  of  tbe  people, 
they  have  by  no  means  received  equal  favor  at  their  hands.  If  it  were 
only  for  the  influence  they  liavc  upon  common  schools  in  their  neigh- 
borhood by  furnishing  competent  teachers,  ihey  would  be  deserving  of 
patronage  and  support.  But  this  i^  not  the  only  service  they  rentier  to 
the  community  ;  iliey  form  the  errand  protection  of  the  people  against 
any  possible  danger  from  an  aristocracy  of  wealth.  If  the  number  of 
these  were  so  limited  that  tbe  aona  of  the  rich  alooe  could  be  adttcated 
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witliin  ilirii  walls,  then  rni;!:}it  tlie  alarm  be  sounded.     Slight  would  be 
the  resistance  which  could  be  opposed  by  the  [mor,  and  the  uulcamed, 
against  the  combined  influence  of  wealth  and  education.  Then  might 
they  be' exposed  to  become  hewers  of  wood  and  drawen  of  water  to  a 
htuglity  aristocracy,  or  throw  themselves  into  the  hands  of  an  artfnl 
despot  who  would  only  flatter  to  betray.   But  from  such  dangers fndU 
vidual  enterprise  has  tbn??  fir  protectf^d  us.     AcndemTc^,  f^ratnmar 
scliools,  nnd  colleges  have  been  planted  in  i  vcry  corner  of  our  luful,  and 
thesoQot'the  poorest  man  in  our  state,  it  born  with  poiin  l  uiind  nnd 
body,  may,  if  he  feels  the  jgenerous  promptingii  oi  a  soul  ea^er  lor 
.  knowledge,  obtain  an  education  equal  to  that  of  the  child  of  afflaenee. 
It  is  these  scions  of  a  noble  stock,  the  sons  of  the  hardy' yeomanry  of 
our  country,  whose  frames  have  been  invigorated  by  laoor,  and  wnose 
minds  have  been  riiliivnted  in  the  academies  and  colleges  of  onr  (*0!in- 
try  ,  thai  have  shed  such  a  lustre  upon  our  Tinme;  who  have  Flood  up  ia 
the  face  of  ihe  world  and  asserted  the  rights  of  humanity;  whose  sym- 
pathies are  with  the  people;  whom  wealth  cannot  seduce  nor  power 
cormpt.    It  appears  to  your  committee  that  while  the  legislature  h«fO 
been  bestowioff  their  patronage  upon  common  schools  with  a  liberal 
hand,  even  to  the  extent  of  almost  overwhelming  them  with  their  boun- 
ties, these  higher  institutions  have  never  received  any  thing  from  tlio 
public  treasury.    In  a  few  counties  a  slight  income  ig  received  from 
grammar  school  lands  reserved  in  the  origmal  charter  ufsouie  towns.  But 
for  the  most  part  these  institutions  have  been  founded  and  sustained  en- 
tuely  by  private  liberality.  It  is  well  known  that  they  cannot  malnlaiii 
a  high  rank  from  the  Income  derived  for  tuition  alone.    This  tuition 
cannot  safely  be  increased  without  diminishing  their  number,  and  ex- 
cluding from  their  benclits  all  but  the  rich.    This  would  essentially 
impair  their  uscfiiliiess  and  mi^jlit  furnish  some  reason  for  the  jealousy 
with  which  they  arc  now  viewed  by  perilous  who  have  not  coubidered 
all  their  influence  upon  the  intelligence  and  liberty  of  the  people. 
They  have  thus  far  been  sustained  only  by  great  sacrifices  on  tne|«rt 
of  benevolent  and  public  sitirited  individuals.    This  resource  is  nearly 
exliaustcd,   tfie  acadamic^  nrf  In^tnrin;::  under  ernbaiTassmrnt?,  their 
friends  are  almost  dishear'.ene  i,  and  see  no  other  niu-aiis  of  relief  but 
from  the  action  of  the  legislature.     There  appears  lo  iIjp  cormniitee, 
h^usfuetory  reasons  why  this  relief  should  be  extended  to  ibeai.'** 
Common  schools  have  Imoo  abundantly  provided  fori  and  they  have  a 
never  failing  resource  in  the  favor  of  the  people.  It  is  an  admitted  princi- 
ple that  they  should  never  i»c  wholly  supported  from  the  public  treasu- 
ry, and  it  ir*  thought  by  many  that  the  limits  by  which  the  public  boun- 
ty should  he  restrained,  has  already  been  reached.    To  be  consistent, 
tiieu,  it  becomes  the  legislature  to  inquire  if  no  aid  can  be  extended  lo 
theife  neglected  instiiuti>>ns,  which,  uuder  great  difticultie&^  have  beeu 
conferring  important  benefits  upon  the  community*  If  it  wtere  only  for 
the  purpose  of  raising  np  qualified  teachers  for  common  schools,  they 
would  deserve  the  patronB|^  of  the  stale.   By  this  means,  instead  of  es- 
tablislilng  a  teacher's  seminary  for  the  whole  state,     coTitemfdated  in 
one  of  the  resolutions  referred  to  the  committee,  we  should  j)latu  and 
maintain  a  teacher's  seminary  for  every  countyi  and  in  most  instanceSi 
two  or  three  to  a  county. 

Iti  fortunately  for  the  purpose  contemplated,  happent  that  the  itato 
hit  n  school  fund,  whicn  may,  with  great  propriety,  De  appropriated  t» 
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the  aid  of  these  institutions.  The  annual  income  alone  iVivltle  i  among 
them  in  some  ratio  which  may  h'Tf alter  be  determined,  would  much 
rLlievr  ihcir  embarrasf^iiit  tiiii  ujrI  iin  reaao  their  usefulness.  The  pobcy 
qI  allowing  this  sum  to  accumulate  for  a  future  generation,  is  of 
very  quMtionablo  nature.  If  it  w  trua  that  commuo  achools  should  not 
be  Nttained  entirety  by  publie  money,  we  shall  confer  a  greater  benefit 
upon  the  perMni  wbo  are  to  sucrt  rd  us,  by  expending  ibis  fund  for 
tlieir  cilucation,  thiin  l)y  hpqiienthing  totlicra  a  frmsure  whose  tenden- 
dency  ^hail  be  te  ieneu  liieir  interest  in  the  great  cause  it  was  intended 
10  promote. 

Jiui  your  committee  are  not  (ircparcU  to  advise  any  distribution. 
They  haTO  not  lecelTed  such  information  as  would  justify  any  speciBe 
plan.  It  Is  for  this  reason  they  haire  united  these  institntions  with  the 
common  schools  in  the  inquiry  which  they  propose  to  make  ihrough 

the  Secretary  ot  State,  as  pr  vidpri  in  the  resolutions  nrcofrtprmying 
this  report.  They  are  iutiniaiely  connected  with  one  nnoihrr  iii  ilie  in- 
fluence which  they  exert  upon  ihe  chanicier  an(i  !ntel!ij.'once  of  the 
risinj'  geiicration,  and  should  not  l>o  separated  in  any  sclteme  which 
Ins  lor  its  obiect  the  advancement  ol  these  great  interests.  It  the  leg* 
iskturs  sfaonid  not  finally  make  tho  proposetl  distribntion,  the  informa- 
tion thus  collected  will  be  of  great  service  to  the  cause  of  education  ui 
lha  stale*

By  an  act  passed  Nov.  r»,  1835,  the  Quarter  Master  General  wag  au- 
thorized to  loan  to  Capi.  Partridge  150  muskets.  SiuctJ  the  date  of  my 
ropori  to  the  legislature  of  last  ^ear  he  has  received  100  of  ih@m,  iu 
good  order ;  for  which  I  have  his  receipt.  Immediately  t^ker  the  re- 
ception of  your  order  of  the  23d  of  March  last,  for  cleaumg  asd  repair- 
lug  the  State  anKi%  I  took  such  measorea  to  c  u  i  }  that  order  into  etiect 
as  app^red  to  uie  most  likely  to  insure  a  faithful  performance  of  the 
work,  and  at  a  reasonable  pricr.  In  the  f  xerution  of  work,  two 
modes  suff^ested  themselves.  One  was  to  i^suo  proposals  lor  having  it 
done  by  contract;  the  other,  lu  employ  conipetuit  persons  by  the  day. 

Believing  the  latter  mode  on  many  accounts  preferable,  it  was  adopt- 
ed. Early  in  April,  I  engaged  Mr.  H.  P.  Moaes,  a  gunamitii  by  prom^ 
aion,  fbr  superintendent ;  I  alao  hired  four  other  men  who  commenced 
work  in  May,  being  as  soon  as  a  shop  and  the  necessary  tools  and  fix- 
tures coitM  be  procured  and  fittofl  up.  Since  ihen  they  havo  nil  l>een 
at  work,  with  a  few  occasional  abatiices.  Up  to  the  first  of  ^'epiembcr 
they  bad  cleaned  and  put  in  coniplcte  repair  ^,4*30  tnusket^i;  at  an  ex* 
pense  for  labor  of  $561  18,  or  within  a  fraotion  of  twenty-three  cents 
for  eaeb  musket.  This  inclodee  the  ezpenae  of  fitting  up  the  shop. 

In  order  to  secure  a  thorough  repair  and  cleaning  ol  the  arroa,  lc»< 
^gcd  Lieut.  Scott,  commanding  at  ihearsenal,  whose  experience  could 
be  relied  upon,  to  iuHpect  the  character  of  the  work,  while  in  the  linnds 
of  ilie  workmen,  before  heinc  put  toj^ether  and  repacked  in  boxes. 
This  he  continued  to  do  iill  about  tiie  ist  September,  when  the  com- 
mand at  the  anenal  paaaed  into  other  hands.  For  this  service  he 
ebargcd  and  reeel?ed  %&K 

With  the  preaent  force  (and  more  cannot  be  pr  ofitably  employed  in 
the  sliop  now  occupied,)  it  will  probably  require  about  lour  months 
longer  to  finish  t!iP  whole  work. 

The  arms  received  from  tlie  United  States  and  reported  last  year  to 
be  in  good  order,  were  found,  on  taking  them  to  pieces,  more  or  less 
corroded ;  ao  miich  ao,  that  it  was  necessary  to  give  them  all  a  new 
polish  and  oiling.  Thoae  received  previoua  to  were  in  a  Teiy  bad 
condition. 

Soon  after  1  received  your  order  of  the  12th  May  last,  for  collecting 
the  arms  distributed  under  the  act  of  ISl"?.  T  employed  Mr.  James  M. 
Skde  to  carry  that  order  into  cflecb    liia  report,  a  copy  of  which  is

The  i^neral  prevalence  of  health,  the  benignant  smites  cf  «  merctfiil 

Providence  oa  the  labors  of  the  husbandmen,  and  the  pmsperity  which 
has  attended  our-  cui/ens  in  their  varied  pur  uiis,  demand  a  grateful  rCr 
membraoce  oCthal  Ikiug  from  whom  are  all  our  blcssiogSr  ^ 

Circumstances,  which,  a  few  montii^  since,  in  a  nei4;hborin^  State, 
threatened  to  disturb  tbe  frieodly  relations  subsisting  between  this  coua« 
try  and  Gicat  Britaio,  have  happily,  through  the  wisdom  and  moderar 

tton  of  the  rulers  of  the  iwo  countries,  been  pot  in  a  train  of  amicable 
adjustment,     This  result^  to  a  nation  like  o  irs,  whose  h^ibits  and  purr* 
suits  make  it  at  all  times  their  i'«tercsi  ;  >  iu:  at  peace  wi'h  the  rest  of  the 
world,  'im\  who-e  inclinaiiorjs  correspond  with  their  Uitcre&ts,  is  a  mas- 
ter oi  sincere  cungralulation* 

'  The  contiouaccs  of  the  po&tical  disturbanecc  la  Ibe.  neighboring 
Province  of  Cahada«  and  the  alied^cd  cruel^  with  whieh  the  conleH 

had  been  carried  on,  \v;is  made  the  apology  for  a  syst m  <  ^C  uiccndiarism 
the  iTin^t  reckless  Siid  desperate  character,  on  tlic  frontier  beln-ren  thL^ 
?!i!ate  and  Canada.  The  desi»^nof  the  pcrpet.rai(  is  of  those  inuiual  acts 
of  air^^reswion,  was,  evidently,  to  provoke  and  exasprrnie  the  public 
mind,  and  thus  bring  on  a  stJle  oi  Ice  ling  between  tiie  inh^  blunts  of  the 
two  countries  which  would  ultimately  result  la  Sfar.  The  coatioucd 
sucoessloii  ol  these  atraokua  sals  fsom  December  to  April,  goes  far  to 
show  that  those  engaged  in  them,  on  both  sides  of  the  line,  had  this  ob- 
ject in  vi'jw.  In  the  progn  Si  of  this  disj;raoefid  iuisiness,  a  number  t>f 
the  unotlfii  linfr  citizens  of  this  State  have  been  subjected  to  heavy 
losses,  by  the  destruction  of  their  buildings  aid  other  property  by  fire. 

In  c<ins€quence  of  the  alarm  occasiooed  by  these  repeated  adi  cl  vioo- 
knee,  Brig.idicr  General  Naaon  and  the  civil  aufhbrtties  in  that  vicinit|^ 
deemed  it  necessary  an  three  several  ocoasion^,  to  call  out  portiona  of 

the  militia  to  protect  the  persons  sad  property  of  our  citizens,  and  quiet 

public  apprehension.  I  was  early  spprised  of  I'  e  fict,  and  without  dc- 
hy  assumed  the  responsibility  of  ordering -the  delivery  of  arms  from  the 
Aracnal  for  Uieir  use.    Tiie  first  iieiacluneot«  called  out  in  Februar^i 
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•ter  rentiiimg  on  doty  •mnl  dayi*,  was  ^  requcft*  relieved  bf 
regu\MT  trooM,  mustered  inio  ilwtervice  of  the  united  States,  paid  and 
dis^rged  by  order  of  Major  General  Scot  t  of  the  Army.  Applicatiou 

was  made  tt>  the  oflicor  in  comiiifir^d  .11  f'ftitiaburgh,  lo  liave  the  same 
course  pursued  with  those 6uh9«;qu£uily  caiitd  uuu  I  iiaveuot  yet  beea 
appfitedtot  Uie  resuit.  ^ 

In  FcbttHiy  laet^  oae  Oaorce  Holoiewt  dia^ged  with  the  commimlon 
•I  aik  ■trocious  murder  in  the  Province  of  Lower  CaiKida,  ivas  arrested 
ui  ttetOWD'of  Burlington,  and  there  detained  \o  await  the  restiU  of  a 
demam!  upon  the  Prf^ideut  of  the  United  Siytoa  for  his  surrender  lo 

the  aiTthoriiies  of  Canada  as  a  fufrilive  from  justice.  'IMie  Prefidenf,  "ia 
tlie  alneiice  ol  iiiiv  conventional  arran«ft?ment  on  the  sijl)jtet:L,  btlvifeen 
lUis  otuniry  di>ii  Gteat  Dntain,  decllneit  inlertering  or  CiHuplying  with 
the  applicatifMi:  upon  whieh  tfaa  Ooveraor  of  Caoadt  addressed  ma  cm 
the  subject,  and  requested  that,  in  accordaaee  with  the  bws  of  nations 
and  the  comity  heretofore  subsisting  between  the  State  of  Vermootaad 
the  Province  ofCamdn,  ihe.  sniil  Holmes  mijrht  be  surrendered  to  the 
authorities  of  that  Froviace  tliat  lie  might  be  tried  ior  the  crime  with 
which  he  was  cl*arged. 

CoDsidariy  the  praatioe  whieh  hsd  heretolore  pievaibd  beliveen  the 
mithofitieaor thatPforinoe  and  this  State— which,  so  far  as  I  omikl 
aasertaiD,  had  been  in  favor  oi  aarrenderiog,  on  application,  peisnna 
charged  witli  the  commission  of  atrocious  crimes — and  a^so  the  copse* 
quences  which  must  inevitably  result  to  the  inhabitants  ofthe  res  per  tive 
teiritori^  from  a  contrary  decision,  I  was  induced  to  make  :in  or<ler  lor 
the  delivery  of  said  Hoimesto  the  a^entof  the  Canadian  Government. 
The  exeoutinn  1^  this  order  was  pri>ycntcd  by  a  writ  ot*  habeas  corpus 
froik  the  Supreme  Court  of  thia  Stste.  Tha  authority  of  the  Bxecutiva 
to  make  the  surrender,  andeonst  quently  tie  obligations  of  national  Isw 
on  the  STibject,  were  by  some  denied.  The  legalily  of  the  order»  I  Utt- 
deratand,  it  now  in  a  bounie  of  judicial  invert^tion. 

Tiiis  may  be  a  proper  occasjion  to  remark,  that,  if  tlje  laws  ol  nations 
and  the  comity  which  is  supposed  to  subsist  between  countries  at  peace, 
whose  territorias  are  contiguous,  do  not  warrant  the  exereiae  of  the 
power  neoesaary  to  make  aurrender  of  atmcioiM  crhninala  eacaping 
nromo&e  government  to  the  other;  if  the  foreign  (ehm  can  fbire  htnsen 
upon  us,  claiming  protection  iinf!er  our  laws  from  merited  punishment, 
and  thus  make  our  counfry  n  rdui^'o  for  ilje  vitrst  ofterdcrs;  and  if.  as 
is  contended  by  some,  ull  Liws  enianatiiig  from  Stale  Ici^  sintiiref?  on  the 
subject  are  unconsUtutioDal  and  inoperative,  it  becomes  our  inunedutte 
duty,  asm  meaamenfsel^pfotection,  promptly  to  naite  such  represeota* 
tiana  to  the  i^neral  government,  lor  whom  a'l  power  and  authoriiy  on 
this  subject  are  claimed^  aa  arill  cause  proper  measures  to  be  taken,  ei* 
ther  by  legislation  of  Congress,  or  by  treaty  slipnhtions  with  neighbor- 
ing and  friendly  powers,  to  enable  The  proper  authorities  mutu^lv  fo 
demand  and  surrender  i>ef.soiis  charged  witfi  the  commission  ul  great 
erioies  in  one  government  and  escaping  into  tiic  territories  ui  the 
o*bsn 
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The  jmiicy  of  liesjxjLic  governments  is  Ui  keep  their  tubjccts  in  \g»' 
norance  ol'  liietr  rij^hU  as  roeii«  and  of  their  physical  and  oiorel  power. 
Ill  this  Km  the  fouoditioii  oflliupir  wearitv.  In  t  republic  all  ptmer  it 
vitheml  in  ilie  peopte;  no  individual  is  entitled  tiipiVemiiieiice  over  hfi 
fellow,  except  fur  superwir  nioral  or  intel'ertual  attainments.  T]ic  hap* 
piness  and  security  ol'  tlie  pcopU;  are  the  lerptimate  eudn  of  nit  free 
i^overnmrnt ;  and  as  lorfishtors,  we  ougbi  to  inquire  iiowtiieae  endiicatt 
be  moat  eiiectually  aecureU. 

The  patriots,  tvho  es'abiished  mir  gnvemmeoi  and  framed  the  coo- 
•tilvUos  uf  Ibe  Statot  evidently  reHed  upon  the  di«eiiiinatiiNi  of  tMefbt 

kiNivrledize  as  the  mtwt  efficient  means  to  prevent  the  ebmmMon  of 
crime  and  lead  tn  the  practice  of  virtue.  Among  the  earliest  icts  of 
the. State  were  thopc  ♦"?trrhli.siri!'.i;,  providinir  for,  and  patronizing;  com- 
mon schools.  Tfji^  pill  lev  hns  hten  stcridily  ptirsuea  to  tfie  preseni 
time.  Liberal  reserviUiojKs  were  madt.*  fi)r  ituMr  aid  and  eiicovira^erDent 
iu  all  grants  of  laud  under  \Ue  State  ^ovcrnriicut.  In  addiUim  lo  the 
iDcoiiie  of  the  public  lands,  sequestered  from  time  to  time  Ibr  this  object, 
towns  were  required  to  raise  and  expend  large  sums  of  money.  A 
lurtlicr  addttioQ  to  theae  means  was  made  by  applying  the  income  of  tht 
!Mirptus  fevcaiae  of  the  United  Statra,  dcpoaited  with  the  towns  is 

Our  wlM)le  legislation,  from  tlie  foundation  of  the  government  to  ibts 
time,  shows  the  importance  which  baa  always  been  atlaclied  to  the  in« 
tcreatAof  odoeatioB  aa  a  means  of  adding  to  the  virtue  and  happiness  of 

the  people,  and  aecuring  the  permaneney  of  our  inatiiutioos.  The  in- 
(entior  appears  clearly  to  have  been,  to  place  within  reach  of  the 
children  of  the  hmnhlt'st  citizen  the  advantages  of  such  instructitm  as 
is  necesaaiiy  to  turm  ihcir  minds  to  viriiie  and  morality,  and  fit  them  fur 
tise'ulnesf.  This  is  right;  Ibr  it  is  plainly  the  duty  of  the  State  to 
guard  the  private  as  wcU  aa  the  public  morals  of  its  citizens.  A 
^iekma  and  cnligbtened  eoufse  of  instruction  is  the  only  eflectoal 
way  to  aoeompliah  this  obkcu  If  any  apology  be  necessary  for  urging 
upon  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature  a  careful  examination  of  the 
existinfT  Ih'^'.'s  nppertaininiT  to  onr  schools,  it  is  to  !>e  found  in  my  c^m- 
victions  of  the  inadequacy  oi'  their  preaent  provisaoos  to  accompiish  the 
greatest  good. 

Taking  it  for  granted  thai  the  miblio  is  under  flM&«atioo  Co  ednento 
every  child  in  the  State,  it  would  seem  necessary  that  llie  burden  of 
supporting  our  tehooIs—Dr » t  least  so  much  of  it  ss  is  requited  to  defray 
the  expense  ol  teachers'  i»alarie8,  be  placed  upon  those  who  have  tlie 
ability  to'pny,--orin  other  words,  that  the  deficit  ncy,  alter  the  applica- 
tioii  oi  the  public  money,  l>e  raised  by  a  tax  on  the  list  ol  all  taxable 
property  in  the  district.  This  counje,  has  in  many  places,  been  found 
highly  beneficial,  and  where  a  contrarv  praetiee  pffvails,  it  la  lo  he 
feared,  many  children  are  deprived  of  the  advantages  which  the  Stite 
deaigned. 

The  preaent  mode  of  distributing  the  public  money,  la  proportion  to 
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Ibe  Dumber  ofscholars  between  the  ages  ui'iuur  and  eighteen,  does  not, 
I  apprehend,  practically  carry  otit  the  wisif  and  benevolent  intci  ticD  of 
tiic  frames  of  tiic  law.  It  b  rt'spcct.'ully  riis-fTc^tcJ,  iliat,  if*  u  certain 
part  of  the  public  TuiiJs  ir.  cnch  t>\vn  were  (iivjdeiJ  cquallv  amon^  \he 
dUiricU,  and  the  rcbiJuc  iu  proportion  lo  iiia:  number  of  scholars,  ii 
would  enable  weaker  diatricto  to  exnplo.v  more  oampetem  leachanv  and 
Ifyr  a  longer  period,  and  at  the  aanie  time  tend  to  frugality  aod  ecooomj 
tji  diatricts  of  grcatei  ability. 

The  act  ol  1836,  providing  for  d«  ;  if tlic  <nTp!ns  revenue  with 
I  he  towns,  has  receive  J  a  construe  linn  in  some  \)h.  •I'ti'crcnl  from  liiat 
intetideU;  anJ  cua^c-a  delay  arj  diUlculty  in  Utu  d>6iribuiiui).  I  would 
fiirther  suggest  whether  iome  system  oi'  direct  aecountability  would 
BOt  have  a  very  haj^py  influence  on  ttie  proaperity  of  our  eommoB 
•ehoola. 

ShoiiM  the  selectmen  in  cnrh  lowOj  of  some  oth»^r  ofncer  desiw-nnted 
by  law,  l>c  teqiiirct!,  iimicr  a  penally,  to  make  nn  lumuai  report  to  some 
person  authorizi-d  to  rccc.vc  ;hc  shmv',  of  iho  coiuliuaa  oi'  tne  beveral 
Bcliools  in  the  town,  the  number  at  bcl.ulars  bctWicn  lour  aud  eighteen 
yeara  of  age,  the  oumber  who  have  attended  aisbo«>l  within  the  year, 
(be  time  a  teacher  has  been  employed^  the  amount  of  money  expended 
for  aeivieet  of  teacher?,  the  amount  o/  publie  money  received,  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  balance  expmdod  over  and  nhovc  the"  public  mo- 
ney has  been  raise. I.  it  would  farnisli  much  valuable  inlormation  upon 
which  to  base  Allure  icgisialion.  The  want  of  a  sufficient  u  miber  of 
competent  and  well  instructed  teachern,  is  a  great  obhlac  e  io  the  pio:<<- 

8erity  and  usefulness  ofour  common  schools,  and  it  may  well  he  a.*ked 
*  the  Loffislature,  as  guardians  of  the  public  welfiire,  are  net  bound  to 
'  adopt  immediote  measures  to  supply  this  defieieocy. 

The  influence  which  our  collei^s  and  acaJcmics  have  had  upon  the 
stnndard  of  eduC4li  n  and  manner  of  iuatruclion  in  our  i-cho<»ls,  by 
furnishing  teachers,  iias  been  favorable.  But  the  Ci)ur^e  of  in^itructioti 
and  study,  establihhed  in  tiioi»e  in^Liiuiions,  not  expres>iy  designed  to 
prepare  teachers,  nor  ia  it  auited  to  call  into  action  all  tboae  eapabilitiee 
and  peculiar  qualifications  so  indispei»abty  neeeeiary  to  that  employ* 
ment 

Nofj^Tl  or  pattern  schools,  have,  in  some  placoR,  been  established, 
where  those  iniendin?-  to  enga«;e  m  icachirii^jarc  subjecied  to  n  thorough 
course  of  instruction  and  trainin£T,  expressly  dei»i«zncd  lu  tu  liiem  ibr 
thatoccapation.  Were  the  husined:^  uf  teaching  suiliciently  lucrative  to 
permit  youog  men  to  prepare  for,  and  eogage  in  ii  permanently,  thin 
mode  would  undoubtedly  be  entitled  to  the  preference,  fiut  in  the  pie* 
sent  condition  of  society,  I  apprehend  that  the  eatabliaiunent  ol  teaebm^ 
semmaries,  or  ;hc  adoption  of  a  suitable  and  sepnrn'e  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  bomc  of  our  academies,  is  the  most  feasible  way  in  which  this 
ob}ectcan  be  accorapliiii.ed.  In  some  Slates  this  ino«]c  has  hren  f^ocrc^a- 
fuily  adopted,  and  as  the  beoeflls  of  a  syitetn  ui  iin^  Lhufucler  mu«t  be 
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generally  diffiiv-ed  tlno  irrhout  the  6tate>  it  cerlainly  has  strong  claim* 
upou  uur  lavur  and  &up|juru 

The  QMlioti  oT  appropriating  and  distribiiting,  for  a  limited  term, 
thf  income  uf  the  State  school  land,  among  the  incorporated  acadetniei 
and  higher  instituiioosof  learning,  was  proposed  during  the  lastseMioii 

of  the  Lec^ishttire,  and  a  resolution  passed  the  Senate  requirintr  inlor  • 
malionot  ihe  condition  ol'tlicse  seminaries.  I  am  aware  that  ihe  design 
of  those  who  established  that  lund  was  to  permit  it  to  accumulate  until 
iis  Tinnuai  income,  together  with  ihj  other  public  funtls  Jevoied  to  ihia 
pQrpo8e,shoQld  defray  a  la  rge  share  of  the  expense  of our  common  schools, 
sod  teave  opon  the  recipients  of  their  benefits,  littlo  or  no  borden  but 
their  roanagement.'  This  object  has,  to  a  great  and  perhaps  sufficient 
extent,  heo!i  nlrcn  ly  rrromplished  hy  thf'  lecent  npplicnfion  of  the  in- 
come ol  the  surplus  revenue.  Un(l»  r  ihcse  cir(.'uinst;;i  ces,  it  would 
therebre  seem  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  so  lar  to  vary  the  ap- 
plication of  the  income  of  this  f  und,  for  the  itme  being,  as  mudt  eilectu- 
sHy  to  carry  out  the  beneficent  views  oi  Its  founders.  And  since  the 
spedie  object  for  which  the  fiiod  was  established  hsn  been  antietpated 
probably  by  many  years,  H  could  hardly  l)e  considered  a  breach  of  the 
trust  reposed  in  us  Xo  make  the  propiscd  apnlicalinn  ;  always  providing 
fwwerer,  that  the  prmeipal  aha  11  in  oo  way  be  dimioished. 

i  am  led  to  these  remarks  by  the  consideratitm  of  ihe  fact  that  at  va- 
rious timc<»  a  disposition  has  been  manifested  to  divert  some  of  the 
sources  from  which  this  fiind  hss  been  seoumulated,  and  perhaps  iim 
fund  itself,  to  objects  foreign  to  the  Interests  of  education ;  and  also  from 
the  full  belief  that  in  no  orher  way  can  our  common  schools  be  advanc- 
cil  and  'the  standard  of  instruciinn  mi'^pr!  ho  p^rfainly  or  speedily  as  by 
affurdiniT  some  public  iiid  to  Dur  academies.  'I'he  standard  of  education 
has  bcco  greatly  ad v  ^ need  within  a  fr'w  years.  It  is  at  this  time  uS 
«high  in  this  Siate  as  la  any  other.  Science,  winch  a  few  years  since^ 
was  confitied  to  the  Warned  profes^ons,  msy  now  be  met  In  many  of 
our  most  humble  dwetlingt,  extending  its  benign  infiuence  to  almoet 
every  dans,  and  operating  with  giant  power  upon  almost  evefy  pursuit 
and  interest  in  community. 

\i  is  a  source  of  unfci<j:nc(i  re^^ret  that  tlie  bill  which  passed  both 
Houses  of  Ct»ngress,  providing  for  the  distribution  amonj^  the  several 
Stales  and  Territone«,  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  ihe  public  laudw, 
for  the  purposes  of  education  and  internal  improvement,  failed  to  re* 
'  eeive  the  approbation  of  the  President.  And  also»  thsi  the  propoiiition 
more  recently  made  in  the  House  o!  llepresentatives,  to  make  an  increas* 
ed  appropriation  of  these  lands,  for  the  purposes  of"  1^  ee  schods,  acade- 
mies, and  the  promotion  anu  diffuiiion  of  edncation  in  all  the  Slates  and 
Territories,  did  notobiain  the  favornhlv  nciion  of  Conj^ress.  The  ad- 
option ofeitiier  of  tliese  measures  wouUl  have  placed  a;,  the  disposal  of 
the  Letrislsture  funds  wherewith  to  have  made  efRcieni  provision  for  the 
purposes  of  education.  The  consequences  would  have  been  favorsblri 
not  only  Irom  the  positive  advuntages  to  be  derived  frofA  the  expendi- 
ture of  funds  in  the  manner  provided  in  tite  original  project,  but  also 
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from  ihme  ioeadeiitil  heoefit*  which  wnuM  atSevicte,  hi  mmt  degrt  c, 
,the  diMfflM  tbjit  our  nwDufMlttriDe  iniemt  Biiist  experienoe  wbeu  the 
dmicton  importations  thai!  be  rfdtiocdloi  Mim  bart^iy  tieceMiy  ISir 

the  economical  adininistralinn  of  the  trovfrnmenT.  Had  tliC  measure 
first  aHu'lpd  to  been  adopu^l,  ihf  nrvvsfiwy  lor  ihe  dcposite  act  would 
not  have  existed  ;  and  liie  dlstribwi  ion  u'oiild  doubtless  have  been  con- 
tinued and  become  the  settled  policy  oi  the  goveniiiient,  m}  bug  as  iif 
Ci>uiiir>-  remained  at  peaee. 

The  amouDt  which  the  State  of  TefnMWi  vovld  have  feeeivcd,  oa. 
the  |>rinciple8  o(  the  bill,  in  il>e  five  >ears  lo  which  its  operation  was 

limited,  xv(»uld  have  l>een  itot  far  from  $1,200,000,  or  about  $<*240,000 

rmuuady;  a  sum  stifficient  to  have  eriiibled  t\\t'  State  to  provide  liber- 
ally for  purposes  oi'  L'duc:iiinii,  arhJ  jxriuipH  liave  warranted  the  com* 
weoccinent  ul  boaie  syaitm  ul  lULcraal  iinpruveuieuL  ^ 

By  the  ori|{iD«t  aeli  of  eeMtion,  the  United  States  were  made  (rnatcea 
of  such  pcirtioM     the  public  domato  as  were  ceded  by  the  old  States

The  repeated  and  pertinaekiua  efltHiaoT  aonie  of  the  mm  Stolen  to 
aeqnire  such  portions  oi'  llie  puUio  domahi  as  lie  withm  their  Uniiin; 
the  readiness  which  has  been  nsanifefi'ed  to  fnvor  iltew  unjust  prrten* 
sions  and  unreasima hie  claims,  by  individuaU  \v  ho  have  bt'en  h'l^h  -ji 
t\ni  confide  nee  of  the  public,  either  by  the  itiLeq)0«ition  of  i  lir>r  oliicial 
act*  and  lufluence  to  prevcm  or  tlelay  an  eq»jicable  arnuiiiejiitiii  of  this 
immense  interest,  or  by  direct  propo-sitions  to  cede  the  iaiuU  in  question 
lor  n  considemtSon  merely  nominal,  admonish  the  old  Stales  Uiat  |wo> 
cinatanniMNi  of  the  fiiuil  settlement  uf  thia  malter  will  only  tend  to 
increase  its  difficulties.  The  attention  of  %9ne  of  The  StatCK  haa  been 
directed  to  this  sut>jcrt,  nnd  tnny  it  not  be  ourdoty  to  joio  inendcavor 
ii^  to  etieot  «q  impartial  adjustment? 

Nolwitbstaudiag  ilic  excitement  wliichatpiieaent  prevaiit^  in  regarri  to 
baokai  and  the  cry  of  monopoly  with  which  they  have  been  assailed,  it 
may  be  qtieaiioned  whether  any  intelligent  indiTidQal  can  be  Ibnod  who 
ia  not  of  the  opinion,  that,  under  tlie  exi^tintr  «iaie  of  thinga»  when  right- 
ly nianar^d,  they  are  indispensable.  They  were  created  expresaly  for 
public  convenience,  ft  is  ensily  demonstrated  that  some  medium,  other 
than  c^old  and  silver,  is  necessary  to  preserve  a  ^oumi  and  hca'tby  ac- 
tion lietween  the  various  agricultural,  mechanical  and  coiomerciai  de- 
pnrtmenta  ;«~lbat  any  measures  wliich  should,  suddenly,  very  much  les- 
•en  the  proportion  which  paper  money  bears  to  the  speeie  In  ekvnlatioa, 
would  operate  greatly  in  favor  of  the  creditor,  tlie  capitaliat  and  fl^ 
atoney  lender,  and  in  the  same  amount  to  the  disadvanta|^  ufthe  debt- 
or, the  laborer,  and  tlis  holder  of  the  properly  of  the  country.  'J  he 
abiiTii(a  iiL  sii[)j)ly  of  a  sound  circulating  medium  of  uniforiii  value,  has 
heititoibre  atTurded  facilities  f<)r  the  sale  aod  exchuni^c  of  f>ur  various 
oommodttiea,  and  has  done  muolj  to^'ards  eslabiishiug  a  a  uniformiiy  in 
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their  value,  and  con^^tqucmly  in  Ihe  vntiie  of  labor,  the  basis  all  val- 
ues. AltboUi^li  banking  facilities  may  ai  times  tiave  been  pet  vorleJ  and 
mads  til  subserve  the  purposes  of  the  speeulstor  and  nMmopoliit,  stiU* 
vmrt  Uiey  materially,  lesaeaed,  would  they  mit  be  fiablet)  be  coatrolled 
by  fewer  hands,  and  con^^equeutiy  the  danuer  to  communiiy  be  greatly 
enhnnced  ?  fi  will  probnhly  he  admiiUM),  ift;it,  through  tl»e  assistance 
of  bankiiij^  operntions,  all  branches  o(  iuilu^iry  and  improvement  in  our 
country  have  been  cssenliaHy  promoted,  ami  ii  t>o,  ihe  iiicoiii»isU:ncv  ol 
a  general  Jeonncialiixt  oi  uli  banking  lu^uiuiions  must  be  clearly  [h^I" 
flcptible.  Wtsditm  wituld  seem  to  dieiate  that  we  adopt  and  iaeorpo- 
raie  into  oar  system  such  additional  aeeurities  and  guards  as  will  efieet- 
ually  ensure  the  safely  of  community,  and  at  the  same  time  not  deleat 
the  object  of  its  establishment.  Many  visionary  propositifjnR  on  this 
subject  have  been,  niid  doubtless  will  coniinue  to  be  subn>llte*l,  trom 
various  nrntives,  wiiir.h,  t!j»>u£rh  specious  in  tlieory,  will  be  found  on  ex- 
amination, impraciicaUe  and  uusaie  in  their  operation.  While  deliber- 
ating upon  a  subjectso  intimately  connected  itilh  the  proejierity  and  weil 
lieiiiff  of  the  whole  business  tranaaetiona  of  the  country,  it  beiioovea  ua 
carefully  to  exantine  the  whole  subject,  and  to  profit  by  the  miafortunea 
and  faifures  which  htWe  resulted  in  some  neighboring  Slates  from  the 
adoption  of  kindred  pro  position  a  ;  and  to  embnce  any  now  trnd  untried 
measures  with  a  cautitm  correspouding  to  lliu  ioagnitude  oi  the  interests 
to  be  affected. 

Sudden  expansions  and  eonUa^iiona  tn  the  currency  sre  evils  ever  to 
le  deprecated.  They  are  usustly  induced  by  ibe  bale  nee  of  ibretgn 
trade  being  in  (avor  of,  or  against  us.   To  theae  evils  we  munt  contin- 

uc  8ub;ect  no  forv^  as  we  remain  tfenrntlent  upon  Europcnn  work-shop^ 
for  arL'c  a  share  of  the  nierciiandise  consumed  m  thiscountrv.  We 
are  niimoni^hed  by  thin  Ikct  as  well  as  by  the  deprivation  and  embarrass- 
oitiit  we  iiiiuuid  ex[>erience  in  case  of  a  war,  oi  the  necessity  ol  stcadtiy 
pursuing  tbe  wiae  pfiUarofour  ancestors,  which  was,  atwaya  toauaiaift 
smmI  protect  the  manulacturing  enterpriae  and  mechiiBicai  altill  ofooi 
«WD  ciiisens*  Though  this  is  a  duty  more  dirertly  appertaining  to  the 
^neral  f^)ve^nIne(.t,  stilt,  nn  examination  of  our  legislative  history 
khows  thai  it  has  been  ihe  constant  aim  of  this  State  to  encourage,  by 
every  rnailnble  means,  (hose  branches  »d*  donriesiic  industry.  Hence 
the  discriminations  between  licences  fur  (he  sale  of  foreign  and  domes- 
tic inanufacturea ;  hence  the  bounties  and  exemptions  which,  from  time 
to  tiiae,  have  been  oiered  and  piovidedt  sad  benee  tbe  many  acta  of  ia* 
corporation  lor  manufacturing  purposes,  eosblinga  number  of  persona 
to  associate  in  the  esuiblishment  and  prosecution  of  branches  of  businca^ 
Tequifinix  an  anininit  nj  capital  beyootf  the  ireans  of  a  single  individual, 
and  involving  a  degree  of  hn7,ard  wh;ch  n«>  ore  person  wtnikl  be  willing 
lo  encounter.  'I'otlu^  piiln  y  we  are  mainly  indebied  for  llie  asioniehing 
|>rugre3.'i  already  made  lowards  supplying  tlic  country  with  most  of  Ums 
the  necessaries  and  manv  of  tbeitauries  of  Hie.

If  this  policy  be  wrong,  then  were  our  predecessors  wronc:— if  this 

f»e  a  mistaken  course,  then  were  our  pati  i  U  lathers  mistaken  mien  re^j?- 
tini^ihe  etii>rts  of  the  mother  country  to  keep  i?s  dependent  (  n  her  ]iian- 
utactoriea.

public  opinitiii,  but  ihai  liiey  are  p«fluf irntiij;  luerely  the  humble  duty  ui 
re-echoinff  liie  public  aod  prevailing  seniimcui  of  the  community. 

It  is,  tbey  believe,  tmivenaliy  conceded,  that  the  enterprize  in  one 
which,  if  earned  into  execution,  n'ould  alike  promote  the  prosperity  and 
•xali  the  credit  of  the  Sute  of  Vermont. 

But  a  time  could  scarcely  again  occur,  when  the  condition  of  the 
treasury  would  present  so  serious  an  obslaele  to  the  prosecution  of  the 
survey,  as  it  does  ihe  present  year.  The  revision  of  ihe  statutes,  now 
in  piogre.>^,  will  in  all  probability  be  attended  with  an  extra  expense  to 
the  state,  of  at  least  eiffht  or  ten  thoiisand  dollars.

As  iU'\s  is  by  far  iliu  inut;t  iuiporUint  grant,  and  as  ihoitK 
of  Noriii  Curohna  and  Urorgi«i,  which  succeeded,  a^jiear  to  l>e  taken 
from  it,  it  maj  not  be  improper  lo  co^iy  the  eondstioo  entire.  Af* 
tar  making  eertmo  reiiervaiionu  of  lands  previously  gi anted  by  the 
state,  the  deod  expressly  declare^,  "  ihat  all  the  lands  within  the  territory 
BO  ceded  lo  the  liniletl  Sintra .  ^iJ;llJ  be  considerf d  a  co  nnnn  fund  for 
Uu  ti«€  aiui  betu/it  of  such  of  ihe  Uniled  Stales  as  havt  btcmnt  or  tkaU 
b§cinne  membtrs  Uu  coiifemrMm  or  ftuUnU  ii2Ka»es  of  the  saidtUiUs^ 
Firgvtm  uukuUftj  aceordiiig  to  their  usual  respective  proportions  in  the 
general  charge  and  expenditure,  aui  shall  bo  faithfuiiy  and  4eiia,/Ed!t  dif- 
IKhfed  cf  f«Nr  that  porpiMe,  and  fur  no  other  uae  or  purpoee  wfaiiao* 
ever." 

Other  suites  ceded  tlieir  claima  on  similar  term^.  and  by  the  deed  of 
eeaaion  of  Georgia,  which  wat  laat  in  order  of  time,  Ihe  United  States 

!jcca(Kie  possessed  of  that  voxt  domain  of  wild  lands  which  was  included 
vithifi  the  limits  of  the  original  States.  This  was  all  granted  and  accep- 
led  as  a  trust  fund,  to  be  uscJ  for  the  benefit  of  »*ocli  stales  as  were 
aiieady  or  might  be  heroafier  ad.uiued  into  the  li  uiou  aud  fur  no  other 
ixae  or  purpose  what0t>cvcr. 

The  adoption  of  the  constitution  in  no  w«y  altered  or  modified  the 
condttiona  of  the  grant  This  instrument  provides tliat  ^*  the  Coiignas 
shall  have  [)un-er  to  dispose  of  and  make  afl  needful  rules  and  regu- 
lations respKilHig'  the  rit'^rv  <»r  othf'r  property  heloiiiri'Vc;  to  the  uni- 
ted States,  and  noihuig  in  litis  constitution  shall  be  so  cuiisirucd  as  to 
prejudice  any  claims  of  the  United  Slates  or  of  any  particular  Stite." 

The  purchase  of  LouisMuia  and  Florida  was  nnde  under  the  new 
constitution  and  paid  for  from  the  common  fiind*  Over  this  |)oriioO| 
then,  of  the  public  domain,  the  powers  of  Congr%'Ss  are  limited  by  no 
conditions. 

Betorc  we  proceed  with  the  history  oi  the  policy  of  ihe  government  in 
the  disposal  and  maoaj^mont  of  these  lands,  it  ma^r  be  proper  lu  con- 
sider the  extent  of  temtory  thus  ae^irsd  by  cemion  and  by  porehnN^ 

and  what  portion  of  it  vet  remains  the  property  of  the  United  Slates.

Whde  the  atates  have  such  a  fund  lietd  by  tba  general  governiiMai 
for  their  €OinnK>D  benefit,  it  becomes  them  to  enquire  into  the  innn- 
ner  iii  wlilrli  if  h;is  heeti  !nHnufjr»"d,  and  lo  kt^ep  a  wairliful  ry**  over  lis 
future  dii^pus II lun.  Your  coiamiiiee  diercrore  beg  ibe  iaduigeiice  of 
the  bouse  while  iliey  continue  its  hit^tory. 

lo  1785  an  ordinance  was  pat^  providing  for  the  dispoMl  ol  these 
landfs,  directing  that  tli^  |i m coeds aliould  be  paid  into  the  tressitry  of  the 
United  Stales.  In  17U0,  (\)ni;rps!5,  tinder  the  present  constitution,  pled- 
ged ihc  pfocecds  to  the  payrn'-iic  of  rhe  public  debt.  Tfic  s\st» m  a(io|>- 
ted  lor  surveying  and  seliiug  tbc&c  ktudt>  proved  adniirubiyliucii  lo  pro- 
iDOte  their  sotilement  Liberal  grenia  were  mede  Ibr  the  purpoeeeof 
edaeation  and  internal  improvemcula.  To  this  courae  Congress  was 
prompted  by  a  wide  desire  to  promote  those  great  ohjects.nnd  ahhough 
the  grants  might  at  fi  st  «iqlit  Bffjm  incompatible  wtfh  thf  deeds  of 
cession,  ihcy  may  ho  justified  by  the  iiicreaiMjd  value  wlilch  was  tlius 
added  in  the  luud,  and  wliic  i  inured  to  the  conunon  l>eneiit.  lie- 
aides  the  12  millions  of  acros  of  land  irranted  to  the  new  states^  they 
have  received  ofS  per  rents  for  roads  leading  to  them  $l,45(),t^l  30— 
of  3  per  cents  for  roads  in  lliese  stairs  S'2,I84,376  OS-andofSper 
cent^  .^3215,730  1.'.  The  recipients  of  such  a  bounty  have  certainly 
little  reason  to  comp'ain,  because  they  cannot  grasp  the  whole  fund 
irom  which  such  liberal  grants  were  t^upplied. 

In  order  to  preserve  the  ability  to  execute  the  timet  in  eonformlty 
with  the  ecnditionaof  the  deecisol  cession,  Congress,  in  an  ordinance 
for  the  govcrnnn'nt  of  the  territory  of  the  United  Stntes  norilnvcsl  of 
the  river  Ohio,  provided  that  "  the  li  gislaiures  of  tbefco  districts  or  new 
states,  shall  never  interfere  with  the  (irimary  dis{>osal  of  tiie  soil  by 
the  United  Slates  in  Congress  assembled.**  This  condition  has  been  re* 
quired  of  all  the  new  territories,  and  each  new  state,  upon  its  admia- 
sioii  intcf  the  UoiOHi  has  been  reqaireJ  to  recognize  this  right.  Some 
of  ihcni,  by  a  sepcraie  act  of  ihcir  conventions,  liave  declared,  ihnt 
their  people  forever  disclaim  u  1  rigiit  and  tiile  to  the  waste  and  unap< 
propriuted  lands  lying  within  this  stute,niid  liial  the  sumo  ehail  l»e  and 
remaio  at  the  sole  and  entire  di8{>oaltion  of  the  United  ^^tatea.  Under 
the  regii!a(totis  adopted,  the  sales  of  the  public  taods  proceeded  with 
l^reat  regularity  and  to  the  sitisfaction  of  all  th  '  meniuers  of  the  Un- 
ion—the  amount  of  sales  gradually  increasing  with  the  growth  of  tlie 
population,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  years  of  speculation,  when  the 
receiuts  were  swelled  to  an  unusual  degree.

Jt  was  ohjecicd  that  liiis 
proportion  was  inconsistent  widithe  terjns  oftlie  deeds  ol  cesiion,  whiciv 
I'cqtiirct'  tlint  tlioy  f^fionltl  br;  for  f!i-*  nnd  benefit  ^'f  ibu  soverul 
st  iti  s,  :u'eordiitg  lo  their  nsnal  i  v .-pf  eiive  p;ri[)o;lioMa  in  t  lie  j^enerai- 
charge  and  expundilure."  'J"h*^  nuxlu  ii»  which  ihe  revenue  is  now  eol- 
Iccted  from  the  rneioitis,  instead  orasHeFsments  upon  llie  several  states 
as  waspracti  ed  onderthcartteles  of  C'onfedcrationy  renders  it  hnpos- 
siblc  to  a.vecrlM*n  the  rxnr.t  nmf>nti!  p.iid  by  each  staff'.  —  Hut  ns  laxn- 
lion  is  br'scd  upon  rcprcseiilntii'ii  or  popnlntion,  the  intcniion  of  tho 
grantors  \v«)olil  he  ojore  nearly  <)l)tJii»i(  <l  liy  ibc  [»lan  proposed  than  by 
any  oiher  tliui  could  be  now  dcvined,  and  no  injustice  would  be  com- 
mitted.

Or  aa 
Ihe  ten  per  cent,  was  lo  be  raleukicd  onljr  opon  tlie  eiiiooM  of  anke  in 
the  particular  aiata,  and  m»  to  be  a|ipronriaied  Ibr  tbe  puq>oecs  of  edu- 
cation and  interna)  in)[)rovenie!il»  it  inny  be  cr>f!f*i(!erp(l  only  rs  the  pro- 
per share  of  itupi'ort  whirh  hhouhl  be  giv«'ii  lo  these  gt-eal  iiileit  ^i?' 
by  an  extensive  landiioldcr  wiiliin  ilieir  liuius  who  is  exeuipted  ixoiii 
taxation.

er  i'urciiilc  tins  objecliou  might  be  to  the  divibion  of  a  surplus  derived 
ftom  ordinary  aoureea  of  taxation,  it  can  have  noini|Hirtaoce  when  ap- 
plied to  a  fund  of  this  naiare,  which  la  beid  for  the  use  and  licncfit  of 
the  several  state*.  They  cei  la'mly  nie  :i«  rnpable  of  jiiilging  what  la  fur 
their  liciiefii  asi  the  f^poci  :il  <:'*v(;rnineiit  can  l)e.  15ui  ttiis  need  not  in 
any  {xitnt  of  view  lunn  uu  objection.  Let  the  pur|M>ses  ior  uhtcU 
it  shall  be  appropriated  be  fperified- and  certainly  there  is  nci  object 
of  greater  oatfonaJ  tenportanee  than  the  education  of  the  peo]dc  ;  i<rr- 
paring  thcrn  to  sustain  the  important  rabtion  tbey  bear  to  tbe  whole  ci- 
vilized world. 

^  our  coiiiinitt"  L'  have  now  exammed  ilic  pnnci|»ai  constiiuiioual  ob- 
jections, and  ttiey  are  constrained  to  pay,  that  in  their  opinion  they  are 
fiir  fetched  and  not  such  as  would  naiuraily  |iresenc  tliemsiHves  to  the 
HshiJ.  The  conditions  o  the  grants  are  eo  pl&in  and  the  provisiona  of 
the  constitution  so  simple,  that  it  requires  no  great  Icjiai  acquiremenM 
to  deride  tfie  question,  T!i<  is  not  a  freeman  of  Vermont  who  is  ca- 
pable ol  nciiiig  as  a  Juror,  N",  |]o  is  not  fis  well  quahhed  to  judge  cor- 
reciiy  u^Hin  this su'ijeci  us  the  Fresuleui  at  VVasbioigton.  Your  com* 
mltiee  fesl  no  faeaitatioa  therefbra  in  lea?iiig  tbit  part  of  be  subject  and 
-proceeding  to  conaider  the  pretenaions  ot  the  new  states.  Upon  this 
point  it  w  ill  be  neces^ry  lo  consume  but  little  time.  Their  claim  in 
these  lands  is  so  opposed  to  our  moral  sense,  ao  repugnsTU  to  tbe  idrns 
of  the  rights  of  property  iinpiaiiied  wiibin  us  by  nature,  exiiibirrj  fucIi  a 
disreganT  of  solemn  con  tracts,  and  is  kucI)  a  breach  ofpMi^ed  juitb,ihat 
had  it  not  reeaivcd  fhvor  from  iwo  auccesaivo  Preaidents^  who  should 
be  above  all  aeetlonal  Mid  interested  motives,  It  could  bo  viewed  only 
SiOnc  "f  !ho<e  projorrs  by  uMrh  pidilic  men  Iriisi  to  maintain  the  fa- 
vor of  ttitir  consuiuenis  by  e\(  iiin;!  ilieir  cupidity  or  their  prejudices. 
It  has  been  gravely  assvrled  on  iheiloor  t>f  the  Senate  by  the  author  of 
lbisproject,tbanf  not  now  freely  yielded  to  ihem  by  the  old  . states^  af- 
ter the  census  of  1850«  the  new  8ta*es  would  be  stroug  enoiyh  to  take 
the  landH  witidn  their  limits.  However  debased  msy  be  Individuals, 
your  coinrniiteehnvo  too  much  confidence  in  die  honesty  of  htirnan 
nature,  to  believe  such  u  schaiue  could  be  adopted.   Especially  if  the

Wrtbriglii  for  a  meai  of  pottage— if  they  do  not  becotne  so  bound  in  tbo 
f«meri  of  party,  that  iliey  will  lacrifice  their  best  interesia  now,  and  of 
posterity  fi>r  hundreds  (H  yonra  to  come,  for  a  eliort  enjoyniem  of  pow- 
er by  eumu  favorite  soii8. 

In  coudideriug  the  expediency  ol  ilio  piuposud  di:stiibutiun,  it  be 
proper  to  ibi^uire  what  would  tiave  been  the  probable  conaequencea,  had 
the  bill  from  the  eoflnmitteo  on  niaiiutaciurea  received  the  sanction 
of  the  President,  or  not  been  withheld  from  the  ultmiate  action  of 
CnniTesM.  At  that  time  the  nniional  debt  was  nf  nrly  pni(!  ififf  income 
froiij  lilt'  public  lands  nmouni+Ml  to  more  thnii  tlnfc  uiillious  oi  dollars, 
whicii  Logeiher  with  the  rovcuutt  iletivcil  iroiii  die  cuatoms,  was  more 
than  sttlfieieiit  to  pn y  the  expenses  of  the  government  A  surplus  must 
of  ooune  soon  accumulate,  and  the  pesMssion  (»f  it  became  a  matter 
ofimportance.  Under  these  circumstnnccs  ilie  depositea  were,  Inr  an 
uci  of  the  President,  contrary  to  the  ad  vine  of  Congrus?,  removed  from 
t!ic  iJunIt  of  the  United  irtaics,  which  bad  been  cbaru  i  rd  as  the  fiscal 
u^ent  of  the  government,  and  placed  iu  certain  iavurcd  state  banks. 
InstractiotiS  were  given  tliem  to  use  liberally  the  government  funds  Ibr 
the  accommo<lation  of  the  merchants^  and  the  creation  of  aew  hanks  to 
receive  their  ileposite?  was  urged  upon  tbc  states.  As  money  be- 
come abundant  and  nasy  to  be  obtincd,  a  spirit  ol  speculation  was  (jn- 
cendered.  Jllore  ^^oods  were  imported  antt  ujore  land  sold,  and  thus 
both  sources  of  revenue  were  increased.  The  income  of  the  public 
Jatids  lirom  f6,099^1  iu  1834,  increased  to  ^fi&jXS^m  in  ^  and  the 
surplus  IP  two  yean  amounted  to  forty  millions  of  dollars.  The  In- 
crease of  the  surplus  increased  the  pputi  orpporttlntion,  nnd  the  spec- 
u  alionHi  which  followed  swelled  ihi;  ufiiouut  ot  the  surplus,  thus  rrni- 
tually  furnbhiiig  food  fur  cadi  other.  The  neccbsiiy  ot'a  distribution 
now  become  ap|mreut,  and  notwitlistanding  opposition  Ironi  a  high 
qnaner,  Congrees  with  great  unanimity  passed  the  law  for  that  pur|KMe« 
With  regard  to  the  mode  in  which  that  (und  vvus  distributed  and  (he 
uieasur*'^  nt^opted  by  the  general  government  to  check  that  wild  spirit 
of  b|»ecuiuLiun,  w  iii'-l)  its  own  duiiigif  had  created,  it  is  not  necessary 
I u  speak.  The  cuuuuy  is  yei  groaning  under  the  pressure  oi  a  ruined 
currency— ihe  meicliaute  who^  m  onler  lo  maintain  the  credit  and  hon- 
or of  tiieir  coiuitry,  so  long  struggled  against  the  fury  of  ihc  elements 
and  the  advf*rie  |>ollcy  of  the  govcmment,  are  s.ill  suppliants  for  justice 
end  relief.  If  a!l  the  di-frrss  vvlnch  this  rnvulsion  occasioneil  conid  be 
O'^en  at  nitr«  glance  -  ii  \\v  ccmld  hear  the  cries  of  children  for  bread, — 
H' we  could  perceive  all  the  a«'u ny  of  patents  o«tt  of  cmploynient  and 
knew  not  from  what  source  they  should  on  the  morrow  derive  food  for 
their  famdies,  and  feel  one  of  the  |mng8  which  would  shoot  through 
tt  I  eir  breast,  when  ihoy  looked  upon  those  dependent  rn  their  exer- 
tions for  thesup;)ly  oi'  their  wantf  —  it  we  could  estiuiaie  the  sleepless 
nighis  and  m^^nral  anxiety  ofihem  ah  of  business,  an  amount  uf  sufiering 
would  be  presented  which  could  only  he  surpassed  by  the  ravages  • 
war,  peitilenee  or  famine. 

Your  committee  are  constrained  to  befieve  that  all  these  evils  wou* 
have  been  nvotflcd  bad  the  bill  providuig  for  the  distribiitlnr  of  tb 
proceeds  oftho  [julilic  fifuLs  pn.«scd  into  u  Inw — while  the  state  goverr 
nients,  bv  a  wisns  uud  beneficent  dispomtion  of  this  money,  would  lia* 
been  difiusiog  joy  and  happiness  to  every  comer  of  our  country.  Fp

A  variety  ofrnftchinerv  ha  1,  from  time  to  llm;.',  been  purehan^ 
ed  or  erected  ;  and  alterations  of  ihe  work.shop-?  to  cnnfurni  to  the  new 
arrangements  of  business,  were  ncces^ari I v  made,  itbeca  ue  indispen- 
aab'y  necessary,  in  order  to  ^ve  proper  ({Irection  aiid  eff>*(;t  to  the  buai-  - 
neea  of  the  pnaon,  that  experienced  mechanics  shnuld  be  introduced  as 
overseers  of  tbe  work.  My  pred?;cessor,  fearing  what  might  be  the  re- 
sult of  so  great  a  chrrn^  in  the  business  of  the  prison,  thott^Iit  if  most 
advisable  Ilia',  the  labor  of  the  prifsoners  choiild  he  dispn'^ed  of  to  such 
t>ers(ins  aa  mi^it  be  disposed  to  lure  them  at  u  per  diem  allowance.—^  . 
rhi<  method  or  contracting  the  hh^r  of  the  convicts  Had  been  pradtiSe4 
fi>f  a  eonaiderable  liiM  previous  to  the  cqmment^meUt  of  the  present 
contract.  The  sum  received  for  (heir  labor  was  necessarily  small,  ow- 
ini^  to  the  un-?e tiled  stat;?  of  the  busincs??  and  the  exireniely  doubtful 
succ^'ss  of  some  brandies  of  it.  well  as  to  llie  fict,  that  the  men  lo  liC. 
employed  werQ  nearly  ail  raui  hmtdn..  But  notwiiiistaoding  all  t^ae  ap- 
parent disndvanlAges,  the  interior  arranoements  of  the  prison  were  rap-^ 
idly  improving,  and  aclmlly  had  assumed  an  a^pe|;t,  appn»achtng  mt^H 
nearer  to  a  syst|tmaiM  a^  well  rjBffnlated  bu^ii^  eatabiishment,  tliaii 
i^had  dtjne  for  several  years  previous  to  ifinltime.  Tnis  state  of  (hin^r^, 
tvas,  tfiercfore,  liifrhly  ad vaalafTeous  to  the  present  contrtcfnr  2nd  hi^ 
a&iuciates  ui  busiutf^b.  I  ticy  commenced  now  on  a  large  scale,  a  profit* 
^ble  bra&eh  of  manulaQlMriog,  which  had  Iteco  (ully  tested,  and  of  whtc^ 
ihe  conviciA  ep^ployedt  bad  obtained  a  good  decree  of  knowledge  under 
th^ o!d  syateou  With  theae  «dv«ntage%  toother  with  ilje  important 
one  of  having  overseeers,  who  are  pfrsona'ly  interested  in  the  labor  per- 
Ibrrocd,  the  comracttTr  Itas  siiccecdt  J  in  making  ihe  contract  advanta- 
geous lo  himself  a<id  iiis  partoerr< ;  while,  at  the  same  lime,  the  buic 
has  probably  anffered  no  loss  10  consequenee  of  it. 

of  the  propriety  of  continuing  the  present  system,  or  indeed  any  ays* 
tern,  by  which  the  labor  of  the  inmates  of  our  prieons  U  p'aced  under 
th.^  (firerJion  and  c<mtrol  of  intert  stcd  contractors,  many  highly  intelli- 
gent nnd  experifnced  gentl'-nirii  i;;  tt  riuin  seriou.-*  doubts.  Certain  it 
!•»  liiat  too  much  (}are  anu  caution  caiinot  be  c^ercidcd  b^  ihrna  whus^ 
dnty  it  ia  to  provide  proper  end' suitable  meaits  to  res  tram  th^  jrieions* 
nor  by  those  who  may  from  time  to  time,  be  called  upon  to  carry  these 
means  into  execution.  While  It  la  exceedingly  desirable  Uiat  our  prison 
should  be  conducted  !n  Kiirli  a  mntMier  as  not  to  be  a  burden  upon  ihf* 
p  iblic  treasury,  it  ia  m  l^as  so,  li  u  it  sh<iuid  not  fail  to  secure  as  iiir  m 
possible,  tha<  more precioos and  iustiug  bencfil — the i^mal<) refpro^iion 
of  the  uofortunsite  convibi. 

At  ihe  expiration  at  this  oi^tficty  which  will  take  pla^  00  the  diet 
of  March  next,  unless  otherwise  disposed  o(  the  Skate  n^uai,  of  courae^ 
re8i|,tte  the  hn^ness  of  the  prisoii»  and  prosecute  it  on  their  owiv«eooiin{» 
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tr  the  General  A^isembly  should  deem  that  cour**?  most  a(fvi«?nWe,  act 
approprialion  will  be  nece8**ry,  in  order  tn  enable  ihe  super uiteudcal 
in  procure  Uie  cueauu  with  which  to  commenee  opera tions. 

On  Ihe  other  hand,  thmtld  u  cxttMion  of  Ihe  present  contnet  he  ap- 
plied tbff  or  if  the  Oeoenl  Aaaeinhhr  ahould  deem  ii  most  advisabte  to 
flOOtiniM  die  eoBtract  syateoia  in  any  Fbrin,8ome  modilica lions  are  deem* 
ed  neeessRry,  in  order  more  effectually  to  secure  the  permaneoi  ialer- 
ceta  oi'  the  ioatitultoQ  and  the  jtiat  rights  ol  ilie  State. 

^     QOVKRMM£«T  OF  THM.  f  RiSOK. 

The  go^ernmeal  ol'  the  prison  consists  of  the  superintendent,  keeper, 
(there  was  formerly  n  deputy  keeper  and  clerk,  but  these  officers  liave 
been  dispensed  witli  ior  ilie  last  twoyearsj  four  aasiatan la  ur  shop  keep- 
erSaCliaplaiQ,  and  ibur  guards. 

There  it  elio  a  phyaieian  who  devotea  a  puftkm  or  hit  thne  to  the 
aecliital  depaftment  of  *the  prison,  hut  this  does  not  matcriillj  effect  hb 
regular  practice  with  the  citizens. 

A  code  of  by-!awa  has  been  eslablislied,  by  which  the  police  of  the 
prison  m  regulated,  and  the  duties  ol'  the  respective  officers  and  attend- 
ants  carefully  prescribed. 

7«  OF  TBI  covncTS* 

The  eonvicia  on  entering  the  prison,  arnV  before  tiiey  are  set  to  u  nrk, 
are  rec^uired  to  bathe  and  cleaose  their  bodies,  have  their  beards  and 
Mi  timned.  end  are  dtreeted  of  the  flithgr  eMiing  usually  worn  in 
the  eotety  Jiih^  nd  elad  in  a  clean  and  deeent  prison  dress,  camposrd 

of  vruollen  flannel  or  Knttinell.'? :  thev  are  furrtrshrd  with  a  chancre  of 
lioen,  footings,  and  sucli  other  articles  as  mny  be  necessary.  A  separ- 
ate cell  is  assigned  to  e.icli,  which  is  iurnished  with  a  bed  stead,  straw 
bed,  pillow  and  blankets,  a  wash  dish  and  towel,  and  such  other  arucles 
ts  are  necessary  Ibr  the  eonvenienee  of  takini^  (heir  meals,  (which  ihew 
ell  do  in  their  cells,)  alao  a  bible  or  testament,  tracts,  and  a  tenaperanec 
periodical.  We  have  niso  a  few  religknis  hookSy  which  ere  rena  ni 
tation,  and  are  anxiously  songlit  af^er. 

Their  diet  ii  plain  and  wholesome,  and  is  furnished  in  quantities  suf- 
ficient to  supply  the  ressonable  wants  of  laboring  men.  h  consists  of  a 
nett  hrsafcftst,  nsually  hashed  with  potatoes,  mod  rye  or  indian  bread 
and  <himestic  coflea.  Dinner— boUea  meat  or  fish,  with  potatoes ;  and 
occasionally  other  ve^tables.  Beans  steu-ed  with  pork  once  a  xreck  at 
least,  and  occasionally  soups.  Bread  as  before.  Supper — bread  and 
eofiee,  or  iodiaa  pudding  and  molasses.  Thirty  minutes  are  allowed  to 
aadi  meal. 

Their  application  to  labor  ia  eh«se  and  eooalant,  hot  not  intense.  The 
namber  cf  hours  in  which  they  faibor  varies  sccordmg  lo  the  aeaaoo  of 

the  year.  No  conversation  ftUowed,  nor  are  tliey  pemitted  to  Inve 
their  work,  except  with  the  consent  of  liie  overseer. 

When  discharged  from  the  prison,  ihey  are  fumislird  wiih  a  decern 
suit  of  cbthes,  a  small  sum  of  mooey,  generally  suihcieta  to  enabit  them 
to  reach  their  former  rcaidenee,  or  that  of  then' iKende;  and  sueh  other 
enoouragement  as  their  good  oondnct»  faithltihMsa  or  IcMth  oT  senriee, 
mmj  have  finr^  entitled  them  to.

The  exceedingly  small  n  imber  oi  recommitmentf,  for  the  past  jrear, 
is  the  best  evidence  that  ran  be  offered  to  profc  ilc  salutary  influence 
of  the  restmints  imposed  bv  a  well  reguiated  prison  discipline.  Aided 
by  the  benevtilent  spirits  of  the  age,  it  is  oonndently  beJieved,  that  if 
proper  means  were  aflbrded,  aueh  a  ayatem'of  intmetioii  might  be 
adopted  as  would  efiecUial(y  enaure  the  nHimte  reformtioii  of  a  greet 

majority  of  the  yoimnrer  convicts. 

The  improvcmeiit  of  the  prison  huildincri;  is  a  subject  interesting  to 
the  state,  and  highly  important  to  the  intcresus  of  the  i&siituiion.  A 
eommittee,  af)poiiited  at  the  haC  aeesloD  of  the  L^ialBture,  have  exani^ 
ined  the  preoiises,  and  nill  recommend  ■ooie  important  alteratioiie  and 
additions  to  the  btuidioga,  which  m  maeh  wanted ;  and  would,  if  ac- 
complished, add  much  to  the  convenience  and  beauty  of  the  establish- 
ment.  J,  therelorc,  indulge  the  hope  that  the  General  Assembly  will  be 
disposed  to  iavor  \iic  proposed  improvements. 

leaimotlbrbear  again  to  remark  that  tJw  aidary  ot  the  chaplaiii  ii 
inadequate  to  the  services  required,  and  wbteh  have  fiir  aume  time  been 
perlbrmed  bv  that  officer.  Strict  juatioe,  therefore,  rcqoirea  that  an  ad- 
dition should  be  made  to  his  pay,  and  the  aalaiy  permanently  increased 
for  the  future* 

To  the  fidelity  and  vi^nlnnce  of  the  keeper,  and  other  officers  employ- 
ed, T  am  much  mdcbied  lor  the  prcaerralion  of  that  good  order,  iiKlus- 
try,  aud  submission,  which  has  prevailed  in  an  uncommon  degree,  du- 
ring ibe  last  year  ;  and  rendered  the  inAietbn  of  any  punMmwnt  with- 
in the  prison  for  disobedience  or  inioleneey  a  matter  of  raie  oecotieoee. 

It  is  also  highly  gratifying,  again  to  state,  thst  the  contractor,  Mr 
Hubbard,  has  promptly  and  honorablv  discharged  his  obligations  to  the 
stale,  ami  tliu.s  iar  has  furnishcJ  tlic  necessary  supplies  for  the  support 
of  the  priaou  lo  n\y  entire  saiisinctioii.

6i&  :  — 1  aubmii  Lu  vou  aiioilier  aoQual  report  oi  tiie  moral  iotercsU  of 
lUi  prifoot  with  Uie  wurautt  laeUa^  of  gratitude  to  our  kind  and  coer- 
dful  beaeflietory  wIkmk  tupenniendiig  provideace  has  brought  us  along 
through  another  year,  in  the  enjayineot  of  an  intutual  degree  of  good 

bealth,  ami  ordinary  prosperity. 

Thougli  we  have  nol  witnessed,  as  I  most  ardently  desired,  any  ?pe- 
oial  outpouring  oi  Uie  suinL  oi  God,  auiongsi  ihc  priaouers,  ^et,  I  uin 
happy  to  say,  tiiat  we  faeve  been  in  a  good  decree  aucecnfiil  In  our  cf- 
iSffia,  (or  the  benefit  ol  tbia  unlbnunale  elaas  of  our  fellow  men,  for  the 
year  past.  Ii  is  true,  there  has  been  no  saiibfaetory  instance  of  convcr- 
sion  among  them,  but  there  hvtve  been,  and  are  still,  a  uuraber  wlio  are 
serious,  and  who  appear  desirous  to  find  redemptitin  in  tlie  b^ood  of  the 
Lamb.  Aud  1  iiave  oiuch  reason  to  hope,  that  the  word  ol  God,  which 
hne  been  diapenaed,  will  be,  te  aome,  at  tenati  «a  oood  aeed  eown  in 
good  grouadi  wfaaeh  will  ultimately  spring  up,  and  bear  fittit  unto  God. 

It  has  been  remarked  by  all,  who  have  been  of  late  connecte<l  with 
the  management  of  the  prison,  nn.i  it  is  evidently  true,  that  by  far  tiie 
greater  part  of"  those  who  liave  bt  eii  conmiilted,  for  two  or  three  years 
past,  have  been  niea  ol  a  low  order  oi  iiucilccl;  and  many  oi'  ittem  are 
witlunit  a  knowledge,  even  of  the  firat  rudimeniB  ol  learning.  Their  vi- 
eioaa  piopensitiea,  early  habile  end  pernicious  educationa  hkve  destroy-  • 
ed  or  materially  abated  the  energy  of  their  minds.   Add  to  this,  the  vi- 
ces which  they  have  constantly  practised,  and  which  have  grown  with 
their  growth,   and  increased  with    tftcir  strength,  and  you  liavc  a  Uue 
picture  ui  liiOdC  minds,  wiaeii  are  to  be  ucltd  upon  in  the  moral  ue- 
partment  of  thin  Inatilntionb  The  morala  of  many  of  the  priaonera  have 
evideotly  improved*   Some,  who  were  hard  and  incorriffible  when  they 
entered  the  prison,  now  appear  submissive,  and  subthicd.    And  while 
they  see  and  acknowledge  the  justness  of  their  ptmishment,  arc  ardent- 
ly deflirous  of  rt'n])i[i^'  some  benefit  from  the  same,  which  shall  aj)pear 
in  tiieir  iulurt  live:i.    Our  religious  services  have  been  conducted  as 
fbrmeriy.    In  the  t^hbeth  aobooi,  our  aucoesa  hae  been  truly 
eneotttnging.  It  affords  no  oidinary  aattafactkm,  to  behti'.d  a  number  of 
convicts,  from  the  youth  of  r)urtccn,  to  the  grey  headed  old  man,  in- 
tensely eni^aged  in  the  study  of  ihc  holy  fc;criptures',  and  listening  to  the 
remarks,  winch  are  always   utaiie,  u\k)Ii  the  4essonf>  which   they  iiavc 
committed  to  memory. — The  numlxfr  now  bei<^uging  to  tliis  school,  is 
$7.  They  have  regularly  redited  tbe  gospela  of  Su  Aiatthew,  Jolm,  and 
a  part  of  ilie  Acta  of  the  Apoatlea,  beaiM  about  400  chapter!  which 
have  been  voluntarily  comoutted  to  memory,  aud  recited,  from  Tirioua 
parts  of  the  Bible. 

In  relaliim  to  our  rending sciiooi,  1  would  observe,  that  it  continues 
to  be  very  Drosperoui^  aud  useful.  When  we  consider  how  large  a  pro- 
portion  ef  tlie  convirta,  who  are  committed  to  prison,  are  wholly  unable 
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to  md  the  Bible,  weAnnot  but  see  the  propriety  of  devoting  a  portkw 
of  our  time  to  this  kind  of  imimctioo;  and  lain  confident,  (hat  the  aer- 
vices  of  your  chaplain  coiikl  not  be  more  profitably  applied,  ihan  in 
promotinsf  so  desirable  an  objeci.  Several,  who  were  ignorant  of  let- 
ters when  Uity  joincU  U.ia  school,  cap  now  read  well  in  liie  New  Testa- 
ment, and  have  joiiied  the  Sabbath  aefaool.  The  preae&t  number  of 
ioholara  ia  Hirty-three.  I  ihink  the  iotereaia  of  thia  acbool  afaoiild  be 
promoted  in  every  poaeible  way.

And  I  trust,  confidently,  that  the  moral 
and  relictions  instructions  wlilcli  have  been  imparted,  will  be  of  lasting 
benefit  to  many  ul  them.  The  nidd,  [>roniptand  eqnitnble  measures  of" 
the  goveriinieiit  ui  '.he  pri^a,  in  eatorcing  our  cxceiient  police  res^la* 
tions,  have  kept  in  eiwek  the  fiefimatoiy  and  miaehievoof,  widie  at  the 
iane  time,  tt  has  afforded  the  nii>at  hiodablo  indoeemeoti  to-otheriy  to 
aafamit  wttli  ctieerfulnees  to  the  lawa  and  regulati<ms  of  the  oriMNi*  I 
am  happy  lo  say  thrtt  there  has  been  but  little  necessity  of  soHlt^rv  pun- 
ishment during  llie  pHf?t  vrnr,  and  this  necessity  is  coi  smntiy  diminish- 
ing. Although  our  disadvantages  are  great,  and  inevitably  retard  the 
progreai  of  Aa  ooiivleta»  m  ihoir  aibrto  to  ceqoh«  knowledge ;  yet  I 
ihHik  we  hoTO  evnry  Uidueeo«nt  to  9outittiw  oureArtifiMr  theimpfow 
moot  and  ref<>rmaUoa  of  this  uni()rtunate  class  of  men.  Fer  thia  pur- 
pose, !  Would  recommend  the  procurement  of  a  greater supp'y  of  rell- 
jjio'is  books  niifl  tracts,  which  fire  eagerly  read  by  ihe  pri-oners.  A 
fma II  sum,  appropriated  from  the  prison  fund  la  this  object,  would  do 
a  ffreat  amoootol'  good.

Tiie  committee  Ikivc  come  fo  the  conchjsion  to  i  cconmjend  that  this 
building  be  taiien  down,  and  ihat  there  be  erected  out  of  ihe  materials, 
a  house  for  the  superiotendenti  a  chapel  and  hospital.  l*he  chapel  and 
heepilnl  under  one  rooCoo  the  site  of  the  eld  prison,  with  kitehen  Ibr 
the  Iraepcr'f  boose  and  store  roome  in  the  basenienc  The  superinten- 
dent's hotise  to  be  hTiilt  east  of  the  prison  ynrd  on  (^und  bcl«»njj!n«j  to 
the  Slate  or  on  a  lot  to  be  pnrchnsed  by  the  state oo  the  opposite  aide 
ef  the  street,  as  may  be  thought  best. 

The  committee  would  al^  recommend  that  the  gallery  or  guard 
walks  upon  Ihe  wills  of  the  prison  yard,  be  rebuilt  the  eommg  spring, 
and  that  an  fepalm  be  made  whieh  are  necessary  for  the  preaervatiQaol 
state  property,  as  well  as  for  convenience  nnd  comfirrL 

The  expenses  of  ihe  contemplated  improvements,  the  committee  have 
estimated  at  three  thousand  dollars,  and  would  reoomoieod  an  appro- 
priation to  meet  the  same.  *

The  Commissioners  have,  frequently,  fo^nd  it  a  pmnful  task  to  make 
prcpcr  discriuiinaiion,  us  to  wlhnvancc  tor  the  eupjxiri  of  pupils,  reckon- 
ing from  ihc  common  expenditure  for  bt;Brd  and  lulliou  to  lhatol  full 
support.  It  has  been  rendered  obviously  mors  advantsgeoiM  both  ibr 
pnrents  and  ehildren  lo  draw  aometbing,  as  oontributiott,  from  Umss 
nearly  connected  by  tics  of  blood  arid  sympathy,  where  that  something 
can  possibly  be  ad  vanrcd,  ilinn  f  )r  i!ie  Stnrp  to  incur  the  whole  expense. 
It  crentcs  and  keeps  ahve,  au  interest  wbioh  is  salutary  to  all  con- 
cerned.

.  have  been  vislfed,  dttrins  the  eurtent  year,  by  one  of  the  ^  CmmnMo** 

ere.  The  cxamlnaikm  bis  resulted  m  deepening  the  conviction,  not  on- 
ly that  lhf•^;f•  Kcliooj-^  are  of  a  hi^h  and  improvinf^  chnractcr,  but,  slso, 
that  the  8inlc  of  Vermont  Ims  cnnrrii^ed  in  a  work  of"  immense  inapor- 
lance,  in  her  care  and  educaiioa  ol  those  whom  Frovidence  has  visited 
with  such  great  privations, 
lo  point  oi  poiitioaUeooomy,  thcyoathf  whether  Desfsod  Domb> 
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Blind,  who  acquires  a  fui)  cUucaiion,  returns  to  native  State  prepared 
for  the  duties  of  a  cili/en;  nn  i  nMc  to  ])rovitIe  f(>r  himsrif*  niid  others. 
In«?tPndof  passintjr  tliro'  a  lon*^  lifr,  a  burden  to  lriend*<,  and  eventually 
di  iH  iidant  on  ihe  puhl'r,  he  l»econ>e8  the  rightful  guardian  of  his  own 
re^uuri-e:«y  and  liappine^s.  In  both  these  Institutions,  the  pupiia  are  train- 
ed to  loiiie  employmeot  which  will  enahle  them  to  obtaiD  a  respectable 
livelibood.  The  school-roooi  and  the  tvork-shoj)  ahernately  engage  the 
time  of  the  pupils,  so  \h:\t  a  rotirsc  of  stud}'  and  healthful  lab  >r  go  hand 
in  hand.  In  this  nianncr  the  youth  is  not  only  instnrrtrd  a  book-learo- 
inff,  but  ;n  some  useful  a!)d  nrofitahle  trade.  His  nund  mouhled  and 
fasli  oiied  and  cultivated,  ana  rendered  susceptible ofgreat  and  increas- 
ing enjoymenH.  The  mute  aMtoiitBhment,  tlie  vacant  wopder,  with 
which  he  gazes  on  all  surrounding  objects  is  exchanged  for  intelieolual 
contemplation  and  philosophic  thought.  And  the  poor  blind  boy,  whose 
eye  WIS  never  delighted  with  the  touchin<j  scenes  of  Nature,  or' the 
gladened  face  of  her  wht)  b«'re  him,  is  made,  by  the  plastic  hand  of  Kd- 
ucation,  coniparativeiy  cheerful,  useful  ami  happy,  liio'  his  little  mmd  is 
impriaoned  in  Ha  dark  oett,  far  !Mfe.  And  iaat,  but  Ikot  leaai,  at  thcM  In* 
siitutiona,  the  du'irs,  the  obligations,  and  antmntiB{»hope8  of  aa  imnior> 
tal  beirjxart'  tjui^ht  nnd  tiri.fprfjiood.  Greit  and  unceasing  care  is  la-* 
ken  ol  the  morai  eharacter  at  these  scliools  ol'  benevolence,  and  while 
the  mind  is  8tren|rilien(d  and  enlightenend,  the  heart  is  impressed  with 
leasons  of  duty.  To  the  poli'ical  economist,  to  the  philosopher,  and  lo 
the  Chriatian  pbilanihmpiit,  the  physical,  iolellectual,  and  moral  educa- 
tion of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  finnd  addresses  itseir  with  irreaialible 
r^fL'imient  ami  pon  t^r.  Tn  every  view  of  it,  t!ie  ndvnnlajycs  are  beyond 
ii  ;in;iii  estimate.  Sytopathy  and  (K.ty,  uidity  and  enjoyment  are  most 
harmoniously  blended  in  all  that  relutes  to  llie  education  of  these  class- 
es of  our  fellow  beings.  And,  if  the  whole  appropriation  of  a  year,  in 
thla  Stale,  were  neeeKary  to  the  succeasfttt  training  and  eAuieatton  ^ 
one  unfortunate  Deaf  {mil  Dumb,  or  Blind  youth,  it  would  bo  ratioDaU 
]y  expended.  WMitlr  ilion'^nndfj  are  frcq^icntly  lavished,  by  an  indulgent 
father,  on  a  reprol>ale  son  to  raise  him  to  comnuMi  respectability,  n  fv^x 
hundred«»  are  here  most  successfully  employed  in  advanriDf?  the  inielii- 
gcnoe,  the  virtue  and  ceaseless  happiness  o(  os  brilliaui  minds  and  ten- 
der faeartsi  ss  were  ever  bestowed  on  man.  Nor  ia  it  to  be  overlooked 
that,  among  the  mysteries  of  Profidenoe,  to  the  distfessea  of  povertv, 
the /lep'-jvations  of  speech,  nnrl  f?'L'h!  arc  ^trarr^ely  supeniddea.  Ao(l, 
besides  not  unfrequenfly  ir.  rlic  sine  lainily  will  he  found  onp.  uyn,  tTrrc 
and  lour,  mule  Irom  birth.  Such  facs admonish,  tho'>e,  wiio  enjoy  lieaiih 
asd  affluence  ond  the  delights  of  sight  and  c^peecii,  to  assist  the  distress- 
ad,  wilh  a  bouotKbi  hand  ami  oheerAit  hearu  PubKo  charity  does,  in- 
deed, in  such  case^,  fall  like  the  gentle  dew  of  heavenw'h  bleaseth  him 
that  j^ves,  and  him  th  it  takes." 

It  is  not  presimied,  by  the  Con>ni;ssioner8,  that  any  additional  appro- 
priations will  l)C,  at  present,  needed.    But,  while  the  State  of  Vermont , 
tima  ttibca  kmd  care  of  her  unfortunate  and  destitute  children,  it  cannot  * 
be  an  idle  laak  10  remind  her  ol  tlioae  hi^h  obligations  i?hich  s^iould  not 
be  aulRffred  lo  lose  strength  bv  lapae  of  time, 
Resjieatro!lv  snhrniMed.

Since  my  rq>ort  lo  you  of  Sept.  39,  1 838,  I  have  received  ol  the 
U«  Slates  and  dapoiittd  in  the  Arwnat  in  VerjipDMH,  iix  hundred  and 
eighty  two,  (632)  common  rifles  complete,  and  m  good  order,  being  the. 
amount  due  iViim  tlic  U.  States  at  ihc  close  of  the  year  1837,  iinirer  an 
BCt  of  CoriL^  ess  inv  annltj^the  militia  oftlie  several  iSiaks,  passed  Apiil 
1^0S.  iie>j(les  tlieot',  ihe  Slate  has  sixty-five  nfies,  making  the  whole 
number,  seven  hundred  and  lor ty- seven.  (747)  , 

Sinee  the  data  of  that  report,  I  ha>e  completed  the  cleaning  and  ra- 
paicing  of  the  arras  at  Ver^nnes  belon^n^  to  the  Stale.  The  number 
i»f  muskets,  cleaned  is  fifiy  peven  lituidfeJand  three,  (5703)  and  of  ri- 
fles sixty -five  (65)— a  I  an  expense  of  iwc«ily-ooc  hundred  sixty-five 
dollars  and  ninety  cents.  Four  hundred  and  five  of  the  muskeis  rc» 
paired,  were  those  collected  last  year  by  Mr.  Slade.  The  balance,  be- 
ing fifty-six,  I  tielieved  not  worth  repairing,  and  liave  sold  ihem  for 
ninety-five  (96)  dollars. 

Of  the  BT\m  rf>l!ecled  on  the  east  side  of  the  mountain  by  General 
Phelj>s,  seven  hundred  ntui  •-•eventy-lwo,  (772)  he  caused  lo  !h*  rf  pnired 
and  put  them  into  llic  posM-Ssioo  of  Mr.  W.  E.  Trask,  oi  VViudsor. 
These,  auil  the  5703  repaired  at  Vcrgennes,  are  all  the  muskets  be- 
longing to  the  state  of  tvhieh  I  hare  any  kaotvledgei  making  sixt^-foiir 
hnndr^  and  8eveDty«flve  (€1475.) 

T  have  loaned  to  Capt.  Partridge,  as  reported  to  you  lastycnr,  and 
distributed  lo  the  militia  of  the  niaie,  in  obedience  to  yotir  sevcrtil 
orders,  six  iiundred  and  sixiy  (660)  rtiles,  and  tlnr'-een  hundred  and 
f^evenly  (1370)  muskets.

OF  COMMiTi£E  ON  TH£  INDIANA  RESOLUTIONS. 

Tue  Ci>inniitici^  to   wliaiu  was  referred  cerlain  regolutions  ol  the 
)egidlalu(c  ol  Indiana,  canJenming  "any  interrerence  la    the  domestic 
iiwtituttons  of  the  slttvehaldiog  states,"  having  had  the  same  under  eon- 
sideratioiiy  make  their  report  as  followa: — 

The  committee  in  examining  these  resolutions  have  not  been  able 
to  understand  what  construction  the* legis'niure  ol' Indiana  would  give 
10  the  term, '*inu  rfrci^rc,?  which  they  have  applied  to  tlie  action  ol 
the  legislatures  ol*  (he  general  and  slaie  governments,  io  relation  to  tbe 
'^domestic  inatittttinoa  of  the  alaveheidio*  atatesy**  and  which  they  bav» 
condemned.  The  term,  in  itself,  is  indeSntle,  and  the  legialafurt  liave 
not  thought  proper  to  define  and  limit  (it,  or  to  say  what  action  on  the 
part  of  oilier  let^islaiures  may  amount  to  tJic  interfcrrnre  which  they 
deprecate.  'I'he  commitiee  thcreftre  hrlieve  this  1p<J  i1. store  are  not  in 
a  ojuditiou  tu  cypress  their  assent  or  di.-^&ent  to  the  propositions  coiUam- 
ed  in  the  reaolution.  Aftd  besides,  if  any  irtterpretation,  which  tlie com- 
mittee are  able  t3  co&jc<  ture,  were  given  to  the^e  reaoluttona,  illcy  can- 
not perceive  tl»at  any  action  is  demanded.  So  (ar  as  the  committee  are 
informed,  it  i>j  ilic  iintvers:il  dcintrinc  of  all  chsses  in  the  country,  as 
well  as  the  uftaninnm^i  opinion  of  tl»is  legislature,  that  neither  the  Con- 
gress td  the  United  States,  or  the  legislatures  of  tlie  free  states  iiave 
any  coiiatitutional  or  legal  conlml  over  the  mstitution  of  alavery  in  anv 
of  the  alavehotdinor  staiea ;  and  that  if  slavery  is  at  any  tidle  abolished, 
it  must  be  solely  by  the  act  of  the  legislatures  of  the  &icveral  states, 
where  it  exists,  or  hy  tlie  vniuntaryact  of  emancipation  on  the  part  of 
the  sla  veliolders.  'i'he  conooittcc  helievc  this  Ic/zislature  are  not  called 
upon  to  assert  a  doctnue,  which,  so  far  as  ihey  knuvv,  no  one  denies,  or 
to  condemn  an  interference,  to  which  no  one  claims  the  right. 

If  the  legislature  of  Indiana  intend  that  an  expreasibn  of  the  aenti- 
roents  of  this  or  any  other  state  Icfr  Hlature,  in  regard  to  the  power  and 
duty  of  the  j^cnera!  j:^nvcrnnient  rel;ilini>;  to  slavery  in  the  terriiories  un- 
der its  cont roi,  or  t'teir  remonstrance  a«^;iinst  the  annexation  to  the 
union  ol  luriher  territory,  where  slavery  exists,  is  an  ^'interference  with 
the  domestic  institutions  of  the  slavehokling  atates,"  the  committee  in 
that  view  of  the  aubject,  are  not  able  to  perceive,  that  thia  legislature 
arc  called  upon  to  reassert  their  often  expressed  sentiments.  This  leg- 
islature have  already  freely  expressed,  nod  sent  forth  to  the  world  the 
views,  which  are  believed  to  he  entertained  by  the  people  of  Vermont, 
The  committee  thereliire  believe,  that  no  action  is  demanded  in  relation 
to  the  resolutions  of  the  legislature  of  Indiana,  nnd  recommend  theadop* 
tioo  of  the  following  resolution.
